His  Royal  Highness  FRANCIS  ALBERT  AUGUSTUS  CHARLES  EMANUEL,  Duke 
of  SAXONY,  Prince  of  SAXE  COBURG  AND  GOTHA,  KG.  KT.  KP.  GCB. 
GCMG.,  8  Feb.  1840.  Colonel  of  the  Grenadier  Guards,  23  Sept.  1852 ;  Governor  and 
Constable  of  Windsor  Castle,  18  May,  1843;  and  Colonel-in-Chief  of  the  Rifle  Brigade, 
23  Sept.  1852. 

[3  mSi  HENRY  WILLIAM,  Marquis  of  ANGLESEY,  KG.  GCB.  GCH.,  Lieut.. 
Colonel*  12  Sept.  93;  Colonel,  3  May  9G;  3faJor. General,  29  April  02;  Lieut. - 
General,  25  April  08 ;  General,  12  Aug.  19 ;  Field  Marshal,  9  Nov.  46;  Colonel  of  the 
Royal  Regiment  of  Horse  Guards,  20  Dec.  42  ;  Captain  of  Cowes  Castle,  25  Mar.  26. 
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War  Services  of  the  General  Officers  tuho  are  not  Colonels  of  liegiments. 

1  Lord  Cork  served  ia  Flauders,  in  1793,  and  was  present  at  the  sieges  of  Valenciennes  and 
Dunkirk,  at  the  former  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  storming  party.  In  1794  he  accompanied 
the  expedition  under  Lord  Moira  ;  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Alost,  and  made  prisoner  at  the 
capitulation  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Served  with  the  Guards  in  Holland,  in  1799.  Commanded 
the  first  battalion  of  the  Coldstream  Guards  in  Egypt,  in  1801,  and  was  present  at  the  taking 
of  Alexandria,  and  in  the  ditferent  engagements  with  the  army  under  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  to  the 
westward  of  Alexandria.     Has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Egypt. 

•2  Lord  Lorton  served  with  the  58th  as  a  marine  on  board  the  Vengeance  74.  Went  out  with 
Sir  Charles  Grey's  expedition  to  the  West  Indies,  in  1793,  and  served  in  the  1st  battalion  of 
Grenadiers,  under  the  command  of  the  late  Duke  of  Kent,  at  the  captures  of  Martinique,  St. 
Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe;  on  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign  rejoined  the  58th  at  Martinique.'  Ta 
about  six  weeks  following,  in  consequence  of  a  French  force  having  re-taken  Grande  Terre,  he 
was  ordered  with  the  Grenadiers  again  to  Guadaloupe,  and  was  engaged  in  the  several  actions 
of  that  second  campaign;  in  covering  the  retreat  of  the  troops  from  Point-u-Pitre,  was  struck 
by  a  spent  ball,  which  was  the  occasion  of  a  handsome  compliment  from  Sir  Charles  Grey  in 
front  of  the  Grenadiers,  while  inspecting  the  remains  of  the  army  on  the  afternoon  of  that 
fatal  day,  as  in  fact  he  was  a  volunteer  on  this  second  expedition,  having  previously  received 
permission  from  Sir  Charles  to  return  to  Europe  in  consequence  of  promotion.  During  the 
night  the  troops  were  re-embarked,  he  commanded  an  advanced  position  close  to  the  French 
lines  while  the  operation  was  in  progress.  Served  also  during  the  rebellion  in  Ireland, 
in  1798,  at  Vinegar  Hill,  &c.,  and  subsequently  as  a  Brigadier-General  in  the  Western  District. 

3  General  M'Kenzie  served  the  campaign  of  1794  on  the  Continent,  including  the  several 
actions  between  the  Waal  and  Rhine,  forcing  the  enemy  from  St.  Andre,  sortie  from  Nimeguen, 
and  the  actions  at  Thuyl  and  Geldermalsen.  Served  also  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  under 
Sir  Wm.  Henry  Clinton. 

4  General  White  was  appointed,  in  1793,  Brigade-Major  to  the  Guards  employed  in  the 
canapaigns  in  Flanders,  and  was  present  at  the  sieges  of  Valenciennes  and  Dunkirk,  and  at  the 
action  and  storming  of  Lincelles. 

5  General  Bonham  served  upwards  of  22  years  in  the  West  Indies,  and  acted  as  chief  of 
the  Quarter-Master-General's  department  on  the  two  expeditions  against  St.  Lucia  and  Tobago, 
and  Demerara  and  Berbice;  on  the  latter  he  was  second  in  command.  He  was  also  present  at 
the  stormmg  of  Morne  Fortunee,  St.  Lucia,  on  the  night  of  the  2d  of  June,  1803. 

6  General  Gosselin  commanded  a  Brigade  on  the  expedition  against  Genoa,  under  Lord 
Wm.  Bentinuk  ;  and  on  its  capture  was  appointed  commandant  there  until  the  peace  with 
France.  Subsequently  he  commanded  a  Brigade  in  the  American  War,  and  was  present  at 
the  attack  on  and  capture  of  Castine  on  the  Penobscot. 

7  Lord  Carysfort  served  as  Secretary  to  the  mission  of  Colonel  Crawfurd,  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Archduke  Charles,  and  was  present  at  all  the  battles  of  the  campaign  of  1796 
m  Germany,  at  the  siege  of  Kehl,  and  the  affair  at  the  beginning  of  1797,  on  the  Rhine, 
berved  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Lord  Cornwallis  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion ;  after  which  he 
was  employed  in  Germany,  and  was  present  at  all  the  actions  of  that  year  in  Switzerland,  under 
General  Hotze,  and  with  the  Russian  army  at  the  battle  of  Zurich.  Campaign  in  Egypt  as 
Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  and  afterwards  to  Lord  Hutchinson.  On  the  Quarter- 
Mdster-General's  staff  on  the  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  afterwards  to  Spain,  under  Sir  John 
Moore,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna.  Embarked  with  the  Guards  for  Walcheren  in  July 
1809,  and  served  in  the  reserve  in  South  Beveland.  Accompanied  the  Guards  to  Spain  in  1811 
and  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  garrison  of  Cadiz.  At  the  defence  of  Tarifa,  he  was' 
second  in  command.  Marched  from  thence  with  the  detachment  of  the  Guards  that  joined 
Lord  Hill,  and  subsequently  formed  a  junction  with  the  Duke  of  Wellington  on  his  retreat 
from  Burgos.  In  1813  he  returned  to  England,  and  shortly  afterwards  he  again  embarked  with 
a  detachment  of  Guards  for  Flanders,  a  brigade  of  which  he  commanded  in  the  attack  on  Ber- 
gen-op-Zoom.    Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

8  General  the  Honourable  T.  E.  Capel  served  the  campaigns  in  Flanders  under  the  Duke  of 
V^  J-    ■  ^^^''^^  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  and  was  employed  as  Assistant- Adjutant-General 

at  Cadiz  in  1811 :  he  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

9  General  the  Honourable  A.  P.  Upton  joined  the  Duke  of  York's  army  in  Holland,  in 
Nov.  1794,  with  which  he  served  the  ensuing  winter  campaign,  and  returned  to  England  with 
the  army  in  May  1795,  In  1799  he  was  appointed  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  the  27th  Aug.  on  the  landing  near  the  Helder,  as  also  at  those  of 
the  10th  Sept.,  2nd  and  Cth  Oct.    Appointed  Assistant-Quarter-Master  General  to  the  army 
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under  Lord  Chatham  in  1809:  landed  at  Walcheren  27th  July  with  the  troops,  and  was  present 
at  the  actions  in  which  the  enemy  were  driven  into  Flushing,  and  also  at  the  siege  of  that  place. 
Served  at  Cadiz  from  Apr.  ]811  to  Aug.  1812,  and  with  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  on  the 
Quarter-Master- General's  staflf,  from  Sept.  1812  to  the  end  of  the  war  in  1814,  including  the 
retreat  into  Portugal,  actions  of  San  Munos  and  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  action  at  Tolosa,  pass- 
age of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  battles  of  theNive  on  the  9th,  10th,  11th,  and  12thDec., 
passage  of  the  Adour,  action  of  St.  Etienne,  investment  of  Bayonne,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 
Employed  as  military  correspondent  with  the  Bavarian  army  in  1815,  and  was  present  with  it  in 
its  various  operations.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  and  one  Clasp  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria 
and  the  Nive  ;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Nivelle. 

10  General  Huskisson  served  in  the  field,  in  India,  under  Lord  Lake,  and  subsequently 
at  the  siege  of  Ryghur,  and  at  the  capture  of  several  towns  and  forts.  In  October  1818,  com- 
manded at  Candeish,  at  the  taking  of  Behauderpore  and  Amulneir. 

11  General  Monckton  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798. 

12  Lieut.-General  Buller  served  the  campaigns  of  1793  and  94  in  Flanders;  and  subsequently 
in  the  "West  Indies,  including  the  siege  of  Sf .  Lucia,  and  reduction  of  Grenada.  Was  appointed 
Aide-de-camp  to  his  Majesty  George  III.  25  July  1810. 

13  Sir  Henry  Edw.  Banbury  served  in  Holland  in  1799,  including  the  battles  of  the  19th 
Sept.,  2nd  and  7th  October.  Served  also  on  the  expedition  to  Naples  and  Calabria  in  1805  and 
6,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida,  for  which  he  has  received  the  Gold  Medal. 

14  Lieut -General  S.  Brown  served  in  Egypt  in  1801,  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-Master- 
General.  In  January  1808,  he  was  sent  on  a  secret  service  under  the  orders  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  appointed  Deputy-Quarter- Master-General  to  the  forces  under  General  Spencer. 
In  June  1808,  he  was  employed  on  a  secret  service  in  Portugal,  and  was  present  as  a  volunteer 
at  the  battle  of  Roleia,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

15  Lieut. -General  Herbert  served  on  the  Continent  with  the  army  under  Lord  Moira  and  the 
Duke  of  York.  Engaged  during  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent's  j  at  Port-au-Prince,  in  St. 
Domingo  ;  and  at  Fort  Irois  during  the  three  months'  siege.  Served  also  at  the  siege  of 
Copenhagen,  1807. 

16  Lieut.-General  Armstrong  went  out  to  Flanders  with  Lord  Moira,  in  1794  ;  joined  the 
Duke  of  York  at  Antwerp,  and  was  in  that  disastrous  retreat  through  Holland  in  the  winter  of 
1794-95,  and  embarked  at  Bremen.  Served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798,  and  was 
Assistant- Adjutant- General  of  the  Centre  District  under  General  R.  Dundas,  until  the  peace 
of  1802. 

17  Lieut.-General  Gordon  served  at  the  siege  of  Pondicherry,  battle  of  Argaum,  sieges  of 
Asseerghur,  Gawilghur,  and  various  other  hill  forts.     Served  also  at  Walcheren  in  1809. 

18  Lieut-General  Johnson  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  in  the  Peninsula  as  a  Major  in  the 
32nd  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Corunna,  for  which  he  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

19  Lieut-General  Yates  served  in  Egypt  in  1801,  and  has  received  the  Egyptian  medal. 

20  Sir  Charles  Thornton  accompanied  the  Guards  to  Holland,  in  March  1793,  under  the 
Duke  of  York,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Famars  (wounded),  siege  of  Valenciennes, 
retreat  from  Dunkirk,  taking  of  Lannoy,  where  he  lost  his  right  arm  by  a  cannon-shot. 

21  Sir  Frederick  Trench  served  in  Sicily  in  1806  and  7;  at  Walcheren,  in  1809;  in  the  Penin- 
sula, in  1811 ;  and  in  Holland,  in  1814. 

22  Lieut.-General  Uniacke  served  in  Ireland  throughout  the  rebellion  of  1798  and  99  and 
during  the  preceding  and  subsequent  disturbances,  part  of  the  time  as  aide-de-camp  to  Sir 
James  Duff. 

23  Lieut-General  Darley  served  at  the  siege  of  Port-au-Prince,  in  St.  Domingo,  in  1794; 
subsequently  at  the  siege  of  Morne-Fortunee,  in  St.  Lucia;  in  Egypt,  in  1807.  Commanded 
300  men  on  an  expedition  in  a  joint  attack  with  H.  M.  frigates  the  Imperieuse  and  Thames,  and 
in  co-operation  with  a  party  of  seamen,  ascending  the  heights  of  Palinura  in  Calabria,  against 
a  strongly -posted  enemy  three  times  the  strength  of  the  assailants;  drove  them  off  the  ground, 
and  maintained  the  post  for  three  days.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1813 
to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  iccluding  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  and  the  actions  of  the 
Nive  before  Bayonne,  on  the  9th,  10th,  and  11th  Dec.  1813,  for  which  he  has  received  the  Silver 
War  Medal  witb  two  Clasps.  .  n    . 

24  Lieut.-General  Aylmer  served  at  the  Helder  in  1799,  including  the  action  of  the  10th 
Sept;  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  (Gold  Medal);  expedition  to  Hanover  in  1805-6  under 
Lord  Cathcart;  campaign  of  1808-9  in  Spain  and  Portugal,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia, 
Vimiera,  and  Corunna,  for  which,  and  for  Egypt,  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four 
Clasps.     He  served  subsequently  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren. 

25  Lieut.-General  Vernon  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  in  the  Peninsula,  as  a  Deputy- 
Assistant- Adjutant- General.  Subsequently  in  the  same  capacity  with  the  Duke  of  Wellington's 
army  until  June  1811,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Talavera.  Served  with  the  2nd  bat- 
talion 66th,  at  the  surprise  of  a  French  division  at  Arroyo  de  Molino,  and  other  operations, 
until  the  capture  of  Badajoz.  With  the  Queen's  at  the  reduction  of  the  Forts  and  battle  of 
Salamanca— slightly  wounded  early  in  the  day,  and  very  severely  at  the  close  of  the  action,  a 
ball  having  entered  his  breast  and  lodged  near  the  heart,  after  tearing  along  two  ribs.  Fol- 
lowed the  army  again  at  the  expiration  of  three  weeks,  and  resumed  the  command  of  his 
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regiment,  with  which  he  served  in  the  various  operations  preceding,  during,  and  subsequent  to 
the  siege  of  Burgos.  He  has  received  the  gold  Medal  for  Salamanca,  and  the  silver  War  Medal 
with  one  clasp  for  Talavera. 

20  Sir  Adolphus  John  Dalrymple  served  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  James  Craig  in  the  Eastern 
District,  Malta,  Naples,  and  Sicily,  from  July  1803  to  May  1806,  and  as  Military  Secretary 
to  Sir  Hew  Dalrymple  in  Portugal  in  1808. 

26t  Lieutenant-General  Tremenheere  commanded  a  detachment  of  Marines  at  the  reduction 
of  Martini(iue  in  1794,  and  at  the  reduction  of  the  strong  post  of  Fleur  d'Epce  at  the  capture 
of  Quadaloupe,  20  Feb.  1794. 

27  Viscount  do  Chabot  served  in  Holland,  in  1799;  in  Spain,  under  Sir  John  Moore;  with 
the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  1809;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  until  1810. 

28  Major-General  Wm.  Stewart  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  the  Gold  Medal 
for  the  battle  of  Albuhera. 

29  Sir  Henry  W.  Rooke  embarked  with  the  3rd  Guards  for  Holland,  in  Aug.  1799,  and 
was  present  in  the  actions  of  the  27th  Aug.,  10th  and  19th  Sept.,  2ad  and  6th  October.  Em- 
barked again  for  Holland,  Nov.  1813,  in  command  of  the  2nd  battalion  of  that  regt,  and  was 
present  at  the  advance  to  Antwerp,  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and  attack 
on  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and 
Waterloo. 

30  Sir  John  Geo.  Woodford  served  as  Deputy- Assistant-Adjutant-General  on  the  Expedition 
to  Stralsund,  and  afterwards  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  and  as  Deputy- Assistant-Quarter- 
Master-General  on  the  Expedition  under  Sir  David  Baird,  which  joined  Sir  John  Moore's  army 
in  Galicia,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  for  which  he  has  received  the  silver  War 
MkUI  with  one  Clasp.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant-(iuarter-Master- 
General,  and  has  received  the  gold  cross  for  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 
Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  the  taking  of  Cambray. 

31  Major- General  Farrer  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  the  Egyptian 
campaign  of  1801,  and  for  the  battle  of  Maida. 

32  Major-General  Hay  embarked  for  the  West  Indies  early  in  1796,  and  served  the  campaign 
of  that  and  the  following  year.  In  1797  he  was  actively  employed  in  the  Island  of  St.  Vincent 
He  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  in  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  in  the 
18th  Hussars,  and  was  present  in  the  cavalry  actions  of  Mayorga  and  Benevente;  and 
was  with  the  detachment  that  surprised  and  captured  the  enemy's  outlying  piquet  at  Rueda — 
commanded  the  rear-guard  from  Astorga — and  Batanzas  on  the  retreat  terminating  with  the 
batile  of  Corunna.  He  served  also  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France  until  its  return  to 
England  in  1818.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Benevente. 

50  Sir  Francis  Cockburn  served  in  South  America  in  1807;  in  the  Peninsula  in  1809  and 
1810;  and  in  Canada  from  1811  to  1814. 

33  Major-General  Charretie  served  three  years  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the 
mutiny  at  Vellore  in  1806,  when  nearly  the  whole  of  the  69th  were  massacred  in  their  barracks. 
He  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  Life  Guards,  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  and  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  two  Clasps. 

34  Major-General  Patrick  Campbell  (R.  Artillery)  was  at  the  capture  of  St.  Lucia  in  1796, 
and  subsequently  in  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent.     Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan. 

,  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Castalla.  He  has 
i  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Talavera. 

I      35  Major-General  Lautour  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  11th  Dragoons  in  1811  and  12; 

he  attacked,  with  a  squadron,  on  the  26th  Sept.  1811,  near  El  Bodon,  a  French  Cavalry  Regt. 

,  which  had  captured  part  of  the  baggage  of  the  Light  Division,  and  covered  the  retreat  of  the 

74th,  and  five  companies  of  the  60th,  from  Ciudad  Rodrigo.     Present  also  at  the  siege  of  Bada- 

joz  and  battle  of  Salamanca.     Whilst  in  command  of  a  squadron  he  attacked,  and  took  pri- 

I  soners,  a  company  of  French  Artillery  posted  in  a  vineyard,  near  Valladolid,  supporting  the 

I  enemy's  cavalry  en  7th  Sept.  1812,  during  the  time  the  Army  was  crossing  the  Douro;  he  also 

repulsed  an  attack  of  the  enemy's  piquets,  making  one  officer  and  many  men  prisoners,  at  Mo- 

nasterio  and  in  front  of  Burgos  on  2nd  Oct.  1812;  and  he  was  continually  on  outpost  duty,  and 

almost  daily  engaged  with  the  enemy's  skirmishers,  and  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  retreat 

from  Burgos  by  the  bursting  of  a  shell.

,40  Colonel  Charles  Wyndham  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  10th  Hussars  and  was  present 
r  the  battles  of  "Vittoria,  Orlhes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
tree  Clasps. 

41  Colonel  Payler  served  in  Sicily  in  1806  and  7;  the  campaign  of  1808-9,  under  Sir  John 
loore;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  including  the  battle 
'  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  for  which  he 
'.  s  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

42  (  olouel  the  Honourable  H.  Hely  Hutchinson  joined  the  Army  in  the  Peninsula  on  tho

43  Colonel  Barlow  served  in  India  under  Lord  Lake,  during  the  campaigns  of  1803,  4,  and  5, 
and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Deig,  battle  of  Futtyghur,  siege  of  Bhurtpore,  and  battle  of 
Afzalghur.     Served  also  at  the  captures  of  Bourbon  and  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810. 

44  Colonel  Keane  served  with  the  23rd  on  the  expedition  to  the  north  of  Germany  in  1805  ; 
in  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the  retreat  to,  and  the  battle  of,  Corunna. 
Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  7th  Hussars,  and  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Hussey 
Vivian,  from  November  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nive, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815  in  the  same  capacity,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Paris.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps 
for  Corunna,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

45  Colonel  Lane  served  with  the  15th  Hussars  during  the  campaigns  of  1813,  14,  and  15,  in 
the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  also  at  the 
battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse,  ft)r  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

46  Colonel  Madox  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  6th  Dragoons,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

47  Colonel  Higgins  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798.  In  1806  he  was  at  the 
landing  and  taking  of  Maldouado,  in  South  America ;  at  the  affair  of  San  Carlos,  in  which  he 
was  slightly  wounded,  and  had  his  horse  shot;  also  at  the  siege  and  taking  of  Monte  Video. 

48  Colonel  Macadam  landed  in  Portugal  1st  Aug.  1808  with  the  9tb,  and  served  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  war,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  passage  of  the 
Douro,  defence  of  Tarifa,  affairs  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos  iu  1812,  siege  and  storming  of  San 
Sebastian  (twice  wounded,  and  commanded  the  false  attack  on  the  breach  on  the  night  of  the 
29th  of  Aug.),  passages  of  the  Bidassoa  (shot  through  the  body)  and  Adour,  several  affairs  con- 
nected with  the  investment  of  Bayonne,  and  also  the  repulse  of  the  sortie,  besides  a  variety  of 
minor  affairs,  and  other  desultory  services  during  the  Peninsular  war.  Proceeded  to  Canada 
with  his  regiment,  and  served  the  campaign  of  1814.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
four  Clasps  for  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Vittoria,  and  St.  Sebastian.

51  Colonel  Le  Blanc  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Corunna,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  and  Vittoria,  and  at  the  sieges  of  Badajoz,  and  St.  Sebas- 
tian (severely  wounded  at  the  assault  and  capture),  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
six  Clasps.     He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

52  Colonel  Horton  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  71st  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Ni- 
velle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  i-eceived  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 
He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

53  Colonel  Riddlesden  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Horse  Guards  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 
He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

54  Colonel  James  Fleming  served  in  India,  Bourbon,  and  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France. 

56  Colonel  Hogge  served  the  campaign  in  Calabria  under  Sir  John  Stuart  and  was  present 
with  the  20th  at  the  battle  of  Maida.  He  served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  20th  and 
was  present  at  the  battles  of  Vimiera  (wounded),  Corunna,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps. 

57  Colonel  Stisted  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons,  from  June  1811  to 
the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Vittoria  and 
Toulouse. 

58  Colonel  Salwey  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  with  the  Coldstream  Guards,  and 
was  present  at  nearly  all  the  actions  in  the  Pyrenees,  the  crossing  of  the  Bidassoa,  capture  of 
St.  Jean  de  Luz,  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  heights  of  Bidart,  crossing  the  Adour,  investment  of 
Bayonne,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

59  Colonel  Dwyer  served  on  the  Staff  of  the  late  Marquis  of  Hastings,  Commander-in-Chief 
in  India,  and  was  present  during  the  Nepaul  war,  at  the  reduction  of  the  Province  of  Kimaoon, 
and  the  storming  of  Almorah.  He  served  also  throughout  the  Pindarree  war  on  the  Staff, 
when  he  had  charge  of  the  communications  of  the  combined  armies. 

60  Colonel  Taylor  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  9th,  from  Aug.  1808  to  Feb.  1813,  and 
again  from  Oct.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Vimiera  (wounded), 
Busaco,  Salamanca,  retreat  from  Burgos,  action  of  Villa  Muriel  (wounded),  and  repulse  of  the 
Sortie  from  Bayonne.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Vimiera,  Busaco, 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  Salamanca. 

61  Colonel  Davics  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  52nd  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenres,  and  at  the  siege  of  Budajoz  (wounded), 
for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  live  Clasps. 
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62  Sir  Henry  Wyatt  served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15,  with  the  Ist  Life  Guards,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  and  capture  of  Paris.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
one  Clasp. 

63  Colonel  Fraser  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  24th,  from  June  1809  to  June  1813,  in- 
cluding the  action  at  Foz  d'Arouce,  battle  of  IJusaco,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  on  3rd  and  5th 
May,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz.  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of 
Madrid,  and  siege  of  Burgos,  where  he  was  at  the  taking  of  the  Horn  Work,  19th  Sept.;  and 
he  led  the  storming  party  to  the  breach  formed  by  the  mine  on  the  4th  Oct.  Employed  in 
the  field  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Kandian  rebellion  in  Ceylon  in  1817  and  18,  as  Aide-de- 
camp to  the  Commander  of  the  Forces.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

64  Sir  Henry  Fairfax  served  in  the  Peniusula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  1812,  on  the  retreat 
from  Madrid,  and  in  the  affair  of  San  Munos. 

65  Colonel  Chatterton  served  in  Portugal,  Spain,  Flanders,  aud  France,  from  1811  to  1818, 
including  the  affairs  at  Fupnte  Guinaldo,  and  Aldea  de  Ponte  ;  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo, 
and  Badajoz  ;  actions  at  Usagre,  Llerna,  Salamanca,  Heights  of  San  Christoval,  Rueda,  Castra- 
jon,  to  the  battle  of  Salamanca  ;  affairs  at  Tudela,  Valladolid,  and  Celada  del  Camiao,  to  the  in- 
vestment and  siege  of  Burgos  ;  the  actions  at  Monasterio,  Quintana  Palla,  Venta  del  Pozo,  and 
Cabezon,  upon  the  retreat  from  Burgos  to  Salamanca  ;  thence  the  out-posts  at  the  passage  of 
the  Huebra,  to  Ciud  id  Rodrigo.  Upou  the  advance  of  the  army  from  Portugal,  the  action  at 
Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  actions  at  Villa  Franca  and  Tolpsa,  to  the  siege  and  capture  of  San 
Sebastian.  The  actions  on  crossing  the  Bidassoa,  and  carrying  the  enemy's  fortified  entrench- 
ments. The  battle  of  the  Nivelle  at  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  at  Anglet,  and  in  front  of  Bayoune,  battle 
of  the  Nive,  passage  of  the  Adour,  and  investment  of  Bayonne;  occupation  of  BDrdeaux,  passage 
of  the  GaroQue,  and  affair  at  Etauliers  upon  the  passage  of  the  Dordogne,  battles  of  Qaatre 
Bras  and  Waterloo,  the  advance  to  and  capture  of  Paris,  and  with  the  army  of  occupation  in 
France.

66  Colonel  Vandeleur  served  iu  the  Peniusula,  with  the  71st  Light  Infantry  and  afterwards 
with  the  12th  Light  Dragoons  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  (severely 
wounded),  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle.  and  Nive,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  five  Clasps.     He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

67  Lord  Howden  served  as  Aide-de-camp  to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Wellington  during  the 
years  1817  and  18,  to  the  close  of  the  occupation  iu  France.  Employed  by  Government  on  a 
special  mission,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Navarin  in  1827  (wounded,  and  mentioned  in 
Commander-in-chiefs  despatch);  siege  of  Antwerp  in  1832  (wounded);  campaign  in  Spain,  in 
Navarre  and  Basque  Provinces,  in  1834. 

68  Colonel  Douglas  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West  India  Islands  in 
1801.  On  the  expedition  to  the  north  of  Germany  in  1805  and  6,  Peninsular  campaigns  from 
Feb.  1812  to  March  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees  (27th 
to  31st  July);  siege  of  San  Sebastian  from  24th  Aug.  to  the  8th  Sept.,  and  battle  of  Nivelle. 
He  has  received  the  gold  cross  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle,  having  com- 
manded a  field  battery;  and  tlie  silver  War  Medal  witli  one  Clasp  for  St.  Sebastian. 

68t  Colonel  KnoUys  served  with  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards  from  the  6th  March  to  the  end  of 
the  Peninsular  War  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  blockade  of  Bayonne,  repulse  of  the 
sortie, — on  which  occasion  Sir  Henry  Sullivan  and  ten  officers  of  the  Guards  were  killed  or 
died  of  their  wounds. 

69  Colonel  Lascelles  served  with  the  Ist  Regt.  of  Guards  in  the  Peninsula  in  1813  and  1814, 
and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  clasps  for  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive. 
He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and 
taking  of  Peronne. 

70  Colonel  Charles  Stuart  Campbell  served  in  Egypt  with  the  26th  in  1801 ;  in  Portugal  and 
Spain  in  1808-9,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna,  where  he  commanded  the  piquets  of  his  brigade. 
Expedition  to  Walcheren  and  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from 
1811  to  1814,  and  commanded  the  3rd  Portuguese  Regt.  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  as  also  at  the 
siege  and  assault  of  San  Sebastian — severely  wounded  in  the  thigh  at  the  assault,  the  ball  still 
remaining.  He  has  received  the  gold  Mtdal  and  one  Clasp  for  Vittoria  and  St.  Sebastian;  and 
the  silver  War  Medal  witli  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

71  Colonel  Gascoigne  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1813  to  May  1814,  including  the 
passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  and  the  investment  of  Bayonne. 
Served  afterwards  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Bladensburg  and  cap- 
ture of  Washington,  where  he  was  severely  wounded.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
three  clasps  for  San  Sebastian,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

72  Colonel  Lovell  served  at  the  taking  of  Monte  Video  under  Sir  Sam.  Auchmuty  in  1807, 
and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera,  the  Coa,  Busaco,  Fuentes 
d'Onor  (wounded),  Salainaaca,  Vittori  i,  the  Pyrenees,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse  ;  actions  or 
skirmishes  near  Talavera,  Sexmiro,  Val  de  la  Mula,  La  Meares,  Freixeda,  Guarda,  Coimbra, 
Valle,  Venda  de  Sierra,  Pombal,  Redinha,  Miranda  de  Corvo,  Coa,  Galligos,  Nave  d'Aver, 
Espiga,  near  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Llerena,  near  Salamanca,  St.  Christoval,  Rueda,  Castrillos,  Fou-

castin,  Matylla,  at  Burgos,  Ostna,  Huarte,  Pampeluna,  Vale  de  Bastan,  Pass  of  Maya,  Lines  of 
Ainho,  Cambo,  Hasparren,  Helite,  Garris,  Sauveterre,  St.  Gladie,  Buelho,  Garliu,  San  Roman- 
total,  ten  general  actions,  forty  minor  aijtions  or  skirmishes,  besides  attending  seven  sieges ;  and 
was  at  the  siege  of  Oporto,  being  one  of  tlie  Military  Reporters  under  Lord  William  Russell. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eleven  Clasps  for  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Badajoz,  Sala- 
manca, Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

73  Colonel  Armytage  served  in  the  south  of  France  with  the  Coldstream  Guards  from  March 
to  July  1814. 

74  Colonel  Gierke  served  with  the  old  94th  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  also  until  the  retreat 
from  Santarem  was  closed  at  Fuentes  d'Onor,  having  been  present  in  the  actions  of  Redinha, 
Condeixa,  Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal.  Joined  the  77th  (also  in  the  Peninsula)  on  promotion, 
and  served  with  it  in  the  action  of  El  Bodon,  sieges  and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz, 
including  the  storming  of  Fort  Picurina.  Severely  wounded  in  the  leg  at  the  storming  of  the 
castle  of  Badajoz.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

75  Colonel  Wallace  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

76  Sir  James  Schoedde  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801.  Served  also  in  the 
Peninsula  from  1808  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  tbe  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera, 
Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria, 
Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  besides  numerous  minor  actions  and  skirmishes. 
He  has  received  a  gold  Medal  from  the  Grand  Seignior  for  the  Egyptian  campaign  ;  the  gold 
Medal  for  Nivelle  ;  and  the  silver  War  Medal  with  fourteen  Clasps  for  the  other  battles  and 
sieges,  and  for  Egypt.  Commanded  a  brigade  in  China  (Medal)  at  the  attack  and  capture 
of  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghai,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo. 

76t  Colonel  Reed  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 
In  1846  he  commanded  a  Brigade  of  the  Army  of  the  Sutlej  and  was  wounded  and  had  a  horse 
killed  under  him  at  the  battle  of  Ferozeshah  (Medal). 

77  Colonel  Clarke  Kennedy  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Dragoons  from  Sept. 
1809  to  Oct.  1813,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  covering  the  retreat  to  Torres  Vedras, 
affair  at  Quinta  de  Torre,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  (horse  struck  down  by  a  shell), 
blockade  of  Almeida,  actions  at  Nave  d'Aver,  Fuente  Guinaldo,  and  Aldeade  Ponte  (appomted 
Brigade-Major  to  General  Slade)  ;  covering  the  Siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  selected  to  com- 
mand a  party  of  Cavalry  advanced  to  watch  and  report  the  enemy's  movements  during  the 
siege  of  Badajoz,  for  which  he  was  thanked  by  Lord  Lynedoch  ;  engaged  with  a  body  of  French 
Lifantry  under  General  Clausel,  near  Salamanca,  battle  of  Vittoria,  blockade  of  Pampeluna, 
besides  various  skirmishes  and  affiirs  of  outposts.  Campaign  of  1816, — covering  the  retreat 
on  the  17th  June  and  battle  of  Waterloo  (received  two  wounds  and  had  two  horses  killed  under 
him).  Whilst  leading  his  squadron  in  a  successful  charge  against  Count  D'Erlon's  corps  at 
Waterloo,  perceiving  an  Eagle  to  the  left,  he  changed  the  direction  of  his  squadron,  ran  the 
officer  through  the  body  who  carried  it,  and  captured  the  Eagle,  which  belonged  to  the  105th 
French  Regiment  of  Infantry,  and  is  now  deposited  in  Chelsea  Hospital.  Has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

78  Colonel  Broke  accompanied  the  52nd  on  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen  in  1807;  and  the 
following  year  on  that  to  Portugal,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  the  advance  into 
Spain  and  retreat  under  Sir  John  Moore.  In  1809  he  served  on  the  Walcheren  expedition.  In 
1811  he  joined  the  Light  Division  on  the  retreat  of  Massena  from  the  lines  of  Lisbon,  and  served 
in  Spain  till  the  end  of  the  war.  In  1812  he  joined  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  as  Aide-de-camp,  at  the 
siege  of  Burgos,  where  he  was  shot  through  the  lungs;  was  afterwards  present  at  the  battle  of 
Orthes.  He  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France  from  1815  to  1818  as  Aide-de-camp 
to  Sir  Henry  Clinton.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Vimiera,  Salamanca, 
Nive,  and  Orihes. 

78+  Sir  Colin  Campbell  served  with  the  9th  Regt.  in  the  Peninsula  and  at  Walcheren,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  in  the  advance  and  retreat  of  the  army  under  Sir  John 
Moore,  and  battle  of  Corunna  ;  at  the  battle  of  Barrosa,  and  the  defence  of  TariFa.  He  was 
attached  to  the  army  of  Ballesteros  at  the  latter  end  of  1812,  and  was  present  at  several  aifvirs; 
also  in  an  expedition  to  relieve  Tarragona;  was  at  the  affair  of  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of 
St.  Sebastian,  where  he  received  two  severe  wounds,  and  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  where  he  was 
again  severely  wounded.  Served  in  America  in  1814-15  in  the  60th  Rdles.  Was  Brigade- 
Major  of  the  troops  engaged  in  quelling  the  insurrection  in  Demerara  in  1823.  Commanded 
the  98th  Regt.  in  the  expedition  to  China  in  1842,  including  the  capture  of  Chinkiangfoo  and 
subsequent  operations  near  to  Nankin.  Commanded  the  3rd  division  of  the  army  of  the  Punjaub 
throughout  the  Punjaub  campaign  of  1848-9,  including  the  affair  of  Ramnuggur,  passage  of  the 
Chenab,  affair  of  Sadoolapore,  battles  of  Chillianwallah  (wounded)  and  Goojerat,  and  the  final 
operations.  He  was  constantly  employed  in  1851  and  1852,  when  Brigadier-General  commanding 
the  Peshawur  districts,  in  operations  against  the  Hill  Tribes  surrounding  the  valley,  including  the 
forcing  of  the  Kohat  Pass  under  Sir  Charles  Napier,  and  repeated  affairs  with  the  Momunds, 
who  finally  made  terms  after  their  defeat  at  Punj  Pio  by  a  small  detachment  of  cavalry  and 
horse  artillery  under  Sir  Colin's  immediate  command,  the  combined  tribes  numbering  upwards 
of  8,000  men.  In  1852  he  commanded  an  expedition  against  the  Ootraankbail  and  Ranazai 
Tribes,  whom  he  attacked  in  their  vallies,  and  destroyed  the  strongly  defended  village  of 
Nowadund,  the  fortified  village  of  Pranghur,  and  he  finally  routed  them  with  great  slaughter 
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at  Iskakote,  where  they  mustered  8,000,  men,  while  the  force  under  Sir  Colin  was  under 
3,000  men.  Sir  Colin  lias  received  the  War  IMedal  with  five  Clasps,  the  Chinese  Medal,  the 
Punjaiib  IMedal  with  two  Clasps,  and  was  nominated  K.C.B.  after  the  Punjaub  campaign. 

79  Colonel  Cvaigie  served  with  the  2nd  IJaltalion  52nd  Light  Infantry  the  campaign  of 
1813-14  in  Holland  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  including  both  attacks  on  the  fortified  village  of 
Merxem — in  the  latter  of  which  he  led  the  advance  party  of  Major  Gen.  Sir  Herbert  Taylor's 
Brigade.  In  May  1841  he  embarked  at  Calcutta  in  command  ot  the  55th  Regiment  for  China 
(Medal)  and  served  with  the  Expeditionary  Force  under  Lord  Gough  till  the  end  of  the  War, 
and  was  senior  Field  Officer  serving  with  the  force  in  the  field  and  consequently  second  in 
command  from  the  period  of  its  sailing  from  Hong  Kong  in  August  and  during  the  whole  of 
the  active  operations  which  took  place  during  the  following  five  months.  He  commanded  a 
Brigade  or  Column  of  attack  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  fortified  cities  of  Amoy,  Chusan 
(2ud  capture) — on  which  occasion  it  happened  that  the  whole  of  the  engagement  devolved 
upon  his  Brigade — and  Chinhae.  Subsequently,  when  the  Head  Quarters  of  the  force  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Yeang-tze-Keang,  he  was  appointed  by  Lord  Gough  to  the  responsible  com- 
mand of  the  Island  of  Chusan,  which  he  hehl  for  eight  months  until  the  return  of  the  Force 
after  the  treaty  of  peace  had  been  signed  at  Nankin.  For  his  conduct  on  the  above  occasions 
(as  stated  in  Lord  Gough's  despatches)  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  and  appointed 
an  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Queen  and  a  Companion  of  the  Bath. 

80  Colonel  Morris  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  49th,  and  was  present  at  the  various 
operations  at  Fort  George,  and  at  the  actions  of  Stoney  Creek  and  Plattsburg.  Accompanied  the 
regiment  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  commanded  a  brigade  at  tlie  storming  and  capture 
of  the  heights  above  Canton,  for  which  service  he  was  made  a  C.JJ.  Commanded  a  brigade  at  the 
attack  and  capture  of  the  city  of  Amoy,  and  at  the  second  capture  of  Chusan,  Commanded 
the  centre  column  of  attack  at  the  capture  of  the  heights  of  Chiuhae.  Commanded  the  force  at 
Ningpo,  and  repulsed  the  enemy  with  great  slaughter  in  their  attack  on  that  city.  Commanded 
a  brigade  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights  of  Segoan, 
at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  city  of  Chapoo,  and  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  enemy's 
position  at  Wonsung. 

81  Colonel  Boldero  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  at  Cadiz  in  1810  and  11;  in  the 
Peninsula  in  1812  and  13;  in  Holland  in  1814;  and  the  campaign  of  1815,  in  which  he  served 
as  Arijutant  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  at  the  taking  of  Peronne.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Burrosa. 

sit  Colonel  Bauverie  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  October,  1812,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  the  batiks  of  Vittoria  and  Toulouse, 
lie  served  also  the  campaign  of   1815,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

82  Colonel  Pennefather  commanded  the  Infantry  Brigade  at  the  battle  of  Meeanee  (Medal), 
and  was  shot  through  the  body:  he  was  also  at  the  destruction  of  the  Fort  of  Imaumghur. 

83  Colonel  Mountain  served  as  Deputy-Adjutant-General  (and  head  of  the  department  with 
the  force)  throughout  the  war  in  China  (medal),  and  was  present  at  the  first  capture  of  Chusan, 
storming  of  the  he-ghts  and  forts  above  Canton,  action  of  the  30th  May,  taking  of  Amoy,  2nd 
capture  of  Chusan,  storming  of  the  fortified  heights  of  Chinhae,  taking  of  Ningpo,  and  sortie 
at  the  repulse  of  the  night  attack,  action  of  Tscke,  capture  of  Chapoo  (three  severe  wounds), 
assault  and  capture  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  investment  of  Nanking.  In  the  campaign  of 
1848-9,  he  commanded,  as  brigadier,  the  4th  Brigade  of  the  Army  of  the  Punjaub  at  the  passage 
of  the  Chenab,  and  in  the  battles  of  Chillianwaliah  and  Goojerat ;  and  as  Brigadier-General, 
the  Bengal  Inl'antry  Division  of  Sir  Walter  Gilbert's  force,  at  the  passiige  of  the  Jhelum. 

s3t  Sir  Ord  Honyman  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland, 
and  was  present  at  the  Bombardment  of  Antwerp  and  Storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom,  where  he 
commanded  the  leading  sub-division  of  the  storming  party  of  the  Grenadier  Guards. 

84  Colonel  Brock  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  43rd  Light  Infantry  from  Aug.  to  Nov. 
1808.  June  to  Dec.  1811,  and  from  Nov.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the 
abttles  of  Vimiera  and  Vittoria,  action  at  Vera,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle 
and  the  Nive,  actions  at  Arcangues  and  Tarbes,  battle  of  Toulouse,  and  various  skirmishes  and 
affairs  of  outposts.  Also  in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans;  and  afterwards  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 
Served  in  the  Coorg  campaign  in  India;  where  a  portion  of  his  regiment  (the  48th)  bore  a  con- 
spicuous and  distinguished  part.  Severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera  by  a  musket  shot, 
which  passed  completely  through  the  ankle-bone,  which  it  shattered  most  severely.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

85  Colonel  Bell  joined  the  Koyal  Fusiliers  in  the  Peninsula  in  1811  and  served  there  until  the 
end  of  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  actions  of  Fuentes  Guinaldo  and  Aldea  de  Ponte,  advance 
on  Salamanca,  aftairs  of  St.  Christoval  and  Rueda,  battle  of  Salamanca,  advance  to  and  retreat 
from  Madrid,  advance  from  Portugal,  battlea  of  Vittoria,  the  Nivelle,  and  the  Nive.  In  1814 
embarked  with  the  Royal  Fusiliers  to  join  the  force  before  New  Ox-leans,  and  present  at  the 
assault.  Joined  the  army  at  Paris  and  remained  until  its  withdrawal.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

8G  Colonel  Reed  served  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809;  and  in  tlie  Peninsula  from  June 
1811  to  March  1814,  including  the  actions  at,  and  heights  above,  Moresco,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
capture  of  jNIadrid  and  the  Retiro,  action  at  Olmas,  and  battle  of  Vittoria,  where  he  was  se- 
verely wounded  in  the  right  shoulder.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

87  Colonel  James  Jones  served  with  the  22nd  Light  Dragoons  in  the  East  Indies,  in  1802,  3, 
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and  4,  and  in  the  Peninsnla  with  the  87th  regt.  and  on  the  staff  from  1809  to  1814,  and  was 
wounded  at  Talavera.  He  has  received  the  War  :Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Talarera  and  Barrosa. 

88  Colonel  Bristow  serred  in  the  "Walcheren  expedition  in  1809  as  a  Captain  in  the  2nd 
Battalion  11th  Regt.  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Flushing.  He  "was  in  Garrison  at  Gibraltar 
in  1811  when  the  Spanish  army  of  General  Ballasteros  took  refuge  under  the  guns  of  that  For- 
tress. In  Oct.  and  Nov.  of  the  same  j-ear  he  was  in  Cadiz,  part  of  the  period  during  which  the 
place  was  blockaded  by  the  French.  In  Dec.  he  joined  the  army  in  Portugal  and  was  imme- 
diately placed  on  the  Quarter-Mabter-Generars  Staff,  on  which  he  continued  to  the  end  of  the 
war;  and  attached  to  Head  Quarters  the  7th  or  the  1st  Division,  was  present  at  most 
of  the  operations  carried  on  in  the  Xijrth  of  Spain  under  the  Dake  of  Wellington.  He  has  re- 
ceived the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Yittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees. 
In  182.3  he  was  at  Cadiz  during  its  bombardment  by  the  French  fleet. 

89  Colonel  Close  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

90  Colonel  Taynton  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798.  In  1801  he  was  at  the 
capture  of  the  Danish  Islands,  and  Island  of  St.  Martin  in  the  West  Indies.  In  180-3  at  the 
attack  and  capture  of  St.  Lucia  and  storming  of  the  fortress  of  Morne  Fortunee;  abo  at  the 
attack  and  capture  of  Tobago.  Served  on  the  stafF  of  General  Maitland  at  the  attack  and 
capture  of  the  Dutch  colony  of  Surinam.  In  1807,  he  was  at  the  second  capture  of  the  Danish 
West  India  Islands;  in  1809  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Martinique,  including  the  siege  of 
Fort  Bourbon;  also  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Saintes  Islands.  From  1811  to  1813  he 
served  in  Sicily,  and  was  employed  as  acting  Deputj- Adjutant-General,  and  some  time  at  the 
head  of  the  Department.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Martinique. 

91  Colonel  Carlyon  served  with  the  66Eh  in  the  Nepaul  war  under  Sir  David  Oehterlony. 

92  Colonel  Burke  served  in  Jamaica  and  St.  Domingo  in  1796  and  97;  in  Holland  in  1809. 
Volunteered  at  the  taking  of  the  Island  of  Schouwen.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  in  1810-11-12, 
with  the  5th  Division  of  the  Army;  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor;  was  slightly 
wounded  at  the  affair  of  Barba  del  Puerco,  in  intercepting  the  retreat  of  the  French  garrison  of 
Almeida;  volunteered  the  Forlorn  Hope  cf  Sir  James  Leith's  Division  at  the  taking  of  Badajoz, 
where  he  received  several  severe  wounds  which  have  rendered  him  incapable  of  following  his 
profession.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Badajoz. 

93  Colonel  Trafford  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Talavera 
(wounded),  Busaco,  Albuhera,Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse, 
for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps. 

94  Colonel  George  Tovey  served  in  Calabria  with  the  20th,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Maida.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1808  to  Nov.  1809,  and  again  from 
Oct.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Vimiera,  Talavera,  Vittoria, 
and  the  Pyrenees  (2.5th  July  to  2nd  August);  storm  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  the 
Nive  (9th  to  13th  Dec),  and  Orthes.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps.

114  Colonel  Ball  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  34th,  from  June  1809  to  Nov.  1813,  in- 
cluding the  siege  of  Badajoz  in  May  1811,  battles  of  Busaco  and  Albuhera,  siege  of  Badajoz  in 
May  1811,  actions  at  Arroyo  de  Molino  and  Almaraz,  battle  of  Vittoria  (wounded  in  the  head), 
and  affairs  at  the  Pass  of  Maya  (severely  wounded  in  the  left  leg).  He  has  received  the  War

115  Colonel  Monins  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  52nd  Light  Infautry,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.     Served  afterwards  with  the  army  of  occupation  in  France. 

116  Colonel  Cox  served  in  the  95th  Rifle  Brigade  at  Copenhagen,  and  was  present  at  some 
skirmishes  near  that  city,  and  afterwards  in  the  action  of  Kioge.  He  served  afterwards  in  the 
Peninsula  from  the  landing  at  Mondego  Bay  in  1808,  to  the  end  of  the  war  at  Toulouse,  in- 
cluding skirmish  at  Obidas,  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  retreat  to  Corunna,  General  Craw- 
ford's march  to  Talavera,  action  at  St.  Milan,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive;  passage 
of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  Orthes,  and  Tarbes.  Severely  wounded  in  the  right  leg  by  a  musket- 
shot  at  Vittoria;  in  the  left  side  at  Nivelle;  and  again  in  the  right  leg  at  Tarbes.  He  com- 
manded a  division  under  Sir  Benjamin  D'Urban  during  the  Caffre  war  at  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  in  1835.

118  Colonel  Tumor  served  in  Hanover  with  the  14th,  in  1805  and  6.  The  campaign  of 
1808-9,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna.  On  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  at  the  siege  of 
Flushing  in  1809'.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He  has  re- 
ceived the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

119  Colonel  Falls  served  with  the  20th  on  the  expedition  to  Naples  with  the  English  and 
Russian  army  in  1805.  He  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida  in  1806;  at  the  battle  of  Corunna 
in  1809;  on  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  the  same  year;  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  at  the 
battle  of  the  Pyrenees,  at  Roncesvalles,  and  Pampeluna  (severely  wounded),  battles  of  the 
Nivelle,  and  Orthes.  Served  afterwards  on  the  expedition  to  Washington.  In  1831  he  was 
wounded  in  the  riots  at  Merthyr  Tydvil,  in  South  Wales.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  six  Clasps. 

120  Colonel  Fergusson  served  at  the  capture  of  Rear  Admiral  Perr6e's  squadron  from  Egypt 
when  in  pursuit  of  the  French  and  Spanish  fleets  in  June,  1799.  Blockade  of  Malta  and  cap- 
ture of  Admiral  Perree's  squadron  ie  Gtnerettz74,  Ville  de  Marseilles,  &c.  with  a  reinforcement 
and  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  garrison.  Was  wrecked  and  severely  injured  on  board  H.  M.  S. 
Queen  Charlotte  when  burnt  off  Leghorn  in  1800,  oiAy  four  saved  out  ot  a  detachment  of  nearly 
200  marines,  including  supernumeraries,  in  all  upwards  of  700  persons  perished.  Served  at  the 
siege  of  Genoa  and  Savona.  Destruction  of  the  fort  of  Port  Espezie,  and  guns  carried  off'  by 
H.  M.  S.  Santa  Dorothea  in  1800,  to  which  ship  he  then  belonged.  Served  in  Egypt  under  the 
command  of  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  in  1801  {medal).  In  1806  at  Maida.  Defence  of  Gatea 
and  surrender  of  Tropea;  took  possession  of  the  latter  town  with  his  detachment.  Served  again 
in  Egypt  with  the  expedition  under  Blaj or- General  Fraser  in  1807.  He  has  been  repeatedly 
engaged  in  severe  boat  actions,  and  against  batteries,  and  debarked  with  detachments  aiding 
in  capturing  and  destroying  ships  and  convoys  ©n  the  enemy's  coast. 

121  Colonel  Thomas  Stevens  was  present  blockading  Brest,  the  Holder,  and  Cadiz,  and  was 
engaged  Avith  batteries.  In  1809  he  was  engaged  with  gun-boats  in  passing  convoys  through  the 
Sound  and  Categat;  in  H.M.S.  Cerberus,  with  convoy  of  armed  transports  and  gun-boats  in  the 
Gulf  of  Friedland  ;  in  the  boats  of  the  squadron  in  the  successful  attack  upon  the  Russiau  Flotilla 
of  heavy  armed  gun-boats  and  armed  Transports ;  and  at  the  capture  of  a  Russian  schooner. 
From  1836  to  1840  he  served  in  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain;  v/as 
detached  in  command  of  a  company  for  the  defence  of  the  Eastern  Heights  of  Passages  attacked 
by  the  Carlists,  and  in  the  Carlist  attack  of  the  Lines  on  the  6th  June  1836;  and  he  was  also  pre- 
sent at  Fuentarabia,  11th  July  1836. 

12U  Colonel  Powell  served  in  the  boats  at  the  capture  by  boarding  of  the  French  cutter 
Tape-d-bord,  off  St.  Domingo,  in  1805  ;  and  in  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  the  north  of 
Spain  in  1836-37,  including  the  actions  of  Fuenlarabia  and  Hernani. 

122  Colonel  Gibsone  landed  from  the  Thunderer  and  served  on  shore  for  eight  day^s  in  Bear- 
haven  Bay  in  1804.  He  was  on  board  the  Safeguard  mortar  brig  in  a  severe  action  with  a 
division  of  Danish  gun-boafs  off  Anholt  in  June  1811,  on  which  occasion  the  vessel  was  engaged 
for  three  and  a  half  hours,  and  19  were  killed  or  wounded  out  of  a  complement  of  29.  The  fol- 
lowing year  he  was  engaged  at  Cateria  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  and  accompanied  Captain 
Parke  with  two  heavy  guns  intended  for  the  army  besieging  Burgos.  In  1813  and  14  he  served 
in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Craney  Island,  taking  of  Hampton,  de- 
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fence  of  the  Lines  of  Chippewa,  and  on  other  occasions  on  the  Niagara  Frontier,  where  he  sus- 
tained a  severe  fracture  of  the  left  arm,  and  a  violent  contusion  on  the  right  breast. 

123  Colonel  Balingall  prior  to  entering  the  Royal  Marines,  served  as  a  Midshipman  at 
Copenhagen  in  1801  ;  landed  at  Vimiera,  21  Aug.,  1808  ;  was  a  volunteer  in  the  boats  of  the 
Renigiance  at  the  boarding  and  carrying  La  Mrmche,  French  man-ot'-war  schooner,  under  a 
constant  fire  of  grape  and  musquetry  ;  the  commander  fell  by  the  hand  of  Colonel  B.  2G  Feb. 
1809.  Served  as  a  volunteer  at  the  cutting  out  of  four  French  luggers  laden  with  supplies  for 
the  French  army,  from  the  harbour  of  Santa  Clara,  north  coast  of  Spain,  on  the  night  of  the 
27th  Feb.  1809,  under  a  galling  lire  of  musquetry,  and  defended  by  two  batteries  which  com- 
manded the  entrance  ;  landed  at  the  head  of  the  Marines  from  the  Resistance,  carried  a  battery 
of  four  guns  ;  and  assisted  in  the  capture  and  blowing  up  of  a  French  man-of-war  schooner 
and  destroyed  her  convoy,  laden  with  supplies  for  tlie  French  army,  10th  March,  1809  •  was 
subsequently  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  ;  and  in  1832  in  the  castles  of  Naupoli  de  Eomania'  with 
an  allied  garrison  during  an  attack  on  that  city.  ' 

123t  Colonel  Lockwood  commanded  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons  throughout  the  campaign  of 
1842  in  Affghanistan  under  Gen.  Pollock  (Medal  and  CB. ),  and  was  present  at  forcing  the 
Khyber  Pass,  storming  the  heights  of  JugduUuck,  action  of  Tezeen  and  Huftkotul,  occupation 
of  CabooJ,  siege  and  capture  of  Jstalift;     He  served  also  in  the  Punjaub  campaign  of  1848-9 
and  commanded  a  brigade  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal).  " ' 

124t  Colonel  Gough  served  as  Deputy  Quarter-Master-General  of  the  army  during  the  war 
in  China,  and  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  and  Lieut.-Colonel,  together  with  the  Com- 
panionship of  the  Bath,  for  his  conduct  in  action,  he  having  been  present  in  almost  every 
engagement  during  the  expedition.  He  was  afterwards  present  in  the  battle  of  Maharajpore 
as  Military  Secretary  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  India  ;  and  he  commanded  a  brigade  of 
cavalry  at  the  battles  of  IMoodkee  and  Ferozeshah,  and  officiated  as  Quarter-Master-General 
in  the  battle  of  Sobraon,  and  was  very  severely  wounded.  Served  the  Punjaub  campaign  of 
1848-9  as  Quarter- Master-General  Queen's  Troops,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Chillian- 
wallah  and  Goojeerat. 

124  Colonel  Mercer  assisted  at  the  destruction  of  the  French  squadron  in  Basque  Roads.  He 
was  repeatedly  landed  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain  in  1810,  co-operating  with  the  Patriots.  In 
1812,  while  embarked  on  board  H.M.S.  Java,  he  was  engaged  with  and  captured  by  the  United 
States  frigate  Constitution. 

125  Colonel  Lane  served  in  the  West  Indies  in  1796  and  7,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of 
St.  Lucia.  In  1801  he  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  (Gold  Medal),  including  all  the  actions 
and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  and  battle  of 
Salamanca.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Egypt. 

126  Colonel  Austen  served  with  the  25th  at  the  landing  at  the  Helderin  August  1799 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Egmont-op-Zee  on  the  2nd  Oct.  following.  Served 
in  Egypt  in  1801,  including  the  surrender  of  Alexandria.  Also  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe 
in  1810,  and  again  in  1815.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps.  ' 

126t  Colonel  Lacy  served  the  campaign  of  1799  in  Holland,  with  the  56th,  and  was  present 
in  the  actions  of  the  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  October. 

127  Colonel  Lynch  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

128  Colonel  Robyns  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  in  1809,  for  which  he  has  received 
the  War  Jledal  with  one  Clasp.  In  Aug.  1813  he  went  to  North  America,  and  was  actively 
employed  in  the  Chesapeak  under  Sir  George  Cockburn.  Commanded  a  battalion  of  Marines 
at  the  capture  of  Washington  and  action  before  Baltimore,  where  he  was  severely  wounded. 
Served  afterwards  on  the  expedition  against  New  Orleans. 

130  Colonel  Johnson  served  in  Hanover,  under  Lord  Cathcart,  in  1805  and  6;  with  the 
expedition  to  Madeira  in  1807,  and  capture  of  the  lines  of  Funchal.  The  Peninsular  campaigns 
from^  Sept.  1808  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  retreat  to  the  Lines 
at  Torres  Vedras,  and  the  subsequent  advance  and  pursuit  of  the  French  army  under  Massena- 
actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa.  and  Sabugal;  first  siege  of  Almeida  and  its  subsequent 
blockade,  battle  of  Fuentes  dOnor,  retreat  from  JBurgos,  and  scaling  the  heights  of  the  Echalar. 
He  has  received  the  War  Modal  with  two  Clasps  for  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onur. 

131  Colonel  Diggle  served  with  the  52ud  ^in  Sicily,  under  Sir  John  flloore,  and  on  the  ex- 
pedition to  Gottenburgh.  Subsequently  he  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  during 
the  retreat  and  at  the  battle  of  Corunna  ;  as  also  in  the  action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco  and 
affairs  when  the  Army  fell  back  upon  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras.  He  served  also  the  cam- 
paign of  1813,  14,  and  15,  including  the  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  affairs  at  Merxem,  and 
battle  of  Waterloo,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  two  Clasps  for  Corunna  and  Busaco. 

_  132  Colonel  Belslics  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  and  59th  and  was  present  at  the 
sieges  of  Badajoz  and  St.  Sebastian,  and  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  and  Salamanca  for 
which  he  lias  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps.  ' 

1.33  Colonel  Orlando  Jones  accompanied  the  36th  to  Hanover,  and  serTed  the  campaio-n  of 
1805-6.  Embarked  for  the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  served  throughout  the  whole  of  that  and  the 
following  campaigns  without  having  been  absent  from  his  duty  for  a  single  day,  and  was  present 
at  the  buttles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera.  Attached  to  the  Portuguese  service  in  April  1809,  and 
served  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  occupation  of  the  Lines  at  Lisbon,  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha, 
Condexia,  Puente  de  Murcella,  Casal  Nova,  Ceira,  Guarda,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Sabugal,  and  Fuentes 
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161  Colonel  Saunderson  served  at  Malta  and  in  Sicily.  In  the  Light  Battalion  under  Sir 
James  Kempt  on  the  expedition  to  Naples  in  1806.  Accompanied  the  2nd  battalion  of  the 
39th  to  the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  in  the  retreat  to  the 
Lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  and  the  advance  from  thence;  re-capture  of  Campo  Mayor,  investment 
and  opening  of  the  trenches  before  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera  (slightly  wounded),  capture  of  a 
strong  division  of  the  French  army  under  General  Gerard  at  Arroyo  de  Molino,  where  he  was 
severely  wounded  by  a  musket-shot,  which  fractured  his  skull,  and  was  sent  to  England  for 
recovery.  Rejoined  the  army  in  the  Peninsula,  and  acted  as  Deputy-Judge- Advocate.  After 
the  battle  of  Toulouse  embarked  with  a  division  of  the  army  for  Canada,  where  he  was  appointed  j 
to  the  Quarter-Master-General's  Department,  and  was  present  at  the  affair  of  Plattsburg.  He  ej 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Busaco  and  Albuhera.  | 

162  Colonel  Gore  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  30th,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  "| 
Waterloo.  '  j 

163  Colonel  Goodsman  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  6lst  and  was  wounded  at  Talavera,  ' 
for  which  battle  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

164  Ci)lonel  Pringle  Taylor  proceeded  in  1811  to  join  the  22nd  Dragoons  in  the  East  Indies, 
where  he  served  untd  their  return  to  Europe  and  disbandment,  25th  October  1820.  He  was 
in  the  field  in  1815  and  16,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  Mahratta  war  in  1817,  18,  and  19; 
the  published  official  records  show  that  his  conduct  was  conspicuous  in  the  Brigade  Cavalry 
actions  of  Bncktowlie  and  of  Nagnore  (1817),  and  of  Ashta  (28th  Feb.  1818),  when  he  incurred, 
as  Brigade-Major,  the  responsibility  of  ordering  measures  which  terminated  in  the  entire  defeat 
of  the  Peishwa,  the  death  of  the  gallant  Gokla,  and  the  rescue  of  the  Rajah  of  Satarrah,  the 
most  influential  events  in  terminating  the  war.  At  the  siege  of  Capaul-droog,  he  commanded 
a  battery  at  the  storm  (ISth  May  1819),  he  blew  open  the  first  gate  with  a  galloper  gun  of  the 
22 od  Dragoons,  and  heading  the  Forlorn  Hope,  he  stormed  in  succession  the  five  distinct  circles 
of  fortifications,  every  man  and  officer  of  his  party  being  either  killed  or  wounded;  be  received 
at  the  summit  of  that  strong  hill  fort,  at  the  moment  of  success  in  its  capture,  a  shot  through  his 
lungs  and  body.  The  Governor- General  of  India  specially  recommended  him  to  favourable 
consideration  for  his  services  in  India.  In  1823  and  24  he  was  employed  in  the  Cape  Cavalry 
against  the  Caffres.  In  1841  he  was  relieved  from  a  bullet  which  had  been  in  his  body  since 
1819. 

165  Colonel  Swinburne  served  with  the  1st  Guards  in  Holland  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  and 
subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the 
battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  storming  of  Peronne,  capture  of  Paris :  at  Peronne  he 
commanded  a  storming  party.     He  served  afterwards  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France. 

166  Colonel  Wtiichcote  joined  the  52nd  as  a  volunteer  in  December  1810,  and  served  with  it 
in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Sabugal,  El  Bodon,  and 
Alfayates,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  retreat  from 
Burgos,  battle  of  Vittoria,  action  at  Vera,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthes, 
Tarbps,  Toulouse,  and  Waterloo.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps. 

167  Colonel  Butler  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  Grenadier 
Guards,  and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo  (where  he  carried  the 
colours),  storming  of  Peronne,  and  capture  of  Paris. 

168  Colonel  John  Campbell  (h.  p.  unatt.)  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  44th  Foot. 

169  Colonel  Plomer  Young  served  as  Adjutant  of  the  89th  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France 
in  1810,  and  at  the  capture  of  Java  in  1811  (for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp),  on  which  last  service  he  was  wounded  in  the  action  of  Weltevreden,  and  also 
at  the  storming  of  Fort  Cornells  ;  and  was,  for  his  conduct  on  those  occasions  appointed,  by 
Major-General  Sir  Robert  Gillespie,  Major  of  Brigade  to  the  Batavia  Division  of  tbe  Force. 
Accompanied  Sir  Robert  as  such  in  the  arduous  operations  against  Djocjocarta  in  18' 2,  which 
terminated  by  the  storm  of  that  capital  (severely  wounded),  and  capture  of  the  Sultan.  Served 
as  Major  of  Brigade  on  the  expedition  to  Ava  from  June  1824  until  the  close  of  the  Burmese 
war  in  1826,  and  was  present  at  the  principal  affairs  during  tbat  period,  including  operations 
in  the  vicinity  of  Rangoon,  defeat  of  Bandoola's  army  at  the  Sheevedageon  Pagoda,  Tavoy, 
Mergui,  Kokein,  Denobiu,  Prome,  Melloon,  and  Pagahm  Mew.

The  same 
year  accompanied  his  regiment  to  South  America,  and  was  at  the  capture  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
imder  General  Beresford,  where  he  lost  a  leg  by  a  cannon-shot  :  he  was  then  Major  71st 
Regt,  and  on  his  return  to  England  was  promoted,  5  Feb.  1807,  to  Lieut.-Colonel,  and  ap- 
pointed to  the  5th  Veterans,  which  Corps  he  commanded  till  the  Reduction  in  1814  ;  was  then 
appointed  Major  Royal  Hospital  Chelsea,  where  he  is  now  doing  duty,  having  never  been  on 
half-pay,  nor  joined  a  second  battalion. 

3  Lieut.-Colonel  Milnes  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  10th,  doing  marine  duty  on  board 
H.  M.  S.  Isls  in  the  North  Sea,  in  179.5.  Accompanied  the  expedition  from  India  to  Egy]5t  under 
Sir  David  Baird,  in  1801.  Employed  with  a  detachment  in  Ceylon  during  the  war  with  Kandy. 
Served  with  the  75th  at  the  siege  of  Bhurtpore  in  1805,  and  was  engaged  on  three  different  assaults 
upon  that  fortress.  Accompanied  the  QliWx  on  the  expedition  to  the  I'ersian  Gulf  in  1809  j  com- 
manded the  light  division  at  the  landing  and  attack  on  Ras-el-Khyma  ;  commanded  the  storming 
party  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Schenass.  Commanded  the  G5th  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France 
in  1810;  also,  on  service  in  Kattywar  in  1812,  and  was  employed  against  Nownugghur.  Com- 
manded a  brigade  in  Guzerat  in  1814  and  part  of  1815;  in  Kattywar  and  Cutch  in  1815  and  16; 
and  in  the  Deccan  war  in  1817  and  18,  commanded  a  division  of  the  army  against  the  Peishwa, 
near  Poona,  10th  Nov.  1817,  crossed  tlie  river  Moota  Moola  in  the  evening  of  that  day,  the  pro- 
gress of  his  division  being  obstinately  opposed,  but  without  effect,  by  the  united  force  of  His 
Highness's  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry,  after  which  the  enemy  retired,  leaving  a  great  part  of 
his  camp  standing,  and  considerable  quantities  of  ammunition  in  the  field.

5  Lieut.-Colonel  Mansel  served  with  the  53rd  in  the  attack  at  More  Ciiabot  and  the  siege  of 
Morne  Fortuuec  in  St.  Lucia  in  179G;  the  whole  of  the  Carib  War  in  St.  Vincent ;  at  the  reduc- 
tion of  Trinidad  ;  and  at  the  siege  of  Jloro  Castle  in  the  Island  of  Porto  Rico  in  1797.  Returned 
from  India  in  the  spring  of  1811,  and  joined  the  2nd  battalion  of  the  53rd  in  the  Peninsula- 
commanded  the  light  companies  of  tlie  Cth  division  throughout  the  campaigns  of  1811  and  12, 
including  the  skirmish  with  the  enemy's  cavalry  near  Carpio,  t.ieges  of  C'iudad  Rodrigo,  Endajoz, 
and  the  Forts  at  Salamanca,  battle  of  Salamanca  (horse  shot  under  him ',  and  siege  of  Buro-os. 
Conmiauded  a  Provisional  Battalion,  consisting  of  four  companies  of  the  Queen's,  and  a  like 
number  of  the  53rd,  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  and  one  Clasp 
for  Salamanca  and  Toulouse. 

(5  Lieut. -Colonel  Halkett  served  with  the  2nd  Light  Infantry  Battalion  of  the  King's  German 
Legion  on  the  expedition  to  the  North  of  Germany  in  1805-6.

Was  afterwards  embarked  on  board  the  squadron 
inder  Sir  Hope  Popham,  doing  duty  as  INIarines,  during  which  period  the  French  frigate  La  Vo- 
'untaire  of  38  guns  was  taken.  Covered  the  advance  of  the  force  under  General  Beresford  at  the 
■eduction  on  the  river  Plate,  and  was  engaged  in  every  affair  which  took  place  at  and  in  the  vicinity 
)f  Buenos  Ayres;  and  on  the  surrender  of  that  place  was  taken  prisoner,  together  with  the  whole 
■orce,  and  marched  nearly  1000  miles  into  the  interior.  Landed  in  Portugal  in  1808,  and  com- 
nanded  the  light  companies  of  the  brigade  under  General  Fcrgusnn  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and 
i'^imiera ;  was  afterwards  engaged  in  every  affair  with  his  regt.  (the  71st)  on  the  retreat  to  Corunna 
md  in  the  action  at  that  place.

;he  taking  of  Oporto,  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco,  action  of  Campo  Mayor,  and  taking  of 
Olivenqa.  Commanded  artillery  of  the  allied  army  at  the  battle  of  Albuhera  and  at  the  affair  o*" 
A.rroyo  de  Molino.  Present  at  the  sieges  of  Badajoz  and  at  the  forts  of  Salamanca.  Commanded 
the  artillery  of  the  4th  and  5th  divisions  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca.  Present  at  the  taking  of  the 
Retiro  at  Madi-id ;  commanded  the  reserve  of  artillery  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria;  and  the  advance 
:o  San  Sebastian  ;  commanded  the  artillery  of  the  left  attack  at  the  siege  of  that  fortress ;  and  the 
irtillery  of  the  left  column  at  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  and  the  Adour, 
ind  also  before  Bayonne.     Sir  Julius  has  received  the  Gold  Cross  and  two  Clasps  for  Talavera, 
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Albuhera,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  St.  Sebastian,  and  Nive;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  three 
Clasps  for  Biisaco,  Badajoz,  and  Nivelle. 

12  Lieut. -Colonel  Brown  served  in  Holland  in  179-4,  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  surrender  of 
Grave.  Served  afterwards  in  the  West  Indies  with  the  60th  from  the  commencement  of  1796  to 
June  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  captures  of  St.  Lucia  and  Grenada,  the  attack  on  Porto  Rico, 
and  surrender  of  Surinam.  Proceeded  to  tlie  Peninsula  in  1810,  and  was  attaclied  to  the  Portu- 
guese service ;  present  at  the  battle  of  Busaco  and  attack  on  tlie  forts  of  Salamanca  ;  commanded 
the  9th  Cacjadorcs  at  tlie  battle  of  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos  (from  19th  Sept.  to  21st  Oct.), 
blockade  of  Pampcluna,  actions  in  the  Pjrenees  near  Pampeluna  from  28th  to  30th  July ;  actions 
near  Ordax  on  the  31st  Ang.  and  7th  Oct.,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  and  action  near  Ba- 
youne  on  the  13th  Dec.  During  tlie  above  service  he  was  three  times  wounded.  He  has  received 
the  Gold  Cross  for  Salamanca,  PjTenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

13  Sir  Richard  Clmrch  served  at  the  Ferrol  in  1800;  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including 
tlie  actions  of  the  8th,  13th,  and  21st  March,  and  taking  of  Alexandria.  Served  afterwards  in 
A'^apl'  s,  Sicily,  and  Calabria,  and  was  present  at  tlie  battle  of  Maida,  and  defence  of  Capri,  at 
which  last  ho  was  wounded  in  the  head.  At  the  capture  of  Iscliia  in  1809  ;  on  the  expedition  to 
the  Ionian  Isles,  and  at  the  taking  of  Zante  and  Cephalonia.  Severely  wounded  in  an  attack  on 
Stellaui'a, — left  arm  shattered  by  a  musket-shot.  Sir  Richard  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
one  Clasp  for  Maida. 

14  Lieiit.-Coloiiel  Plenderleath  served  with  the  49th  on  the  expedition  to  tlie  Baltic,  and  was 
present  at  tlie  battle  of  Copenhagen  on  the  2nd  April  1801.  Served  afterwards  in  the  American 
war,  and  commanded  the  regiment  in  the  actions  of  Stoney  Creek  and  Chrystler's  Farm,  as  well  as 
ill  affairs  of  less  importance.  He  was  severely  wounded  at  Stoney  Creek  ;  and  he  has  received  the 
Gold  INIedal  for  Chrystler's  Farm. 

15  Lieut.-Colonel  Hawkins  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  68th,  and  has  received  the  Gold 
Medal  and  two  Clasps  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle,  having  commanded 
the  regiment  in  those  battles. 

16  Lieut.-Colonel  Macdonell  served  in  the  American  war,  and  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  for 
the  action  at  Chateauguay. 

17  Lieut.-Colonel  Muttlebury  joined  the  55th,  then  encamped  before  Niineguen,and  served  the 
severe  winter  campaign  of  1794-6  in  Holland.  In  Admiral  Christian's  fleet  during  the  dreadful 
gales  which  proved  fatal  to  so  large  a  proportion  of  ships  ;  after  which  he  was  present  at  the  taking 
of  St.  Lucia,  wliere  he  was  employed  eleven  months  against  the  Brigands,  during  which  period 
the  .55tli  lost  25  officers  and  upwards  of  600  men.  Served  with  the  reserve  of  the  army  under 
Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  at  the  Helder  in  1799.  In  November  1813  embarked  with  the  2nd  bat- 
talion of  the  69th  for  Holland,  and  was  present  at  the  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp 
and  the  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom, — for  his  conduct  at  the  latter,  although  made  prisoner,  he 
was  honoured  with  the  brevet  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,— early  on  the  latter  day  he  succeeded  to  the 
command  of  the  regiment. 

18  Lieut.-Colonel  Wilkins  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798;  and  was  wounded 
at  New  Ross.  Landed  with  the  force  that  occupied  Madeira  in  1801.  From  thence  proceeded  to 
the  West  Indies,  where  he  was  employed  on  the  Staff.  In  1809  joined  the  95tli,  now  the  Rifle 
Brigade,  and  embarked  with  the  corps  on  the  Scheldt  expedition.  In  1810  commanded  a  detach- 
ment of  the  regiment  in  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  a  battalion  in  1812  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca. 
Accompanied  the  army  to  Madrid,  and  aided  in  covering  the  retreat  into  Portugal.  In  1813 
advanced  with  the  army  to  within  range  of  the  guns  of  Burgos,  when  the  enemy  abandoned  the 
fortress.  Was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  in  several  minor  affairs  in  following  the 
retreating  army  to  Pampeluna  and  San  Sebastian.  Volunteered  his  services  at  the  storming  of  the 
latter,  but  the  honour  being  subsequently  claimed  by  a  senior  officer,  he  resumed  the  command  of 
the  2nd  battalion,  and  was  sharjjly  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  tlie  Bridge  of  Vera.  Served  in  the 
campaign  of  1815,  including  the  advance  on  the  10th  June,  retreat  on  the  17th,  and  was  in  the 
comnand  of  the  before-named  battalion  on  the  field  of  Waterloo,  when,  by  a  discharge  of  grape- 
shi.t  from  the  enemy's  artillery,  both  himself  and  horse  were  felled  to  the  ground.  In  1817  he 
joined  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France,  but  from  the  serious  effects  of  his  wound  was  compelled 
to  return  to  England.  He  has  received  the  Gold  jNIcdal  for  Salamanca,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  two  Clasps  for  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees. 

19  Lieut.-Colonel  Miller  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  6th  Dragoons,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

20  Sir  Henry  Pynn  served  in  Ireland  with  the  South  Devon  Militia  during  the  Rebellion,  in 
1798.  Embarked  with  Sir  Brent  Spencer's  Division  in  1807,  and  was  employed  with  the  82nd  in 
Sicily  ;  subsequently  disembarked  at  the  Mondego  in  1808,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Roleia  and  Vimiera.  Attached  to  the  Portuguese  troops  on  the  15th  Nov.  1809,  and  was  present 
at  the  battle  of  Busaco.  Commanded  a  corps  of  Light  Infantry  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor 
and  siege  of  Badajoz  in  1811 ;  commanded  the  18th  Portuguese  Regiment  in  Lord  Hill's  corps 
d'arniee  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz  and  storming  of  the  citadel  in  1812;  battle  of  Vittoria, 
action  at  the  Pass  of  Maya ;  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  28th  and  30th  July  (severely  wounded), 
action  of  Gan'is,  battle  of  Orthcs,  action  of  Aire,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Sir  Henry  has  received 
the  Gold  Medal  and  two  Clasps  for  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Pyrenees,  and  Orthes;  and  the  Silver  War 
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Medal  with  five  Clasps  for  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Busaco,  Vittoria,  and  Toulouse.  After  the  termina- 
tion of  the  Peninsular  War  he  continued  with  Marshal  Lord  Beresford  in  the  Portuguese  service 
to  maintain  the  organization  of  that  army;  was  promoted  a  Brigadier-General,  and  appointed 
Lieut. -Governor  of  the  town  and  forti'ess  of  Valencia  ;  and  finally  promoted  to  Major-General  in 
that  army. 

21  Lieut. -Colonel  Leach,  after  serving  with  the  70th  in  the  West  Indies  in  1803,  4,  and  5, 
accompanied  the  Rifle  Brigade  on  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen  in  1807,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Kioge.     He  served  subsecjuently  in  the  Peninsula  from  1808  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 

1814,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Busaco,  action  of  the  Coa,  retreat  to  the  lines 
of  Torres  Vedras,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  Badajoz,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  retreat  from  Madrid,  battle  of  Vittoria,  various  actions  in  the  Pyrenees,  passage  of 
the  Bidassoa  and  attack  on  the  enemy's  position  at  the  Pass  of  Vera,  battles  of  the  Nivelle, 
battles  of  the  Nive  on  the  9th,  10th,  11th,  and  12th  Dec,  action  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse, 
besides  numerous  affairs  of  van  and  rear  guards  and  skirmishes.     Served  also  the  campaign  of 

1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  at  which  last  the  command  of  the  1st 
battalion  devolved  on  him.  Colonel  Leach  has  received  several  contusions,  the  first  at  Roleia,  the 
next  at  the  Coa,  and  again  by  a  fragment  of  a  shell  at  Waterloo.  He  obtained  the  brevet  rank  of 
Major  for  his  conduct  at  Vittoria,  and  that  of  Lieut-Colonel  and  Companionship  of  the  Bath,  for 
Waterloo.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  twelve  Clasps. 

22  Lieut. -Colonel  Wilson  served  with  the  4th  on  the  expedition  to  the  Helder  in  1799,  and 
was  present  in  the  actions  of  tlie  2nd  and  Gth  October.  Siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807.  Expedi- 
tion, first  to  Sweden  and  afterwards  to  the  Peninsula,  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the  retreat 
thi-ough  Spain,  and  battle  of  Corunna  (wounded).  Accompanied  it  to  Walcheren  in  1809. 
Joined  the  army  at  the  Lines  of  ToiTes  Vedras  in  1810,  and  was  afterwards  present  in  the  pursuit 
of  Massena,  action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  action  at  Barba  del  Puerco,  storming  of 
Badajoz  (severely  wounded ).  Aide-de-camp  to  Major-Gcneral  Pringle  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca, 
capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retu-o,  siege  of  Burgos  and  reti-eat  therefrom,  affair  of  Villa  Muriel, 
battles  of  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  and  St.  Pien-e,  Orthes,  and  St.  Palais.  Served  also  the  campaign 
of  1815;  commanded  the  4th  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  was  wounded.  He  has  received  the 
Gold  Medal  for  Badajoz  ;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps  for  Corunna,  Fuentes  el'Onor, 
Salamanca,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

23  Lieut-Colonel  the  Hon.  Dawson  Damer  accompanied  Lord  Cathcart  to  Russia  as  his  Aide- 
de-camp  in  1812.  Attached  to  Sir  Robert  Wilson,  and  was  present  with  the  Russian  Army  at 
the  retreat  of  the  French  Cavalry  from  Moscow.  In  1813  present  in  the  Allied  Army  at  the  battles 
of  Lutzen,  Bautzen,  Wurtzen,  and  Culm.  Attached  to  Count  Walmoden,  and  was  present  at  the 
operations  before  Hamburg  and  in  Holstein  in  1813.  In  the  spring  of  1814  entered  France  with 
the  AlUed  Army,  and  was  employed  with  the  Corps  d'Armee  serving  in  the  Low  Countries.  In 
the  same  year  appointed  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General  to  the  army  under  the  orders  of  the 
Prince  of  Orange;  and  in  June  1815  was  present  in  the  same  capacity  at  the  battles  of  Quatre 
Bras  and  Waterloo. 

24  Lieut. -Colonel  Burer  was  employed  in  1800  with  an  Austrian  Corps  d'Armee,  and  frequently 
engaged  before  the  enemy,  especially  at  Kloster  Eberach.  In  1801  he  served  the  Egj^jtian  cam- 
paign, and  was  engaged  on  the  17th  and  21st  Aug.  in  driving  theenemy  into  Alexandria.  In  1807 
he  accompanied  Sir  Harry  Burrard  as  Aide-de-camp  on  the  expedition  to  the  Baltic,  and  was 
frequently  engaged  before  Copenhagen  on  outpost  duties,  and  present  at  its  siege  and  capture.  In 
1808  he  served  in  Portugal,  and  was  present  with  the  71st  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera. 
In  1809  he  was  employed  as  Deputy-Assistant-Adjutant-General  with  the  Walcheren  expedition, 
and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  taking  of  Flushing  and  Ter  Vere.  In  March  1811  he  embarked 
with  two  companies  of  the  71st  for  Portugal,  and  remained  with  the  regiment  in  the  Peninsula 
until  Jan.  1813,  and  was  present  with  the  covering  divi>ion  before  Badajoz  in  1811,  and  in  April 
1812 ;  also  at  Arroyo  de  Molino  and  Almaraz.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps 
for  Egypt,  Roleia,  and  Vimiera. 

25  Lieut. -Colonel  the  Hon.  Robert  Moore  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Coldstream  Guards 
from  Jan.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

26  Lieut. -Colonel  Purvis  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Dragoons,  and  has  received 
the  Gold  Medal  for  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Fuentes 
d'Onor  and  Toulouse. 

27  Lieut.-Colonel  Robert  Macdonald,  late  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and 
lias  received  the  Gold  ]\Iedal  for  the  battle  of  Salamacca. 

28  Lieut.-Colonel  Fuller  served  with  the  59th  at  the  capture  of  tlie  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in 
1806;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from  Dec.  1812  to  Feb.  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria, 
siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battle  of  the  Nive,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder  and 
thigh.  Campaign  of  181.5,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  storming  of  Cambray,  and  capture 
of  Paris.  Commanded  the  regiment  at  tlie  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore,  in  1825-6,  under 
Lord  Combermere,  and  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  arm.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal 
for  San  Sebastian,  having  commanded  the  regiment  there  ;  and  the  Silver  AVar  Medal  with 
three  Clasps  for  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive.

■29  Lieut-Colonel  Bell  served  with  the  48th  at  the  blockade  of  Malta,  and  siege  of  La  Valetta. 
Also  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of  the 
Douro,  battle  of  All)uhera  (wounded),  actions  at  Aldea  de  Ponte  aiidFuento  Guinaldo,  siege  of 
Ciudad  Kodrigo,  siege  and  assault  of  Padajoz  (severely  wounded),  battles  of  Salamanca,  the 
Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Cross  for  Salamanca, 
Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes,  having  on  those  occasions  commanded  the  regiment ;  and  the 
Silver  AVar  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Albuhera,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and  Toulouse. 

30  Lieut-Colonel  Thompson  prior  to  entering  the  Army,  was  several  years  in  the  Royal 
Navy.  He  served  in  the  Rifle  Brigade  at  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres,  and  was  among  the 
captured  under  General  Crauford  in  the  church  of  St.  Domingo.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  with 
the  14th  Light  Dragoon?,  an  1  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse, 
for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps.  As  captain  in  the  17th  Light 
Dragoons,  was  in  the  Pindarreeand  other  campaigns  in  India  from  1815  to  1819.  In  1819  was 
in  the  expedition  under  Sir  Wm.  Grant  Keir  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  as  Secretary  and  Arabic 
Interpreter,  and  being  left  there  as  Political  Agent,  he  commanded  a  detachment  of  Native 
Troops  ordered  to  act  against  the  tribe  of  Beni-Boo-Ali,  which  detachment  being  defeated  by 
the  Arabs,  necessitated  the  expedition  under  Sir  Lionel  Smith  in  the  following  year. 

31  Lieut.- Colonel  Robert  Macdonald  late  of  35th  regiment,  served  at  the  siege  of  Port 
Bourbon  and  capture  of  Martinique  in  1808-9.  Present  with  the  3rd  battalion  of  the  Royals 
in  the  retreat  from  Burgos  in  1812,  and  in  the  subsequent  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  including 
the  action  at  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  assault  on  the  convent  of  San  Sebastian  17th  July, 
assault  on  the  town  25th  of  July  (severely  wounded)  ;  and  on  the  31st  Aug.,  although  suffering 
from  the  effects  of  bis  wound,  was  prestnt  and  engaged  at  the  successful  assault  on  San  Sebas- 
tian, where  he  commanded  two  companies  ordered  to  the  breach  in  advance  of  the  first  brigade 
of  the  5th  division,  and  was  at  the  surrender  of  the  castle  on  the  8th  of  Sept.  Engaged  at  the 
passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  battles  of  the  Nive  on  the  lOih,  11th,  and  12th 
Dec.,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battles  ot  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  where  he  was  severely  wounded.  He  has  received 
the  War  JNIedal  with  five  Clasps. 

32  Lieut.-Colonel  Basden's  services  : — Mahratta  war  of  1803,  4,  and  5,  including  the  taking 
of  Berhampore,  Asseerghur,  Argaum,  Lasslgaum,  Chawdore,  Jaulnah,  and  Gawilleghurr. 
American  War  in  1813  and  14,  and  was  engaged  at  Longwooda  (severely  wounded  in  the 
thigh)  ;  Fort  Erie,  Black  Rock,  Buffalo,  and  battle  of  the  Falls  (wounded).  Served  also 
throughout  the  Burmese  war.  He  has  received  the  RIedal  and  four  Clasps  for  Asseerghur, 
Argaum,  Gawilleghurr,  and  Ava. 

33  Lieut. -Colonel  Oates,  during  eight  years'  active  service  in  the  West  Indies,  was  frequently 
engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  twice  severely  wounded,  viz.  in  the  right  side  by  a  musket-ball  at 
Cote  de  Fer,  and  in  the  left  ankle  in  an  attack  near  Port  an  Prince.  Served  also  five  years  in 
the  East  Indies  and  in  Egypt,  and  crossed  the  Desert  under  Sir  David  Baird.  With  the  expe- 
dition to  South  America  in  1807.  Subsequently  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  war, 
including  the  battles  of  Talavera  (severely  wounded  on  the  head  by  the  bursting  of  a  shell), 
Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  2nd  and  3rd  sieges  of  Badajoz, — severely  wounded  at  the  storming 
of  Fort  Picurina ;  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes, — severely  wounded  through  the  right 
thigh.  He  has  received  a  Gold  Medal  for  services  in  Egypt  ;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with 
ten  Clasps. 

34  Lieut.-Colonel  Pratt  served  with  the  82nd  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Copenhagen  in  1807  ; 
in  Portugal  and  Spain  in  1808-9,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  retreat  to,  and 
battle  of  Corunna,  for  which  lie  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps.  At  Walcheren 
in  1809,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  investment  of  Flushing.  In  1813  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Quarter-Master-General's  staff  of  the  army  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain,  and  served  with 
a  portion  of  that  army  in  Italy  and  in  the  south  of  France  until  the  close  of  the  war  in  1814. 

35  Lieut.-Colonel  Sputtiswoode  served  with  the  71st  in  the  Peninsula  under  Sir  John  Moore 
and  afterwards  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington  ;  he  was  with  the  storming  party  at  Badajoz,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  spine. 

37  Lieut.-Colonel  Horton  served  the  campaign  in  Cilabria  under  Sir  John  Stuart  with  the  flank 
companies  of  the  Glstand  was  present  at  tbe  battle  of  Maida.  He  served  also  in  the  Peninsula  and 
was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle.   He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

39  Lirut- Colonel  Sail  served  at  the  taking  of  Maldonado  and  Monte  Video  in  1807.  Also 
in  the  Peninsula  from  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  repulse  of 
the  sortie  from  Biyonne. 

40  Lieut.-Co!onel  Terry  served  the  campaign  of  1799  in  Holland  with  the  25th,  including  the 
battle  of  Egmont-op-Zee.  Expedition  to  Egypt  and  surrender  of  Alexandria  in  1801  ;  capture 
of  Madeira  in  1807  ;  capture  of  Guadaloupe  and  Sr.  Martin's  in  1810  ;  re-capture  of  Guada- 
loupe  in  1815.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Guadaloupe. 

41  Lieut.-Colonel  Whelan  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  Royal  Newfoundland  Fencibles. 

43  Lieut.-Colonel  Fairtlough  served  at  the  bombardment  of  Ter  Vere,  and  siege  and  capture 
of  Flushing  in  1809.     Also  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815. 

44  Lieut.-Colonel  Streatfeild  served  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1804,  5,  and  G,  including  the 
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assault  of  Bhurtpore,  with  the  Grenadiers  of  the  65th,  when  out  of  17  officers  and  300  men  who 
marched  to  the  assault,  14  officers  and  190  men  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  At  the  capture 
of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810.  Serrei  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1817  and  18,  includingthe  cap- 
ture of  Ha  trass. 

45  Lieut.-Colonel  Senior  was  severely  wounded  in  the  action  between  H.  M.  packet  Lapwing 
and  the  American  privateer  Fox,  off  Barbadoes,  30th  Sept.  1813. 

46  Lieut.-Colonel  Hughes  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  with  the  24th.  Engaged 
with  a  French  squadron  in  the  Mosambique  Channel,  3rd  July  1810.  Served  the  Nepaul  cam- 
paigns of  1814,  15,  and  16,  and  was  wounded  at  Harriapore.  Served  also  during  the  Mahratta 
war  of  1816,  17,  and  18.  Gold  Medal  from  the  Grand  Seignior  for  services  in  Egypt;  and  also 
the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

47  Lieut.-Colonel  Watson  was  28  years  in  the  14th  regt.,  the  greater  part  of  which  time  he 
served  in  the  West  and  East  Indies,  and  retired  from  active  service  in  consequence  of  total  loss 
of  sight.  He  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810  ;  of  Java  in  1811,  including  the 
investment  and  storming  of  Fort  Cornelis,  and  storming  the  heights  of  Serondole;  previous  to 
which  he  was  actively  engaged  on  the  coast  when  embarked  in  H.  M.  S.  Minden,  and  at  St. 
Nicholas  Point  commandf  d  a  detachment  of  the  14th  and  Royal  Marines,  and  defeated  a  very 
superior  French  force  of  the  enemy's  best  troops  sent  to  attack  that  position.  In  1812,  he  was 
at  the  storming  of  Djocjoearta.  In  1813,  at  the  subjugation  of  the  Piratical  State  of  Sambas  in 
the  Island  of  Borneo,  when  he  commanded  the  column  which  attacked  the  stockades  leading  up 
to  the  town,  on  which  occasion  he  was  wounded.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one 
Clasp  for  Java. 

48  Lieut.-Colonel  Nooth  served  with  the  7th  Fusiliers,  on  the  expedition  against  Copenhagen, 
in  1807.  With  the  2nd  battalion  of  the  14th,  on  the  expedition  under  Sir  David  Baird,  and  was 
in  the  retreat  of  Sir  Jubn  Moore's  army,  and  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  for  which  he  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.  Accompanied  the  battalion  to  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at 
the  siege  of  Flashing. 

49  Sir  John  Scott  Lillie  served  in  the  6th  regt.  with  the  first  expedition  to  Portugal  in  1808, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  and  capture  of  Lisbon.  In  1809,  as  Captain  in  the 
Lusitanian  Legion,  in  various  engagements  for  the  defence  of  Portugal  during  the  important 
interval  between  the  embarkation  at  Curunna  and  the  return  of  the  second  expf-dition  to  Lisbon. 
Campaign  of  1810 — battle  of  Busaao,  and  retreat  to  the  Lines  at  Torres  Vedras.  1811  — 
Actions  of  Pombal  and  Eedinha,  capture  of  Campo  Mayor,  sieges  of  Olivenca  and  Badajoz. 
1812 — Battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  and  retreat  from  Burgos.  1813 — Actions  at 
Aldea  de  Ponte,  Osma,  and  Bridge  of  Subijana  de  Morellas  (wounded),  battle  of  Vittoria,  block- 
ade of  Pampeluna,  actions  in  the  Pyrenees  on  the  24th.  25th,  26th,  28th,  and  30th  July,  actions 
of  Irun  and  St.  ^Martial,  capture  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle 
(wounded)  and  the  Nive.  1814 — Battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  was  severely 
wounded  and  left  for  forty-eight  hours  on  the  field  of  battle,  supposed  to  have  been  killed.  Sir 
John  has  received  the  Gold  Cross  for  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse; 
and  the  Silver  War  IMedal  with  seven  Claiips  for  the  others. 

50  Lieut.-Colonel  De  Lancey  served  with  the  9th  Light  Dragoons  at  AValcheren  in  1809;  and 
in  the  Peninsula  during  parts  of  1811,  12,  and  13. 

51  Lieut.-Colonel  Fox  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  30th  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

52  Lieut.-Colonel  Speddaig  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Dragoons,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Taiavera,  Busaco,  Albuhera,  and  Salamanca  (for  which  he  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  four  Clasps),  acti^jus of  Campo  ilayor,  Los  Santos,  and  Usagre,  besides  other  affairs. 

53  Lieut.-Colonel  Hall  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810;  on  the  expedition 
to  Java,  in  1811,  including  the  actions  at  Bitavia  and  Weltevreiden,  storming  the  entrenched 
lines  at  Fort  Cornelis,  storming  the  heights  of  Serandole,  and  capture  of  the  fort  of  Samarang. 
Present  also  at  the  siege  and  stortiing  of  Bhurtpore  in  1825-6.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp  for  .1  ava. 

53+  Lieut. -Col.  Townshend  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Fort 
Niagara,  Blackrock,  and  Buffalo,  and  battle  of  Lundy's  Lane;  severely  wounded  through  the 
left  shoulder  at  the  assault  on  Fort  Erie,  14th  Aug.  1814.  Promoted  to  the  Brevet  Rank  of 
Lieut.-Colonel  for  services  during  the  Canadian  Rebellion  in  1837  and  38. 

54  Lieut-Colonel  Tronson  servLd  in  the  West  Indies  from  1808  to  1812,  including  the  cap- 
ture of  Martinique  and  siege  of  Fort  Bourbon  in  1809,  and  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810.  The 
campaigns  of  1813, 14,  and  15,  in  Canada,  including  the  operations  against  Plattsburg.  Through- 
out the  Burmese  war,  and  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  13th,  which  took  possession  of  the 
City  of  Bassein  previous  to  the  arrival  of  Sir  Robert  Sale's  Brigade  destined  for  its  capture  ; 
also  present  at  Kokein,  15th  Dec.  1826,  Pagoda  Point,  Napadie,  Mehadie,  Melloon,  where 
the  command  of  the  13th  devolved  upon  him,  and  on  the  9th  Feb.  1826,  at  the  storming  of 
Pagamue,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  right  leg,  but  continued  to  lead  the  left  wing  until  most 
severely  wounded  in  the  left  leg,  where  the  ball  still  remains.  Served  the  campaign  in  Aff- 
ghanistan  under  Lord  Keane,  and  commanded  the  13th  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the 
Fortress  and  Citadel  of  Ghuznee,  for  which  he  obtained  the  brevet  rank  of  Lieut.-Colonel  and 
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Order  of  the  Doranee  Empire.  Commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign  in  Kohistan, 
and  at  the  sieges  of  Tootumdarrah,  Jhoolghur  (led  and  commanded  the  storming  party), 
night  attack  at  Baboo  Koosh  Ghur,  Kardurrah,  and  Perwandurrah,  when  Dost  Mahomed 
surrendered,  and  the  force  returned  to  Cabal.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two 
Clasps   for  Martinique  and  Guaduloupe ;  the  Medal  for  Ava  ;  and  Medal  for  Ghuznee. 

55  Lieut. -Colonel  Carruthers  served  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan  and  Beloochistan,  and 
commanded  the  Kegt.  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  fortress  of  Ghuznee  (Medal),  and  at  the 
assault  and  capture  of  the  fortress  and  citadel  of  Khelat.  He  commanded  the  Forces,  as  a  Briga- 
dier, in  the  Southern  Concan  and  Hawant  Warree  Country  during  the  campaign  of  1844  and  45. 

56  Lieut.-Col.  Mac  Dowell  served  with  the  Army  of  India,  under  Lord  Combermero  in 
1825-6,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore  (Medal  and  Clasp).  Served 
with  the  Army  of  the  Indus  under  Lord  K^ane,  throughout  the  campaign  in  AfPtjhanistan, 
in  1838-9,  and  commanded  the  16th  Lancers  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal  and 
Cross  Dooranee  Order).  Commanded  a  Brigade  of  Cavalry  in  the  Army  of  Reserve,  as- 
sembled on  the  Sutlej  in  1842.  Served  with  the  Army  of  Gwalior  in  1843,  and  commanded 
the  16th  Lancers  in  the  action  of  Maharajpore  (Medal  and  C  B )  Served  throughout  the 
Sutlej  campaign  under  Lord  Gough  in  1846.  Commanded  the  16th  Lancers  at  the  Battle  of 
Budiwal  ;  a  Brigade  of  Cavalry  at  AUwal,  and  subsequently  a  Brigade  of  Cavalry,  with  a 
Troop  of  Horse  Artillery  attached,  from  Sobraon  to  the  occupation  of  Lahore,  and  termination 
of  the  campaign  (ftledal  for  Aliwal  and  Clasp  for  Sobraon). 

56t  Lieut.-Colonel  Singleton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811  to  1813,  and  was  slightly 
wounded  at  the  siege  of  the  forts  at  Salamanca,  and  twice  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Salamanca,  for  which  battle  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

57  Lieut.-Colonel  Anderson's  services: — Expedition  to  Calabria,  including  the  battle  of 
Maida  and  subsequent  operations,  and  capture  oi  the  fortress  of  Catrone;  expedition  to  Egypt 
in  1807;  Peninsula  from  April  1809  to  Jan.  1812,  including  the  bittles  of  Talavera  (wounded) 
and  Busaco,  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  and  various  affairs  (here;  with  the  advance 
at  Espinhal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  many  other  affairs  and  skirmishes.  Served  at 
the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815.  Commanded  a  brigade  at  the  battle  of  Punaiar  (Medal), 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  its  head  when  in  the  act  of  charging  the  enemy's  guns.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Maida,  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

58  Lieut.-Colonel  Harty  served  with  the  33rd  at  the  capture  of  Bourbon  and  the  Isle  of 
France  in  1810  ;  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Germany  and  Holland,  including  both  the 
attacks  on  Merxem,  and  the  assault  on  Bergen  op-Zoom.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  the  retreat  on  the  following  day,  and  battle  of  Waterloo,  — slightly 
wounded. 

59  Lieut. -Colonel  Crabbe  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  31st  Dec.  1812,  and 
again  from  June  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  the  whole  of  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of 
Torres  Vedras  ;  battle  of  Busaco  ;  the  advance  from  the  lines  to  Guarda  ;  first  siege  of 
Badajoz ;  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  llodrigo  ;  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz  ;  battle  of 
Salamanca  ;  capture  of  ^ladrid,  and  subsequent  retreat  through  Spain  ;  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive, 
Vic,  Tarbes,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  and  the  whole  of  the  various  minor  affairs  during  that 
period.  Wounded  15th  March  1811,  at  Foz  d'Arouee,  when  commanding  a  party  which  drove 
a  French  piquet  from  the  said  village.  Wounded  again  at  Toulouse,  when  attacking  the  Tete 
de  Pont.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

60  Lieut. -Colonel  Meade  served  with  the  S8th  in  the  Penmsula  in  the  campaigns  of  1811,  12, 
13,  and  14,  iucluding  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  of  Badajoz  in  1811,  battle  of 
Salamanca  (wounded),  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  passage  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive, 
battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.  In  1814  he  accompanied  his  Regiment  to  America,  and  the 
following  year  joined  the  army  of  occupation  in  France.  In  1821  he  embarked  for  India  on  the 
Staff  of  Sir  Thomas  Reynell,  and  was  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Bhurtpore,  for  the  capture  of 
which  fortress  he  received  the  rank  of  Major.     He  has  received  the  War  Jledal  with  six  Clasps. 

61  Lieut.-Colonel  Wildman  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  with  the  7th 
Hussars,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
one  Clasp  for  Orthes. 

62  Lieut.-Colonel  Forster  served  with  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards  before  Bayonne  in  1814, 

63  Lieut.-Colonel  Beetham  served  in  the  Egyptian  expedition  of  1807  ;  also  at  the  taking  of 
Santa  Maura. 

64  Lieut.-Colonel  Bragge  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  3rd  Dragoons  from  1811  to  the 
end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Salamanca  and  Vittoria,  for  which  he 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

65  Lieut.-Colonel  Albert  Goldsmid  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  12th  Light  Dragoons, 
from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  cavalry  affairs  at  Castrajon,  Quintare 
de  Puerta,  and  Monasterio ;  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive  (for  which  he 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps);  and  siege  of  San  Sebastian.  Served  also 
during  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  AVaterloo. 

66  Lieut.-Colonel  Macarthur  was  present  as  an  Ensign  in  the  60th  at  the  battle  of  Corunna. 
He  afterwards  served  with  the  39th  in  Sicily,  and  again  in  Spain,  where  he  was  engaged  with 
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the  enemy  at  Vittoria,  in  the  Pyrenees,  at  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  at  Bayonne,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse,  and  where  he  also  served  on  the  personal  staff  of  the  late  Lt.-Gen.  Sir  Robert 
O'Callaghan.  He  accompanied  his  regfiment  from  Bourdeaux  to  Canada,  and  afterwards  served 
with  it  in  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France,    He  has  received  the  AVar  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

67  Lieut-Colonel  Macdowall  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland  with  the  52nd, 
including  the  actions  at  Merxem  and  bombardment  of  Antwerp. 

68  Lieut.-Colonel  Hely  served  with  the  57th  in  the  Peninsula  ;  and  having  joined  Lord 
HUl's  division  in  1809,  he  was  afterwards  present  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  in  the  actions  of 
Pombal  and  Redinha,  the  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera— where  he  was  twice 
wounded,  and  held  the  command  of  the  regiment  after  that  action  ;  battles  of  the  Pyrenees, 
Nivelle,  Nive,  and  that  before  Bayonne  on  the  13th  Dec.  1813  ;  affairs  of  Perache,  Aire,  and 
Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Sailed  for  Canada  at  the  conclusion  of  this  war  ;  returned 
after  the  peace  with  America,  landing  at  Ostend  ;  marched  to  Paris,  and  served  with  the  Army 
of  Occupation  until  the  breaking  up  of  that  force.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

69  Lieut.-Culonel  Bowers  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

70  Lieut.-Colonel  Arnaud  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  \\V.\  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Busaco  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

71  Lieut.-Colonel  Towers  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  7th  Hussars. 

72  Sir  Thomas  Livingstone  Mitchell  served  with  the  95  th  (Rifle  Brigade)  at  the  siegesof 
Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz  ;  and  on  the  Quarter-Master-General's  staff  until  the  termination 
of  the  Peninsular  war,  when  he  was  sent  back  to  Spain  and  Portugal  on  a  special  mission  to  make 
surveys  of  the  fields  of  battle  and  positions  of  the  armies.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
five  Clasps. 

73  Lieut.-Colonel  Williams  previously  to  entering  the  army  served  five  years  as  Midshipman 
in  the  navy,  and  was  engaged  in  the  attack  of  the  French  Fleet  by  Admiral  Cornwallis  on  the 
21st  Aug.  1805.  Assisted  in  the  disembarkation  of  the  British  Army  in  Portugal  in  Aug.  1808, 
and  at  its  embarkation  during  and  after  the  battle  of  Corunna  in  1809.  Accompanied  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren  the  same  year,  and  served  in  the  squadron  of  gun-boats  in  the  Scheldt 
covering  the  disembarkation  of  the  army,  and  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  the  fortresses 
of  Ter  Vere,  Ramakins,  and  Flushiug.  Landed  with  a  division  of  sailors  on  the  Island  of 
South  Beveland,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Batz,  and  at  the  subsequent  defence  and 
repulse  of  the  enemy  in  their  repeated  efforts  to  repossess  themselves  of  that  important  post ; 
also  in  frequent  gun-boat  actions  co-operating  with  the  army  during  their  evacuation  of  those 
islands  in  1810.  He  quitted  the  navy  and  entered  the  army  in  Feb.  1811,  and  joined  the  4th 
Regt.  in  Portugal  in  August  of  the  same  year,  and  served  in  that  corps  and  the  77th,  into  which 
he  was  promoted  from  that  period,  to  the  termination  of  that  war  in  1814,  without  being  a  day 
absent  from  his  regt.  He  was  present  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  at  the  operations 
on  the  Bidassoa  and  Adour,  and  affairs  at  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  and  at  the  Mayor's  House  in  front 
of  Bidart  in  Dec.  1813,  and  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Badajoz. 

74  Lieut. -Colon el  Nepean  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  16th  Light  Dragoons  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  the  Nive  on  the  9!,h  Dec.  1813,  for  which  action  he  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp.     He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

75  Lieut.-Colonel  the  Earl  of  Albemarle  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  14th  Foot. 

76  Lieut. -Colonel  Buiney  served  at  the  capture  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in  1809  ;  defence  of 
Cadiz  in  1810  ;  action  of  the  Coa  and  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fufutes  d'Onor,  retreat  from  Burgos. 
Served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  including  the  action  at  ]Merxem,  bombardment  of 
Antwerp,  and  storming  of  Bergf  n-op-Zoom.  Engaged  in  the  Burmese  war  at  the  attack  of 
Padowa  Pass  and  the  fortified  positions  of  Mahatee  ;  storming  the  stockades  and  hills  near,  and 
taking  the  town  and  works  of  Arracan.  Wounded  on  the  IGih  June  1815,  at  Quatre  Bras,  by  a 
musket-shot  in  the  left  shin,  and  dangerously  by  a  ball  which  entered  the  back  part  of  the  head. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

77  Lieut.-Colonel  Rochfort  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810  ;  and  of  Java  in 
1811,  including  capture  of  Cornelis,  storming  of  Serandola  and  Fort  Djocjocarta.  Storming  of 
redoubts  at  the  island  of  Borneo  ;  Nepaul  campaign  in  1814  ;  siege  and  sturm  of  Hattias  ; 
Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  18  ;  siege  and  storm  of  Bhurtpore  1825  6.  He  has  received 
the  War  ISIedal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java. 

79  Lieut -C'jlonel  Rotton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1812  to  June  1813,  including 
the  battle  of  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.  He  served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  He 
served  afterwards  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore 
in  1825-6. 

80  Lieut.-Colonel  Clark  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and 
storming  of  Cambray.  Served  also  the  campaigns  of  1824  and  25  in  Ava,  including  the  taking 
of  Rangoon,  Kimendine,  Kamaroot,  and  Mahattee.  Led  the  attack  upon  the  fortified  heights 
at  Aracan,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the  neck,  arm,  and  left  side. 

81  Lieut.-Colonel  Duudas  served  in  the  47th  on  the  expedition  to  South  America  in  1806-7, 
and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Maldonado,  in  several  skirmishes,  and  at  the  attack  and 
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storming  of  IMonte  Video.  He  served  afterwards  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  in  1814  at 
the  capture  of  the  Fort  of  Now  Niiggiir,  and  in  several  skirmishes.  He  served  also  in  the 
Burmese  Territory  from  Jan.  182G  till  peace  was  proclaimed. 

82  Lieut.-Colonel  Gray  accompanied  the  expedition  which  sailed  under  Sir  David  Baird,  in 
1805,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Jan.  180G.

175  Lieut-Colonel  Finucane  has  served  in  Spain,  France,  Italy,  the  Mediterranean,  Jamaica, 
and  India.  In  1814  he  was  with  the  Austrian  Army  in  Italy  and  at  the  surrender  of  Genoa.  He 
was  in  several  affuirs  in  Ava  during  the  Burmese  War  :  also  at  the  storming  of  Bhurtpore.  In 
the  Spanish  service  in  1835,  36,  as  Lieut. -Colonel  on  the  Staff,  and  has  received  tlie  Cross  of  St. 
Fernando  ;  also  the  War  Medal  for  India  with  two  Clasps. 

176  Lieut. -Colonel  Ainsworth  served  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809,  and  subsequently  in  the 
Peninsula,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  2nd  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  battle  of  Nivelle.

Charles  Napier,  including  the  destruction  of  Imaumghur  in  the  desert,  and  the  battles  of 
Meeanee  and  Hyderabad,  1843,  at  which  last  he  commanded  the  22nd  regt.  He  served  also

aiiri  Nive,  investment  of  Bayonne  (wounded)  and  repulse  of  the  sortie,  besides  various  minor 
affairs.  Present  also  at  the  capture  of  Paris  in  1815.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  and 
six  Clasps. 

99  Major  Mylius  served  with  the  26th  throughout  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  the  first  capture  of  Chusan,  the  operations  before  Canton  fi'oin  the  24th  to  the  31st 
May  1841,  at  Woosung,  Shanghae,  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  Nanking. 

99f  Major  Kelson  served  with  the  late  10.3rd  in  the  American  M-ar,  and  was  present  in  the 
action  of  Lundy's  Latie,  at  the  storming  of  Fort  Erie  on  the  morning  of  the  15th  Aug.  1814, 
and  at  the  repulse  of  the  sortie  on  the  9th  September  following.

Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815.  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  the  retreat  on 
he  following  day,  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  P-ris :  at  Waterloo  his  horse  was  wounded  in  five  places  and 
tilled  under  him.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps.

1  Major  Blakiston  having  passed  through  the  Royal  Military  Academy  at  Woolwich  in  1802,  he  proceeded 
to  India  as  a  Cadet  in  the  East  India  Company's  Service,  and  «as  appointed  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  on 
the  Madras  Establishment,  being  then  on  half-pay  as  a  Lieutenant  in  H.M.  Service.  In  1803  he  served  in 
the  campaign  against  the  Mahrattas,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Assaye  and  Argaum,  and  at  the 
sieges  and  assaults  of  Ahmednuggur  and  Gawilglmr.  At  the  suppression  of  the  mutiny  at  Vellore  in  1805 
he  directed  the  guns  by  which  the  gate  was  blown  open.  In  1810  he  acted  as  Chief  Engineer  at  the  capture 
of  the  Island  of  Bourbon.  Having  been  employed  in  reconnoitring  the  coast  of  the  Isle  of  France  previous 
to  the  arrival  of  the  expedition,  he  was  instrumental  in  discovering  the  spot  where  the  descent  was  made; 
and,  having  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Guides,  he  led  tlie  advance  of  the  Army  until  the  surren- 
der of  tliat  Island.  For  his  services  on  the  above  occasion  he  was  nominated  Extra  Aide-de-Camp  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty,  on  the  expedition  to  Java  in  18II ;  and  having  been  sent  in 
advance  with  the  Chief  Engineer  to  fix  on  the  point  of  landing,  he  was  engaged  in  a  serious  affair  on  the 
coast  in  the  boats  of  H.  M.  ships  Barracouta  and  Lcda.  On  the  landing  of  tlie  Army  he  was  engaged  in 
the  aftUirs  of  Wellevrieden  and  Samarang,  and  at  tlie  siege  and  assault  of  the  fortified  position  of  Cornelia. 
In  1813,  having  attained  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the  corps  of  Madras  Engineers,  he  returned  on  furlough 
to  England.  Shortly  afterwards,  having  been  placed  on  full  pay  in  H.  M.  87th  Regt.,  he  was  appointed  to 
a  company  in  tlie  17th  Portuguese  Regt ,  with  which  he  seived  in  the  Liglit  Division  of  the  Peninular 
Army  until  the  conclusion  of  the  war  ;  having  been  present  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes, 
and  Toulouse,  and  in  all  the  affairs  in  which  the  Light  Division  was  engaged.  At  the  siege  of  San 
Sebastian  he  volunteered  as  an  Engineer,  and  while  so  engaged  was  severely  wounded.  For  his  services  on 
tliis  occasion  he  was  promoted  to  a  company  in  the  27th  Regt;  in  1816  was  placed  on  half-pay;  and  on 
the  23rd  June  1843  he  was  brought  on  full  pay  of  the  51  st  Regt.,  and  retired  by  the  sale  of  his  commissions. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps;  also  the  Indian  War  Medal. 

2  Major  Cooke  served  with  the  43rd  at  Walcheren,  in  1809.  In  June  1811  he  joined  the  Light  Division 
in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  of  Badajoz  (wounded 
at  the  assault),  actions  of  Castrejon  and  San  Christoval,  battle  of  Salamanca,  actions  of  San  Munoz  and 
San  Milan,  battle  of  Vittoria(wounded),  actions  in  the  Pyrenees,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  the  attack  on  the 
heights  of  Vera,  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  battles  of  the  Nive  on  the  9tli,  10th,  11th,  12th,  and  13th  Dec, 
actfons  at  Tarbes  and  Arcangues,  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  various  affairs  of  less  importance.  On  the 
8th  Jan.  1815,  he  was  present  at  the  attack  on  the  American  Lines  before  New  Orleans.  He  served  after- 
wards with  the  Army  durii.g  the  Occupation  in  France.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  CKasps. 

3  Lt.-Colonel  Nevill  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  30th,  from  July  1810  to  May 
1813;  also  the  campaign  ol  1814  in  Holland,  and  that  of  1815  in  the  Netherlands:  he  was  present  at  the 
defence  of  Cadiz,  occupation  of  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  various  minor  actions  when  in  pursuit  of 
Massena,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz  (severely 
wounded  in  the  head  and  leg  when  leading  the  ladder  party  in  the  Escalade  of  the  St.  Vincent  Bastion), 
battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  siege  of  Burgos  (severely  wounded  through  the  left  shoulder  in 
the  storm  of  the  first  line  of  the  castle,  4th  Oct.  1813),  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  assault  on  Bergen-op- 
Zoom,  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris  :  throughout  all  the  above  mentioned  sieges  he  acted  as 
an  Assistant  Engineer.  In  1818  he  served  in  the  Deccan  war,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Asseer- 
ghur-  and  in  18-20  he  was  attached  to  the  Nizam's  Troops  at  the  capture  of  a  Predatory  Force.  After 
serving  22  years  in  India  with  the  30th  and  18th  Dragoons,  and  2Gth  and  G3rd  Regts.,  his  health  failed 
when  fn  command  of  the  left  wing  of  the  63rd,  in  a  very  unhealthy  climate.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  four  Clasps  ;  also  the  India  War  Medal. 

4  Mr.  Macdonald  served  in  Canada  in  a  Militia  Regt.,  and  in  the  Royal  Navy  (on  the  lakes)  during  the 
Rebellion  of  1837-38,  and  took  part  in  tiie  bombardment  and  attack  on  Navy  Island  in  the  St.  Lawrence.

1  Lord  AnKlesey  joined  the  Duke  of  York's  array  in  Flanders  in  1794,  in  command  of  the  SOth :  in  the 
retreat  he  had  the  temporary  contimand  of  Lord  Cathcart's  Brigade.  Accompanied  the  Duke  on  the  Expe- 
dition to  Holland  in  1799,  and  commanded  the  cavalry  in  the  action  of  the  2nd  Oct., — "late  in  the  evening, 
the  enemy's  cavalry  having  been  defeated  in  an  attempt  which  they  made  upon  the  British  Horse  Artillery 
on  the  beach,  end  having  been  charged  by  the  cavalry  under  Lord  Paget,  were  driven  with  considerable  loss 
aearly  to  Egniont-op-Zee."  In  the  retreat  of  that  army  he  protected  the  rear  with  his  cavalry,  and  some 
gkirmishing  having  taken  place  in  which  several  pieces  of  cannon  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  his 
Lordship  with  one  squadron  attacked  the  force  under  General  Simon,  amounting  to  six  times  his  own  num- 
bers, repulsed  them,  retaking  the  British,  and  capturing  at  the  same  time  several  pieces  of  the  enemy's 
cannon.  In  1808  ho  proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in  comnumd  of  two  brigades  of  cavalry  ;  attacked  and  de- 
feated a  body  of  the  enemy  at  Saliagun  ;  and,  during  the  retreat  of  Sir  John  Moore  he  brought  up  the 
roar,  and  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Mayorga  and  Benevente.  Commanded  a  division  of  the  Army 
under  the  Earl  of  Cliatham  on  the  Walcheren  Expedition,  in  1809.  Commanded  the  cavalry  in  the  cam- 
paign of  1815;  engaged  in  frequent  charges  on  the  enemy,  in  protecting  the  rear  of  the  infantry  on  the 
retreat  of  the  17ih  June;  and,  towards  the  close  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo  he  was  struck  on  the  right  thigh 
by  a  cannon-shot,^ — leg  amputated.  His  Lordship  has  received  a  Medal  for  Sahagun  and  Benevente.

The  Prince  Regent,  as  a  mark  of  His  Royal  Approbation  of  the  distinguished'gallantry  of  the  Brigade 
of  Foot  Guards  in  the  Victory  of  Waterloo,  has  been  pleased,  in  the  name  and  on  tlie  behalf  of  His  Majesty, 
to  approve  of  all  the  Ensigns  of  the  Three  Regiments  of  Foot  Guards  having  the  Rank  of  Lieutenants,  and 
that  such  Rank  shall  be  attached  to  all  the  future  Appointments  to  Ensigncies  in  the  Foot  Guards,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Lieutenants  in  those  Regiments  obtain  the  Rank  of  Captain. 

His  Royal  Highness  has  also  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Foot  Guards  being  made  a 
Regiment  of  Grenadiers,  and  styled  "  The  First,  or  Grenadier  Regiment  of  Foot  Guards,"  in  commemo- 
ration of  their  having  defeated  the  Grenadiers  of  the  French  Imperial  Guards  upon  this  memorable  occasion.

1  Lord  Strafford  served  with  the  33rd  in  Flanders  and  in  Holland  in  1794  and  95,  and  was  wounded  at  Gcldermalsen.  He 
served  with  the  3rd  Guards  iu  the  expeditions  to  Hanover  in  1805;  to  Copenhagen  in  1S07;  and  to  Walcheren  in  1809,— in 
the  latter  he  was  with  the  Uescrve  under  Sir  J.  Hope,  and  commanded  his  advance,  composed  of  the  Grenadier  liaitalion  of 
the  Guards  ana  a  detachment  of  the  96th  Rifles;  in  this  comntand  lie  charged  a  detachment  of  Dutch  troops,  taking  some 
othcers  and  upwards  of  a  hundred  men  prisoners.  In  1«11  he  joined  the  lirigade  of  Guards  in  Tonugal;  ana  in  September 
of  that  year  lie  was  nominated  to  the  command  of  a  Brigade,  in  the  2nd  Division  under  Lord  Hill.  He  was  present  with  it 
in  all  the  movements  and  affairs  wiih  the  enemy  in  the  South  of  Spain — and  during  the  period  of  the  Siege  of  C'iudad  Eodrigo 
he  was  detached  in  command  to  Idanha  Nova  with  iiis  own  Brigade  and  some  cavalry  to  observe  the  movements  of  a  corps 
of  the  enemy  commanded  by  Gen.  Foy,  at  Coria.  Upon  Lord  UiU  joining  the  main  body  of  the  Army  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Campaign  of  lsl3  ,be  was  engaged  in  the  several  actions  ot  Vittoria,  of  the  Pyrenees,  of  I'ampeluna,  in  which  action 
he  was  wounded;  in  the  crossing  of  the  Nivelle  and  attack  of  the  fortilied  camp, — wounded  and  had  two  horses  shot  under 
him;  at  Cambo,  in  driving  the  enemy's  out. posts  and  reconnoitring  the  Tttcde-l'ont ;  in  the  passage  of  the  Nive  and  the 
affair  before  Bayonnc  on  the  13th  Dec.  1813,  when  the  2nd  Division  was  attacked  by  si.x  Divisions  of  the  French  Army 
cuninianded  by  Marshal  Soult;  in  this  action  he  had  a  horse  shot  under  him.  On  the  Uih  Feb.  at  the  commencement  of 
the  Campaign  of  181 1,  he  was  engaged  with  the  Kear  Guard  of  the  enemy  at  Espellette;  and  on  the  following  day  was 
employed  iu  the  attack  o  :the  heights  above  Garris.  He  was  in  the  subsequent  actions  of  Orthes  and  Aire;  and  he  repulsed 
the  enemy  at  Garlin.  He  was  also  engaged  with  his  brigade  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse.  He  commanded  a  Brigade  of  Guards 
at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  His  Lordship  has  received  the  gold  cross  and  one  clasp  for  Vittoria,  Fyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive 
and  Orthes;  and  the  silver  War  Medal  with  one  clasp  for  Toulouse.

Joined  the  army  in  the  Peninsula, 
under  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  Dec.  1811,  and  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  a  brigade  in  the  3rd  Division  :  served  at 
the  siege  of  Badajoz ;  commanded  the  attack  on  Fort  Picurina,  and  the  brigade  which  led  the  attack  and  carried  the  castle 
of  Badajoz  by  escalade,  on  which  occasion  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  foot.  Removed  to  a  brigade  in  the  Light 
Division  in  Feb.  1813,  and  served  in  command  of  it  until  the  conclusion  of  that  war  in  1811  and  was  present  at  the  battle 
of  Vittoria,  the  attack  on  the  heights  of  Vera,  battles  of  Nivelle  (slightly  wounded  in  the  arm),  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse, 
besides  several  other  less  important  affairs.

I  Sir  Henry  King  served  at  tbe  siege  of  Porto  Rico,  and  capture  of  Trinidad,  in  1797.  Wiiilst  quartered  at  Marin,  to 
windward  of  Martinique,  he  was  ordered  to  proceed  in  a  smaU  vessel  to  St.  Perre,  witii  a  detachment  of  twent/-six  men, 
to  form  a  guard  for  the  Governor,  Sir  Wm.  Keppel  ;  encountered  a  French  privateer  olTtlie  Diamond  Ruck,  mounting  four 
long  nines,  with  seventy  men  on  board,  which,  after  a  sharp  action  of  twenty  minutes,  was  beaten  off  with  a  loss  of  ten  men 
killed,  and  fifteen  wounded  ;  Sir  Henry  having  only  one  man  killed,  and  himself  wounded  in  the  shoulder.  Served  the 
Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  action  at  the  landing  at  Aboukir  Bay,  siege  of  the  castle,  and  actions  of  the  21st 

March  and  9th  May  at  Rahmanie,  at  which  latter  be  commanded  a  squadron  of  the  26th  Light  Dragoons,  and  lost  his  right 
leg.  Expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  siege  of  Flushing,  1809.  Appointed  Commandant  of  Tarifa  in  1810,  and  for  his  services 
at  its  defence,  his  commission  aj  Lieut.  Colonel  was  antedated  to  the  day  of  the  assault,  31st  Dec.  1811.  Joined  Lord  Wel- 
lington's army  a  few  days  after  the  battle  of  Salamanca  ;  commanded  the  82nd  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  towards  the  close 
of  the  action  the  command  of  the  brigade  devolved  on  him.  Sir  Henry  has  received  the  Egyptian  medal,  and  the  gold  medal 
for  the  battle  of  Vittoria.

1  Sir  John  Wilson  served  in  the  West  Indies  in  1796,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  St.  Lucie,  including  the  siege  of 
Morne  Fortunee.  Also  at  the  taking  of  St.  Vincent,  including  the  operations  against  the  forts  in  that  island.  In  July  fol- 
lowing he  was  made  prisoner  of  war,  and  carried  into  Guadaloupe.  In  Jan.  1797,  he  was  captured  again  in  the  British 
Channel.  In  1798  he  was  at  the  taking  of  Minorca.  In  1800,  he  embarked  on  an  expedition  against  Cadiz.  In  1801,  to 
Egypt,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  the  13th  and  21stMarch,  and  during  the  whole  of  that  campaign.  He  proceeded  to 
the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera.  In  Jan.  1809,  he  joined  the  Lusitanian  legion, 
and  acted  with  this  corps  during  an  arduous  period  of  service,  in  which  it  was  repeatedly  engaged  with  the  enemy,  being 
employed  in  covering  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Almeida.  In  June  1810,  he  was  attached  to  the  Portuguese  airoy,  and  during 
the  subsequent  operations  against  Marshal  Soult,  as  well  in  the  north  of  Portugal  as  on  the  eastern  frontier,  he  commanded  an 
advanced  corps  of  Marshal  Beresford's  army.  In  April  1811,  he  was  appointed  second  in  command  to  General  Silveira  in 
the  province  of  Tras  os  Montes,  and  acted  as  such  during  a  period  of  the  operations  against  Puebla  da  Sanabria,  when  the 
place  was  taken  by  that  general.  In  Sept.  following,  he  ivas  appointed  tothe  command  of  the  advanced  guard  of  General 
Bargellar's  Corps  d'Armee,  and  employed  on  Marshal  Massena's  rear  during  his  invasion  of  Portugal,  being  repeatedly 
engaged  with  the  enemy.  In  April  1812,  took  the  field  again  in  comm.ind  of  the  Militia  of  the  Province  of  Minho,  and  was 
engaged  in  active  operations  against  Marshal  Marmont,  on  the  frontiers  of  the  Beira.  In  June  1813,  he  joined  the  army  at  his 
own  request,  and  was  appointed  to  thecommand  of  the  1st  Portuguese  Brigade  of  Infantry,  with  which  he  served  at  the  siege 
of  San  Sebastian,  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  and  battle  of  the  Nivelle  ;  and  on  the  18th  Nov.  following,  being  engaged  with 
his  Brigade,  he  was  again  severely  wounded.  Sir  John  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  for  San  Sebastian,  and  the  Silver  War 
Medal  with  two  clasps  for  Vimiera  and  Nivelle.

Joined  the  army 
under  Sir  John  Moore,  in  Spain,  and  was  present  during  the  advance  and  retreat,  the  action  at  Lugo,  and  battle  of  Corunna, 
for  which  last  he  received  a  Medal,  In  July  1809,  was  appointed  Dep.  Adjt.- General  to  the  Force  sent  to  the  Scheldt  under 
the  Earl  of  Chatham,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  surrender  of  Flushing.  On  the  return  of  the  expedition  he  resumed 
his  statT  appointment  at  the  Horse  Guards.

Present  also  at  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle;  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
regt.  at  the  battle  of  Orthes,  and  again  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  being  in  several  minor  afl'airs. 
Proceeded  in  command  of  the  1st  battalion  to  Canada  in  July  1814;  embarked  from  thence  for  the 
Netherlands  in  June  1815.  He  ha'i  received  ihe  gold  Medal  and  one  Cla>p  for  Vittoria  and  Orthes;  and 
the  silver  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive.

Proceeded  to  the  Peni.nsula  in  1808  as  u  M;ijor  in  the  18th  Hussars,  and  on  the  13th  of  Dec, at  Rueda, 
he  surprised  and  captured  tlie  whole  of  the  French  Cavalry  out-lying  picjuet,  On  the  16th  following,  near  to 
Valhidolid,  whilst  in  ihcouvtrt,  he  encountered  Col.  Antig'nac,  commandant  of  the  22d  Chasseurs  a  Cheval,  at 
the  head  of  a  strong  force ;  ciiarged  and  routed  him ;  took  the  Colonel  prisoner,  and  more  of  his  Chasseurs 
than  he  had  Dragoons  to  guard  them,  and  brc. light  them  all  into  Head-cjuar  ers,  horses,  men,  arms,  and  bag- 
cage.

Appointed  Brigade- Major  to  the  2nd  Light  Bri;:ade  in  the  Light  Division,  and  was  present  in  the  action  of 
Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rofirigo,  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca  and 
Vittoria.  attack  of  the  heights  of  Vera,  and  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  Sarre,  attack  upon  the  position  of  St.  Jean  de 
Luz  and  heights  of  Arcanguez,  battle  of  Orthes.  alfair  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Appointed  Assistant-Adjutant- 
General  to  the  troops  under  Major-  General  Ross  destined  against  Washington,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Bladcnsburg 
and  destruction  of  Washington.  Brought  home  despatches,  and  went  out  again  immediately  under  Sir  Edward  Pakenham, 
and  was  present  at  the  attack  upon  tlie  enemy's  lines  near  New  Orleans.

3  Lieut.-General  Hon.  W.  H.  Gardner  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and 
was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Flushing. 

4  Lieut.-General  Walker  served  on  the  Continent  in  1794  and  5,  a7id  received  three 
wounds  in  the  retirement  of  the  army  across  the  Rhine  near  Arnheim,  viz.  one  severely 
through  the  right  arm  below  the  elbow;  the  others  above  the  elbow,  and  in  the  right  hip.

20  Colonel  John  Michell  served  the  campaign  in  Holland  in  1799;  in  the  Peninsula 
and  South  of  France  from  Aug.  1813  to  May  1814,  including  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage 
of  the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse;  in  America  from  May 
1814  to  May  1815,  including  the  attack  of  Washington,  Baltimore,  and  Mew  Orleans,  and 
other  operations  on  the  coast.  Attached  to  the  Prussian  army  in  reducing  the  fortresses  in 
the  Netherlands.

23  Colonel  Mercer  served  in  South  America  in  1807  and  8.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 
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24  Major-Gencral  W.  G.  Power  served  in  Spain,  Portugal,  and  France,  from  14th  Oct.  1808 
to  4th  June  1814,inchiding  tlie  battle  of  Talavera,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  (wounded),  and 
Badajoz,  capture  of  French  works  at  Ahnaraz,  reduction  of  forts  at,  and  battle  of  Sala- 
manca, siege  of  Burgos  (wounded),  siege  of  San  Sebastian  from  11th  July  to  8th  Sept.  1813, 
passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  the  Nive,  and  the  Adour,  and  the  investment  of  liayonne.

34  Colonel  W.  D.  Jones  served  with  the  Anglo-Russian  expedition  to  Naples  in 
1805  ;  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Reggio  Castle,  in  Calabria,  in  1806;  expedition 
to  Egypt  in  1807 ;  in  charge  of  the  division  of  Mortar-Boats  forming  part  of  the  Anglo- 
Sicilian  Flotilla  prepared  by  Sir  John  Murray,  and  opposed  in  ahnost  daily  skirmishes  with 
the  batteries  and  Flotilla  of  Murat,  King  of  Naples,  in  the  Faro  of  Messina,  the  whole  of 
the  summer  of  1810. 

35  Colonel  Dundas  was  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809;  at  Cadiz  in  1810  and  11; 
detached  from  Cadiz  to  Tarragona  in  1811 ;  wounded  in  right  ankle  at  Ciudad  Rodi'igo,  and 
most  severely  and  dangerously  at  Badajoz, — left  arm  amputated,  left  thigh  dislocated,  and 
hip  bone  shattered.  He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  two  clasps  for  Ciudad 
Rodrigo  and  Badajoz. 

37  Colonel  Wylde  served  in  Holland  in  1813  and  14,  and  commanded  a  battery  before 
Antwerp  and  at  the  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Was  attached  to  the  Horse  Artillery  with 
the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France.  In  April  1834,  succeeded  Lord  Wiiliani  Uujsell  as 
Mditary  Commissioner  at  the  head-quarters  of  Don  Pedro's  army  in  Portugal,  aud  con- 
tinued with  them  until  the  Convention  of  Evora  Monte;  and  subsequently  from  Nov.  1834 
to  1840  at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Spanisli  Army,  and  in  all  the  general  actions  during 
that  period,  includiug  the  raising  of  the  siege  of  Bilboa,  for  which  he  received  the  thanks  of 
the  Spanish  Cortes.  In  Portugal,  again,  in  1846,  during  the  civil  war,  and  signed  the  Con- 
vention of  Oporto. 

38  Colonel  C.  E.  Gordon  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  May  1813  to 
the  end  of  the  war,  including  defence  of  Cadiz,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the 
Bidassoa,  and  Nivelle,  actions  in  front  of  Bayonne  (10th  to  13th  Dec),  battle  of  Orthes, 
occupation  of  Bourdeaux,  subsequent  affairs  on  the  Dordogne,  and  investment  of  the 
fortress  of  Blaye.     He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  four  clasps. 

39  Colonel  Maclachlan  served  in  Spain  in  1813  and  14. 

40  Major-General  Macdonald  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1836,  and 
proceededfrom  thence  on  the  expedition  to  Buenos  Ayres,  where  he  was  twice  severely  wounded 
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and  taken  prisoner;  served  in  tlie  Peninsula  and  South  of  France,  from  June,  1809,  to 
July,  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Coa  and  Busaco,  affairs  of  Redinha,  Pombal,  Con- 
deixa,  and  Foz  d'Arouce  ;  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  and  Salamanca,  affair  of  San  Munos, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  affairs  of  the  Gave 
d'Oleron  and  Aire,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Waterloo  (severely  wounded),  and  capture  of  Paris.  He  has  received  the  silver 
War  Medal  with  eight  clasps. 

41  Colonel  Sabine  served  the  campaign  on  the  Niagara  Frontier  in  1814,  and  com- 
manded the  batteries  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Erie  in  August  and  September. 

42  Colonel  Chalmer  served  on  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the 
siege  of  Flusliing. 

43  Colonel  Chesney  was  employed,  from  1829  to  1832,  in  examining  the  principal 
parts  of  Western  Asia ;  during  which  time,  assisted  only  by  a  few  Arabs,  he  descended 
the  river  Euphrates  upon  a  Raft ;  and  his  reports  to  Government  led  to  a  Parliamentary 
vote  to  extend  our  commercial  relations  in  that  quarter,  and  open  a  communication  with 
India  through  Arabia.  His  Majesty,  through  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  having  conferred 
on  him  the  rank  of  Colonel  on  a  particular  service,  he  sailed  early  in  1835  with  a  detach- 
ment of  artillery,  another  of  sappers,  a  proportion  of  seamen,  and  thirteen  military  and 
naval  officers ;  with  whose  assistance  Colonel  Chesney  accomplished  the  extraordinary 
achievement  of  transporting  two  iron  steam  vessels  across  Syria,  and  floating  them  in  a 
perfect  state  on  the  Upper  Euphrates,  not  very  far  from  Aleppo.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
navigation  thus  commenced,  a  fearful  hurricane  carried  the  smaller  vessel  and  twenty  of 
her  men  to  the  bottom.  Colonel  Chesney  and  eight  others  being  saved  by  swimming.  The 
commander,  however,  persevered  ;  and  in  the  remaining  vessel  he  not  only  completed  the 
surveys  of  the  river  Euphrates,  Tigris,  and  Kareen,  but  continued  the  undertaking  until  it 
was  turned  over  in  the  following  year  to  the  East  India  Company.  His  late  Majesty 
warmly  approved  of  the  intrepidity  manifested  in  continuing  the  service  after  the  calami, 
tons  loss  of  one-half  of  his  force,  and  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  was  bestowed  on  him  by 
the  King,  which  was  followed  by  that  of  Lieut. -Colonel  by  command  of  the  Queen. 

44  Colonel  Bell's  services: — Capture  of  the  islands  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Croix  in  1807  ; 
siege  of  fort  Desaix,  Martinique ;  capture  of  Les  Saintes,  near  Guadaloupe,  and  bombardment 
and  driving  from  the  anchorage  the  French  fleet  in  1809;  capture  of  Guadaloupe  and  adja- 
cent islands  in  1810.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  July  1813  to  July  1814, 
including  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  four  days'  engagements  near 
Bayonne ;  passage  of  the  Adour,  investment  of  Bayonne,  affairs  at  Yic  Bigorre,  and  Tarbes 
passage  of  the  Garonne,  and  subsequent  operations  to  the  battle  of  Toulouse  where  he  was 
slightly  wounded.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras 
and  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris.    He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  five  clasps. 

46  Colonel  Grantham  served  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz. 

47  Colonel  Brereton  served  in  Spain,  France,  and  the  Netherlands,  from  December, 
1809  to  June,  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  and  of  Fort  Matagorda 
(wounded),  the  Artillery  of  which  last  place  he  commanded.  He  served  in  the  batteries  at 
the  siege  of  San  Sebastian;  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Barrosa  (wounded),  Vittoria,  the 
Pyrenees,  Orthes,  T  mlouse,  Quatre  Bras,  and  Waterloo  (severely  wounded),  actions  on 
the  retreat  from  Buigus,  at  San  Munos,  near  Salamanca,  Helette,  St.  Palais,  Sauveterre, 
Aire,  and  Tarbes.  He  commanded  a  Division,  as  second  in  command,  of  tlie  expedition 
under  Major-General  D'Aguilar  which  assaulted  and  took  the  Forts  of  the  Bocca  Tigris 
in  the  Canton  River,  those  of  the  Staked  Barrier,  and  of  the  City  of  Canton,  spiking  879 
pieces  of  heavy  ordnance.     He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  six  clasps. 

48  Lt.-Col.  England  served  the  expedition  to  the  Weser  in  1 805  and  6 ;  to  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  and  South  America  in  1806  and  7  ;  campaign  of  1813  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the 
battle  of  Vittoria  and  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  for  which  he  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal 
with  two  clasps. 

49  Lt.-Col.  Whitty  was  present  at  the  reduction  of  the  Danish  Islands  in  the  West  Indies 
in  1807  ;  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810,  and  of  Paris  in  1815. 

50  Lt.-Col.  Sweeting  served  the  whole  of  the  Kandian  campaign  in  Ceylon. 

62  Lt.-Col.  Dalton  served  at  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Flushing. 

53  Lt.-Col.  Hardinge  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1812,  to  the  end  of  the  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse, 
affairs  at  Osma,.Tolosa,  Bidassoa  and  Tarbes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
present  at  Ligny,  and  Quatre  Bras.    He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  four  clasps. 

54  Colonel  Gordon  Higgins  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  in  the  Syrian  campaign 
from  August  1840  to  the  evacuation  of  that  country  in  Dec.  1841  (Medal),  and  was  present 
at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  Boyrout  and  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre. 

55  Lt.  Col.  Strangways  served  the  campaign  of  1813  and  14  in  Germany,  including  the 
battle  of  Goerde  IGth  Sept.  and  Leipsic  16th,  ISth,  and  19th  Oct.  1813,  for  which  the 
Swedish  order  of  the  sword  was  conferred  on  him,  he  having  commanded  the  Rocket  Troop 
after  the  death  of  Major  Bogue  killed  in  action.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wounded. 

56  Lt.-Col.  Eyre's  services  : — Expedition  to  Portugal  and  occupation  of  Lisbon,  in  1808  ; 
advance  upon  Madrid  and  retreat  to  Corunna,  in  1808-9 ;  affair  at  Lugo  and  battle  of 
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Corunna,  forVhich  he  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  one  clasp.  Eighteen  years 
continued  service  in  tlie  West  Indies,  from  Oct.  1810  to  April  1828. 

57  Lt. -Colonel  Anderson's  services: — Siege  and  capture  of  Flushing,  and  the  subsequent 
oj)eratioiis  in  1809;  Bombardment  of  Antwerp,  also  previous  and  subsequent  operations, 
in  1813  and  1814;  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  captures  of 
Cambray  and  Paris. 

58  Lt. -Colonel  Armstrong  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809  ;  and  in  Canada  from  May  1810 
to  July  1815,  Including  the  capture  of  a  detachment  on  River  Raisin,  the  cutting  out  of  an 
enemy's  vessel  when  in  command  of  a  gun-boat  at  Prescott,  at  Fort  Erie  during  a  cannonade 
of  17  hours  ;  at  the  loss  of  Fort  George,  actions  at  Stoney  Creek,  and  Black  Rock,  invest- 
ment of  Fort  George,  capture  of  Fort  Niagara,  Black  Rock,  and  town  of  Buffalo,  action  at 
Streets  Creek,  and  Chipjjawa,  and  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Erie  under  an  almost  constant  fire 
iot  about  five  weeks.     Slightly  wounded  at  Fort  George,  •27th  May  1813. 

60  Lt. -Colonel  Furneaux  served  in  tlic  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1810  to  April  1813,  and  was 
with  the  covering  army  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz. 

61  Lt.-Cnl.  Warde  was  present  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  and  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

62  Lt.-Col.  Ingilby  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1810  to  Jan.  1813,  including  the 
sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Forts  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  and  Burgos;  and  the  battles 
of  Busaco,  Fuentcs  il'Onor,  and  Salamanca.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.     He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  four  clasps. 

63  Lt.-Col.  Cater  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1810,  to  Jan.  1814,  including  the 
defence  of  Cadiz,  battle  of  Barrosa,  and  siege  of  Tarragona.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  taking  of  Cambray  and  Paris.  He  has  received 
the  silver  War  Jledal  with  one  clasp  for  Barrosa. 

64  Lieut.-Col.  Pester  was  present  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  at  the  battle  of  Barrosa, 
where  he  was  severely  wounded.  He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  one  clasp  for 
Barrosa. 

65  Lt.-Col.  Bloomfield  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France,  from  March  1813  to  June 
1 814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  crossing  the  Bidassoa,  and  battles 
of  the  Nivelle,  jVive,  Ortlics,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1816^  including 
tlie  battle  of  Waterloo.      He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  six  clasps. 

66  Lt.-Col.  Palliser  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France,  from  November  1812  to  May 

1814,  including  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battles  of  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  four  clasps.  Served  subsequently  in  the 
American  AVar,  including  the  battles  of  Bladensburg,  and  Baltimore,  and  operations  before 
New  Orleans. 

67  Lt.-Col.  J.  A.  Wilson  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo 
and  capture  of  Paris. 

70  Lt.-Col.  R.  G.  B.  Wilson  served  in  Holland,  Belgium,  and  France,  from  December 
1813  tc  January  1816,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

71  Lt.-Col.  Cuppage  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France,  from  February  to  August  1814, 
and  was  present  at  the  repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne.     Served  also  the  campaign  of 

1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

73  Lt.-Col.  Griftln  served  before  Genoa  in  1814. 

74  Lieut. -Colonel  Dupuis  was  employed  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain  from  1838  to  1839. 

75  Lt.-Col.  Burnaliy  commanded  tlie  Royal  Artillery  on  the  Eastern  Frontier,  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  184G-7,  and  for  this  I'cceived  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major. 
He  also  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  on  the  Eastern  Frontier  from  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  in  Dec.  1850  until  July  1852,  and  was  appointed  commandant  of  Graham's  Town, 
with  theDistrictof  Lower  Albany;  for  services  in  this  war  he  got  the  Brevet  rank  of  Lieut.- 
Colonel. 

77  Capt.  E.  W.  Crofton  served  in  Spain  during  the  Christine  and  Carlist  War  in  1837 
and  1838,  and  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Carlists. 

79  Capt.  Levinge  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  during  the  whole  of  the  Kaffir  cam- 
paign under  Sir  Benjamin  D'Urban  in  1835,  and  was  several  times  mentioned  in  General 
Orders. 

80  Major  Rowan  served  the  Syrian  campaign  (Medal). 

81  Capt.  Freese  served  on  the  China  Expedition,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  Chin 
Kiang  Foo. 

87  Major  Young  served  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain  from  January  1838  to  August 
1840,  and  was  present  in  all  the  affairs  and  operations  that  took  place  from  Jan.  1838  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  war  in  front  of  San  Sebastian;  and  also  at  the  camp  of  Paz  y  Fueros 
on  the  Bidassoa  in  Dec.  1838  and  Jan.  1839.  Also  in  the  operations  on  the  Yang-tse- 
Kiang  in  China,  including  the  storm  and  capture  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo  :  he  was  also  present 
at  the  demonstration  before  Nankin.

89  Major  the  Honourable  R.  C.  II.  Spencer  served  throughout  the  whole  of  the  ope- 
rations in  China,  and  was  present  at  the  destruction  of  the  batteries  of  Amoy,  in  H.  M.  S. 
Blonde,  in  1840  ;  at  the  capture  of  the  forts  of  the  Bocca  Tigris,  and  subsequent  operations 
in  the  Canton   River;  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  the  heights  of  Canton  ;  attack  and 
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captures   of  Amoy,  Chiisan  (second  operation),  Chinliae,  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghae, 
and  Cliin  Kiang  Foo,  and  demonstration  before  Nankin. 

90  Major  the  Hon.  G.  T.  Devereux  served  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1852  ;  was  present  at  the 
engagement  with  the  Basuto  tribes  at  Berea  2Uth  Dec,  and  was  named  in  the  otticial 
despatch. 

91  Capt.  John  Turner  was  present  at  tlie  capture  of  Port  Natal  on  the  26th  June  1842. 

93  Capt.  Anderson  served  in  the  operations  in  the  Yiang-tse-Kiang  in  China,  in- 
cluding the  storm  and  capture  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo.  He  was  also  present  at  the  demon- 
stration before  Nankin. 

94  Capt.  King  served  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846,  from  April  to  Nov.  of  that  year, 
and  commanded  tlie  Artillery  at  the  attack  of  Fort  Peddie. 

96  Lieut.  Dyneley  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  in  the  action  with  and  defeat  of  the 
rebel  Boers  atBloem  Plaats  (South  Africa)  29th  Aug.  1848. 
98  Lieut.  Field  served  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-2. 

122  Quarter-Master  M'Kown  served  in  the  Pininsula  from  August  1808  to  Feb.  1809, 
and  was  present  at  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  the  retreat  to  Corunna.  He  served  again  in  the 
Peninsula  from  April  1811  to  May  181 4,  and  was  present  at  Badajoz  in  1811  and  also  in  1812, 
when  he  was  injured  by  the  blowing  up  of  a  cartouch.  He  was  also  at  Salamanca,  Burgos, 
Vittoria,  St.  Sebastian,  crossing  the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Nlve,  and  Bayonne.  Subsequently 
he  served  in  the  American  War,  and  was  present  at  Washington,  Baltimore,  New  Orleans 
(wounded  in  the  head  1st  Jan.  1815),  Fort  Bowyer,  and  Mobile  Point.  He  served  also  the 
campaign  of  1815.  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Maubeuge,  Phillipville,  and  Rocroy. 
He  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  nine  clasps. 

123  Mr.  Percivall  served  in  the  East  Indies  with  the  11th  Lt.  Dragoons,  and  was  present 
at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtporein  1825-6.

1  Lieut.-Gencral  Thackeray  was  at  the  capture  of  Surinam  in  1799 ;  St.  Martin's,  and  St. 
Bartholomew's,  in  1801 ;  directed  the  siege  of  Scylla  Castle,  in  1800;  and  that  of  the  Fortress 
of  Santa  Maura  in  1809.  Served  witli  the  army  in  Spain,  in  1812;  at  the  battle  of  Cas- 
talla,  and  siege  of  Tarragona  in  1813,  and  remained  with  the  army  until  1814. 

2  Lieut. -General  Birch  served  in  Flanders,  and  Holland,  in  1793,  94,  and  95  ;  the  Egyp- 
tian campaign  of  1801 ;  taking  of  Copenhagen  under  Lord  Cathcart ;  in  the  north  of  Spain, 
in  1808  ;  at  the  taking  of  Flushing,  in  1809  ;  defence  of  Cadiz,  in  1810  and  11.

19  Colonel  Calder  served  in  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809. 

20  Colonel  Slade  was  present  at  St.  .Sebastian  in  July  and  Aug.  1813;  blockade  of 
Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  was  one  of  the  officers  selected  to  accompany  the 
boats  from  Socoa  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  Adour,  and  to  assist  in  laying  the  bridge  across.

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War  Services  of  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Marines. 

1  Sir  Jolin  Owen's  services: — Battle  of  Camperdown ;  defence  of  the  island  of  St. 
Marcou;  bombardment  of  Lallogue  ;  boarding  and  capture  of  India  sliip  Chance  under  the 
batteries  at  Mauritius;  burning  of  Frencli  frigate  La  Preimeuse ;  boarding  and  capture  of 
ship  Sea  Nymph  in  harbour  of  Port  Louis  ;  battle  of  Trafalgar  ;  and,  although  wounded, 
was,  nevertheless,  the  first  person  on  board  the  Spanish  80  gun  ship  Argonauta  ;  capture 
of  Copenhagen ;  destruction  of  Le  liobuste  and  Lion,  French  ships  of  the  line,  Cette ; 
destruction  of  a  French  privateer  brig  in  the  port  of  Negaya ;  capture  of  a  convoy  at 
Languilia,  the  batteries  being  first  carried  by  the  Marines  ;  destruction  of  the  Forts  of 
Alessis  and  Languilia  by  the  Marines  under  his  command,  after  having  charged  with  the 
bayonet  and  defeated  a  battalion  of  the  French  52d  of  the  line,  of  a  very  superior  force. 
Commanded  a  battalion  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain,  including  the  actions  of  Alza,  6th 
June;  near  Fontarabia,  11th  July ;  and  at  Hernani,  16th  March  1837,  when  the  Royal 
Marines  rendered  such  important  services  to  the  Queen  of  Spain  and  her  Allies. 

2  Colonel  Menzies  was  attached  to  Lord  Nelson's  squadron  off  Boulogne,  where  he 
participated  in  all  the  desperate  cutting-out  affairs  on  the  French  coast  against  Buona- 
parte's flotilla.  Commanded  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  landed  at  Port  Jackson 
during  an  insurrection  of  convicts,  in  March,  1804;  by  his  promptitude  and  exertions  the 
town  of  Sydney  and  indeed  the  colony  was  in  a  great  measure  preserved  and  tranquillity 
restored.  On  the  22d  June,  1806,  he  was  in  one  of  the  boats  of  His  Majesty's  Ship 
Minerva,  cutting  out  five  vessels  from  under  Fort  Finisterre;  and  on  the  11th  July  fol- 
lowing he  was  in  the  barge  which,  when  50  miles  from  where  the  frigate  lay  at  anchor, 
captured  by  boarding  the  Buena  Dicha  Spanish  privateer,  of  three  times  the  force  of  the 
boat,  after  a  sharp  conflict :  this  attack  was  planned  by  Colonel  Menzies.  Commanded 
and  headed  the  marines  at  the  storming  of  Fort  Finisterre,  being  the  first  who  entered 
the  Fort.  In  boats  cutting  out  the  Spanish  vessel  of  war,  St.  Joseph,  from  the  Bay  of 
Arosa,  where  he  landed  and  made  prisoner  the  Spanish  Commodore  who  delivered  to  him 
his  sword.  Commanded  the  Marines  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Guardia.  Slightly  wounded 
cutting  out  the  French  corvette,  La  Moselle,  from  under  a  battery  in  Basque  Roads. 
Taking  of  Fort  Camarinus  and  gun-boats  from  under  its  protection.  Repeatedly  engaged 
in  severe  boat-actions,  and  against  batteries.  Right  arm  amputated.  Received  a  sword  of 
honour  from  the  Patriotic  Fund.  Commanded  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  from  1837  to  1 844. 

3  Colonel  Pilcher  served  with  the  boats  of  the  British  fleet,  in  1801,  in  their  occasional 
attack  of  the  Spanish  gun-boats  and  vessels  off  Cadiz.  In  1803,  served  in  His  Majesty's 
Ship,  Haisomtble, m  the  North  Sea;  1804, attack  of  thegun-boats and batteriesat  Boulogne; 
July  22,  1805,  in  the  general  action  and  defeat  of  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain. 
In  August  following,  in  action  with  La  To^x^e,  French  frigate.  January  1806,  landed  with 
a  battalion  of  Marines  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  In  June  fol- 
lowing with  the  same  battalion,  at  the  attack  and  defeat  of  the  Spanish  troops  on  the  road 
to  Buenos  Ay  res,  and  at  the  capture  of  that  city  :  in  August  following,  at  the  defence  ot 
that  city  against  the  Spanish  forces,  after  three  days'  action,  taken  prisoner,  with  tlie  rest 
of  the  British.  1811,  served  in  the  North  Sea,  in  attacks  with  the  Danish  gunboats. 
1813  and  1814,  off  the  coast  of  France  and  America.  Appointed  to  the  2d  battalion  of 
Royal  Marines,  and  was  at  the  attack  of  the  American  army  and  its  defeat  on  the  road  to 
Baltimore,  when  Maj.-Gen.  Ross  was  killed.  At  the  attack  of  the  American  troops  at 
Farnham  church  :  commanded  upon  this  occasion  the  advance,  consisting  of  small  detach- 
ments of  the  21st,  44th,  and  85th  regts.  and  marines.  In  1815,  was  at  the  attack  of  the 
American  Rifle  force  near  Point  a  Petie,  and  the  capture  of  that  fort  in  West  Florida. 
From  1819  to  1821,  served  in  His  Majesty's  Ship,  Vigo,  at  St.  Helena,  during  the  last  nine 
months  of  Buonaparte's  life,  and  assisted  with  the  marines  at  his  interment. 

4  Colonel  Cory  ton  served  as  a  Jlidsliipman  in  the  Royal  Navy,  on  board  the  Severn  and 
Hunter,  from  Feb.  1800  until  Dec.  1802,  and  was  engaged  with  the  batteries  at  the  Isle  of 
Bas.  In  1803  ho  entered  the  Royal  jMarines,  and  served  in  the  Spartiute,  off  Brest,  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  at  Trafalgar,  in  wliich  battle  Capt.  Sir  Francis  Laforey  states  that  "  Lieut. 
Coryton  rendered  himself  conspicuous  by  his  gallant  conduct."  Embarked  in  1806  in  the 
Argo,  and  served  until  1800  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  Canary  Isks,  West  Indies,  and  Spanish 
Mam  ;  was  landed  in  command  of  a  detachment  at  Winebah,  on  coast  of  Africa,  against  a 
Native  army  ;  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  a  battery  at  Tenerift'e,  and  attempt  at  cutting 
out  an  enemy's  ve-ssel  (severely  wounded).  Engaged  with  the  enemy  on  thirty  occasions 
— several  times  hand  to  hand — and  repeatedly  wounded.  General  Bm"n  stated  that  "  Lieut. 
Coryton  distinguished  himself  by  a  series  of  brilliant  and  successful  achievements  not  sur- 
passed liy  a  subaltern  of  any  Service."  Mentioned  for  "conspicuous  zeal  and  gallantry" 
at  the  siege  and  blockade  of  St.  Domingo,  and  at  the  battering  of  Fort  St.  Jerome  in  1800. 
At  the  cutting  out  of  the  French  National  Felucca  Joseph,  of  seven  guns  and  sixty-two  men. 
At  the  City  of  St.  Domingo,  on  the  Oth  March  1809,  he  commanded  the  gig,  which,  owing 
to  her  superior  pulling,  boarded  the  vessel  fifteen  minutes  before  the  other  boats  ;  he  main- 
tained himself  until  their  arrival,  when  they  found  him  engaged  single-handed  with  eight 
or  ten  of  the  enemy,  refusing  to  surrender,  although  wounded  in  nine  different  places 
with  sabres.     Mter  his  return  to  England  he  was  voted  a  sword  fi-om  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

0  Colonel  Ellis's   services : — The  general   action  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France 
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and  Spain,  off  Cape  Finisterre,  22nd  July  1805  ;  battle  of  Trafalgar,  21st  Oct.  following  ; 
the  Walcheren  expedition  in  1809,  and  in  the  Lavinia,  the  leading  frigate  of  ten,  forcing 
the  passage  of  the  Scheldt  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  batteries  of  Flushing  and  Cadsand. 
Capture  of  the  island  of  Guadaloupe,  in  January  1810.  Employed,  in  1812  and  13,  off 
the  coasts  of  France,  Spain,  and  Portugal.  Taking  of  the  American  frigate  President, 
Jan.  1814  ;  various  successful  affairs  of  boats  in  North  America.  Bombardment  and 
reduction  of  Fort  Munora  in  Scinde  in  Feb.  1839;  and,  landing,  the  25th  of  the  following 
month,  with  the  detachment  of  his  corps  at  Bushire,  under  a  smart  fire  from  the  Persians, 
for  the  protection  of  the  East  India  Company's  Political  Resident,  and  in  possession  of  the 
Residency  until  the  30th,  when  that  agent  was  embarked  in  safety.  China  expedition,  and 
as  senior  officer  in  command  of  the  Royal  Marines  at  the  capture  of  Cluisan  on  the  5th 
July  1840,  battle  of  Chuen-pee,  7th  Jan.  1841,  wherein  he  commanded  the  advance 
(promoted  Brevet- Major);  bombardment  of  the  Bogue  Forts,  assault  and  capture  of  the 
Island  of  North  Wantiing,  26lh  Feb.;  the  advance  on  Canton,  March  8th;  storming  and 
taking  the  heights  and  forts  before  the  walls  of  Canton,  26th  May  (promoted  Lieut.- 
Colonel);  capture  of  the  strongly  fortified  Island  of  Colongso,  near  Amoy,  26th  Aug.  ; 
2nd  capture  of  Chusan,  1st  Oct. ;  assault  and  capture  of  citadel  and  city  of  Chinhae,  10th 
Oct.;  advance  on  and  entry  into  Ningpo,  13th  Oct.;  in  garrison  and  command  of  Tay- 
woong-kaou  fortress  in  the  river  and  near  to  Canton,  from  6th  April  to  24th  May  1841  ; 
and  on  similar  duties  at  Nina;po  and  Chusan,  with  battalion  of  Royal  Marines,  from  10th 
Oct.  to  27th  January  1842,  following. 

6  Colonel  Wearing  was  wounded  at  Trafalgar. 

7  Colonel  Bury  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain 
in  1836-38. 

8  Colonel  Willes's  services :  Sir  Richard  Strachan's  action,  4  Nov  1805;  West  Indies, 
1808  to  1812,  including  the  capture  of  the  city  of  St.  Domingo  in  1809;  South  Beveland,  win- 
ter of  1813  ;  Operations  in  the  Chesapeake  under  Sir  George  Cockburn;  Capture  of  Wash- 
ington; Advance  to  Baltimore,  in  1814;  Capture  of  Cumberland  Island  on  the  coast  of 
Georgia,  and  of  the  town  of  Saint  Mary's,  1814;  Coast  of  Africa,  1817;  East  Indies,  1832  to 
1835.     Various  boat  and  other  services. 

9  Lt.-Col.  M'Adam,  during  service  in  L'Aigle  between  Aug.  1805  and  May  1809,  was 
at  the  attack  on  the  French  Fleet  by  Admiral  Cornwallis  on  the  21st  Aug.  1805;  gun- 
boats in  Vigo  Bay  29th  Oct.  following;  blockade  of  Fort  Cygo,  July  and  Aug.  1807; 
action  with  French  frigates  off  L'Orient,  22d  March  1808  ;  Basque  Roads,  11th  and  12th 
April  1809;  and  various  other  affairs  in  the  ship  or  her  boats :  above  forty  times  under  fire. 
During  service  in  the  Thames,  between  7th  Oct.  1809  and  27th  Aug.  1812,  he  landed  at 
Mount  Cercilly,  Amanthea,  Citraco,  in  the  Gulf  of  Policastro  and  near  to  Cape  Palinuro, 
Porto  del  Infreschi,  Palinuro,  and  many  other  places  upon  the  coast  of  Calabria  and  on  the 
Roman  States  in  the  ship,  in  her  boats,  or  on  shore  :  above  twenty-five  times  under  fire. 
During  service  in  the  Forth,  between  31st  July  1813  and  29th  Sept.  1815,  he  landed  on 
North  Beveland,  again  on  South  Beveland  on  staff  of  Anglo-Russian  Force  forming  siege  of 
Bathz ;  and  on  the  North  American  shores :  above  five  times  under  fire.  In  all  above 
seventy  times  under  fire,  and  frequently  mentioned  in  the  despatches. 

10  Lt.-Colonel  Pratt  was  at  the  taking  of  Capri  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  under  Sir  Sidney 
Smith,  11th  May,  1806.  At  the  cutting  out  of  six  armed  vessels  from  under  the  batteries 
of  Lamica,  in  the  island  of  Cyprus,  in  Jan.  1808.  Belonged  to  the  battalion  of  Royal 
Marines  commanded  by  Sir  James  Malcolm,  which  served  in  Spain,  the  coast  of  America, 
and  Canada,  for  four  years,  and  was  present  at  all  the  services  performed  by  it,  including 
the  battle  of  Frampton  in  the  Chesapeak,  and  the  storming  and  taking  of  the  enemy's  fort 
and  post  of  Oswego  on  Lake  Ontario.  Served  also  in  the  battalion  of  Royal  Marines  in 
Spain,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  the  Kith  June,  1836,  and  Ernani  l'6th  March  fol- 
lowing, together  with  all  the  services  performed  there  for  nearly  four  years. 

11  Lt.-Colonel  Delacombe  served  on  board  the  To7i7iant  covering  the  embarkation  of  Sir 
John  Moore's  army  at  Coninna,  and  afterwards  in  various  boat  affairs  in  Basque  Roads,  in 
1809,  and  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  the  following  year.  In  1812  he  was  at  the  destruction  of 
the  batteries  of  Languelia,  after  charging  with  the  bayonet  and  defeating  a  battalion  of  the 
French  52nd  Regiment  of  the  Line  of  a  very  superior  force.  In  1813  he  was  on  board  the 
Imperieuse  at  the  attack  on  the  batteries  and  tower  of  post  D'Anzo,  after  which  he  was 
landed  and  the  enemy  driven  from  their  posts,  which  were  destroyed,  and  a  convoy  of  29 
vessels  laden  with  ship  timber  for  Toulon  brought  out;  he  was  afterwards  at  the  attack  on 
Leghorn  under  Sir  Josias  Rowley.  Independent  of  the  above,  he  has  been  employed  on 
various  and  repeated  boat  service;  partially  engaged  with  the  French  fleet  off  Toulon;  and 
several  times  with  the  Neapolitan  squadron,  gun-boats,  and  batteries  in  the  Bay  of  Naples. 

12  Lieut.-Colonel  Ashmore  was  in  the  Monarch  in  Sir  Samuel  Hood's  action  with  the 
French  fi-igatts  in  1806.  From  November  1807  till  August  1809  in  the  G7Y/wi7J?wemplojf  f 
at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Madagascar,  and  blockade  of  the  Mauriiius.  From  February 
1810  to  to  Januaiy  1812  in  Poictier-s  bli.ckadir.g  Brest,  Basque  Roads,  ano  in  tilt-  Tagus: 
whilst  ill  Basque-  Roads,  was  frequently  in  tlie  boats  sent  to  annoy  the  toasting  trade, 
service  that  brought  them  continually  under  fii-e  of  the  batteaies,  or  into  action  with  the 
gun-boats.  When  in  tlie  Tagus,  was  with  the  detachment  of  Marines  sent  with  a  small 
forcce  of  Portuguese  under  General  Tane  to  destroy  the  Pontoons  preparing  by  Marshal 
Massena  at  Santarepi  to  cross  the  Tagus  :  was  on  piquet  under  that  town  the  night  of  the 
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Marshal's  retreat  from  the  Lines.  In  1812  he  was  attached  to  the  2nd  battalion  at 
Santander,  north  coast  of  Spain.  On  the  return  of  the  battalions  to  England  he  joined  the 
first  battalion  ;  was  at  the  attack  on  Norfolk,  taking  of  the  town  of  Hampton,  &c.  When 
the  battalion  was  broken  up  at  Isle  Aux  Noix  he  was  left  for  Lake  service  till  1817.  From 
August  1826  to  August  1829  was  serving  on  the  South  American  station  in  the  Ganges: 
was  landed  at  Rio,  on  the  occasion  of  tlie  German  and  Irish  troops  revolting  in  1828,  to 
protect  the  Imperial  family  and  palace  of  San  Christoph,  and  co-operate  with  the  French 
and  other  forces  landed  to  quell  the  mutiny. 

13  Lt.-Col.  Dawes  was  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807. 

14  Lt.-Col.  Philips  served  as  a  Midshipman  on  board  H.  M.S.  Bellelsle  at  the  battle  of 
Trafalgar.  As  an  officer  of  Royal  Marines,  he  was  present  at  the  storming  of  three  of  the 
enemy's  entrenched  batteries  and  siege  of  Santa  Maura,  and  frequently  employed  in  boat 
aftairs  on  the  coasts  of  Italy  and  Dalmatia.  In  April  1812,  he  joined  the  first  Battalion  ; 
served  with  it  in  Spain  and  in  America,  including  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  entrenched 
camp  at  Hampton  in  Virginia,  and  frequent  affairs  with  the  enemy  there.  Detached  to 
Canada  and  served  under  Commodore  Sir  James  Yeo,  on  the  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie,  and 
Champlain. 

15  Lieut.-Colonel  Jolliffe  served  at  the  attack  on  the  French  Fleet  in  Aix  Roads,  the 
Walcheren  expedition,  and  in  boat  actions  in  1809.  The  Syrian  Campaign  of  1840 
(Medal);  with  the  R.  M.  Battalion  at  D'Jouni,  and  at  the  bombardment  of  St,  Jean 
d'Acre,     Has  received  the  Naval  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

16  Lt.-Col.  Graham  served  with  the  army  in  the  battalion  formed  of  the  marines  of  the 
squadron  at  the  taking  of  Walcheren  in  1809.  Also  served  in  the  1st  battalion  in  Portugal 
and  in  operations  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain,  at  the  taking  and  defence  of  Castro.  Pro- 
ceeded with  the  battalion  to  America,  where  it  was  brigaded  under  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith  at 
the  attack  upon  Norfolk,  and  the  taking  of  Hampton,  and  several  small  places.  The  bri- 
gade being  broken  up,  he  went  with  the  battalion  to  Canada;  whilst  there,  he  was  sent 
with  a  detachment  in  command  of  a  division  of  gun  boats  to  attack  a  battery  at  the  head 
of  Lake  Champlain,  with  which  they  were  engaged  some  hours.  Returned  with  the  bat- 
talion to  the  coast  of  America,  and  was  at  the  attack  and  taking  of  Fort  Point  Petre  and 
the  town  of  St.  Mary's,  in  Georgia;  shortly  after  his  promotion  in  1837,  he  exchanged  to 
join  the  battalion  in  Spain.  He  was  afterwards  at  the  demonstration  before  Nankin  in  China. 

17  Lt.-Col.  Cliilds  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Gibraltar,  blockading  Cherbourg,  L'Orient,  and 
Basque  Roads,  and  frequently  in  boats  cutting  out  French  coasters.  Early  in  1813  he 
volunteered  to  serve  in  the  1st  battalion  under  Colonel  Sir  Richard  Williams  in  the 
Chesapeake,  and  was  at  the  attack  of  Craney  Island,  taking  of  the  enemy's  camp  at 
Hampton,  and  capture  of  Kent  Island,  and  in  many  minor  engagements  on  the  enemy's 
coast ;  after  which  he  accompanied  the  battalion  to  Canada,  and  was  actively  employed  on 
the  Frontiers,  and  frequently  in  command  of  gun-boats  on  Lake  Champlain.  On  the  11th 
Sept.  1814,  he  was  engaged  on  board  the  Confiance,  in  one  of  the  most  severe  actions 
fought  during  the  war,  in  which  Commodore  Downie  (the  captain  of  the  ship).  Captain 
Anderson,  R.  JM.,  and  41  men  were  killed,  and  upwards  of  100  wounded,  out  of  a  com- 
plement of  260.  He  also  served  the  Syrian  campaign  (Medal)  of  1840,  including  the 
attack  and  capture  of  Sidon,  capture  of  Beyrout,  bombardment  of  Acre,  and  other  desul- 
tory services. 

18.  Lieut.-Colonel  Evans  served  in  Ulysses  and  Barossa  from  1810  to  1815  on  the 
West  India  and  North  America  station,  and  was  engaged  in  the  whole  of  the  operations 
of  the  squadron  up  the  Chesapeake  in  1813. 

19  Lt.-Col.  Wesley  served  in  a  battalion  of  Marines  formed  from  the  squadron  under 
Sir  Alex.  Cochrane  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  St.  Martin's  and  St.  Eustatia 
in  1810.  In  blockading  squadrons  off  Brest,  L'Orient,  and  Basque  Roads,  including  several 
successful  boat  affairs  under  the  Batteries  of  Rochelle  and  Isle  d'Aix  in  1811.  In  coast 
operations,  North  of  Spain;  and,  with  the  first  battalion  of  Marines,  in  Portugal,  in  1812. 
At  the  attack  on  Norfolk,  and  the  entrenched  camp  of  Hampton,  &c.  in  the  Chesapeake. 
Served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  at  the  advanced  posts  in  Lower  Canada,  and  in 
command  of  a  division  of  seven  gun-boats  employed  blockading  the  enemy's  flotilla  at 
Platsburg.  At  the  defence  of  La  Cole  Mill.  Adjutant  to  a  Ligiit  Corps  formed  of  the 
flank  companies  of  the  2d  West  India  Regiment  and  Marine  Battalions  at  the  attack  and 
capture  of  Fort  Peter,  the  fortified  positions  of  St.  Mary's  and  Cumberland  Island  (coast 
of  Georgia).  In  command  of  a  detachment  of  Artillery  in  ll.'M.^.  Phceton  assisted  in 
repelling  an  attack  of  Algerine  gun-boats  in  1821.  Adjutant  to  a  battalion  under  Colonel 
Owen  serving  in  co-operation  with  the  Spanish  army  in  1836-7,  including  the  affair  before 
Fuentarabia,  11  July  1836,  the  field  acti<ms  of  the  10th,  12th,  and  14tli  March,  and  of 
Hernaui,  16  March  1837.  Served  as  Captain  in  the  same  battalion  until  the  Force  under 
Lord  John  Hay  was  withdrawn  in  1840.  He  has  received  the  Military  War  Medal  with 
one  clasp  for  Guadaloujje. 

20  Lieut.-Colonel  Fynmore  was  at  the  capture  of  a  French  privateer  schooner  of  16 
guns  and  96  men,  besides  other  boat  service  in  1811.  In  the  partial  action  with  the  French 
fieet  off  Toulon  in  1814.  Was  landed  at  Mahon  in  command  of  a  guard  to  protect  the 
person  of  the  Spanish  governor  from  the  threatened  violence  of  the  Walloon  guards.  Sent 
to  the  city  of  Florence  m  1815,  to  place  himself  under  the  directions  of  General  Count 
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Nugent,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Austrian  army,  as  extra  aide-de-camp,  and  was  at  the 
taking  of  the  city  of  Naples.  In  1823  he  was  sent  up  to  the  city  of  Lima  to  protect 
English  merchants'  property  against  the  attacks  of  the  Negro  slaves  during  the  civil  war. 
The  20th  Oct.  1827,  was  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  for  which  service  he  was  promoted  by 
His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  but  in  consequence  of  belonging  to  a  gradation 
corps  the  appointment  was  afterwards  cancelled.  Served  with  the  French  army  at  the 
reduction  of  the  town  and  fortress  of  Patras  and  the  Morea  castle  ;  served  afterwards  in  the 
West  Indies,  North  Sea,  and  off  Oporto  during  the  civil  war  between  Don  Pedro  and  Don 
Miguel.  In  1833  joined  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  Lisbon,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Adair,  C.  B.  In  April,  1837,  embarked  on  board  H.  M.S.  Castor  (36),  on  the  10th  Oct. 
was  lauded  in  command  of  his  detachment  on  the  Albanian  coast  to  attack  Pirates.  Served 
on  the  S.  E.  coast  of  Spain  from  4th  Jan.  38  to  30  Jan.  39. 

21  Lieut. -Col.  Brown's  services : — attack  on  French  forts  atCiota  June  1812  ;  attack  and 
capture  of  the  town  of  L'Escalia,  in  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  1812;  partial  engagement  with 
the  French  fleet,  near  Toulon,  1813 ;  attack  of  Algiers ;  destruction  of  Greek  pirates  at  Porto 
Bono,  Isle  of  Candia,  June,  1826. 

22  Lieut. -Col.  Hurdle  was  at  the  attack  on  the  forts  and  harbour  of  Courageaux  in  1815  ; 
battle  of  Navarino  in  1827  ;  and  engagement  at  Punta  Obligada  in  the  river  Parana  on  the 
20th  Nov.  1845. 

23  Lieut. -Col.  Dwyer  served  in  the  blockading  squadrons  off  Flushing,  the  Texel,  and 
off  Brest.  Since  the  peace  he  has  served  in  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean. 

24  Lieut. -Colonel  Land  served  as  Adjutant  to  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  D'Jouni, 
and  was  present  at  the  bombardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre  (Medal). 

25  Captain  Buchanan  served  as  Quartermaster  of  the  Roval  Marine  Battalion  at 
D'Jouni  (Medal). 

26  Captain  Mitford  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  Syria  during  the  whole  of  the  opera- 
tions against  the  Egyptians ;  he  landed  and  served  with  the  battalion  at  the  Camp  d'Jouni 
and  was  present  at  the  bombardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.  He  has  been  presented  with  a 
medal  from  the  Sultan. 

27  Major  Hawkins  commanded  the  Royal  Marines  (about  200  strong)  at  the  attack 
on  and  destruction  of  Malloodoo  in  Borneo. 

28  Captain  Parke's  services : — Co-operation  with  the  Spanish  forces  and  Legion  near  San 
Sebastian,  and  under  Espartero  in  raising  the  siege  of  Bilboa. 

29  Major  Stransham  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  in  1827.     Also  on  the  China  ex- 
pedition, and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  attack  on  the  defences  of  Canton,  18th  March,  . 
1841. 

30  Captain  Anderson  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  in  1827.  In  the  campaign  on 
the  Coast  of  Syria  in  1840  (Medal);  was  at  the  storming  of  Sidou,  where  he  planted 
the  British  colours  on  the  walls;  and  was  at  the  capture  of  Acre.  He  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

31  Captain  T.  B.  Gray  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino  in  1827.  Also  in  a  battalion 
under  Colonel  Owen,  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain  in  1836-7-8,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Spanish  army,  including  the  field  actions  of  the  10th,  12th,  and  14th  March,  and  the 
action  of  Hernani,  16th  JIarch  1837  :  he  was  subsequently  appointed  Adjutant  to  the 
force  under  Colonel  Parke.  He  served  as  Captain  on  the  coast  of  Portugal  and  in  the 
Tagus  during  the  civil  war  in  1846-7,  and  was  landed  with  his  detachment  from  H.  M.  S. 
Superb,  to  guard  the  captured  divisions  of  the  rebel  army  under  Count  das  Antas,  prison- 
ers in  Fort  St.  Julian. 

33  Captains  Campbell  and  Lemon  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  on  the 
north  coast  of  Spain. 

33t  Captains  Hunt,  Cossar,  Lowder,  Sayer,  McCarthy,  Elliott,  Huskisson,  Blyth,  and 
Wright  have  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp,  and  the  Medal  from  the  Turkish 
Government  for  services  on  the  Coast  of  Syria  in  1840. 

34  Capt.  George  Elliott  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  co-operation  with 
the  Spanish  troops  against  the  Carlists  in  1837  ;  served  also  on  the  China  expedition, 
(Medal),  and  was  wounded  in  the  attack  on  the  intrenched  camps  on  the  heights  of 
Segoan,  15th  March,  1842. 

35  Captain  Moore  was  at  the  destruction  of58  piratical  vessels  at  Cho-Keum  in  Oct.  1849. 
30  Major  Langford  served  with  the  Battalion  in  Spain  from  June  1836  to  Sept.  1840,  and 

was  present  in  the  actions  of  Fuenterabia  and  Hernani,  besides  various  minor  affairs. 
While  serving  in  H.  M.  S.  North  Star,  from  Sept.  1841  to  Sept.  1846,  he  participated  in 
the  operations  of  the  Expeditionary  Force  in  China,  including  the  blockade  of  the  Woosnng 
Rivers  (Medal).  On  the  termination  of  hostilities  with  China  he  proceeded  in  the  North  Star 
to  New  Zealand ;  and  was  landed  witli  all  the  detaclnnents  of  Royal  Marines  from  H.  M.  ships 
present,  and  apjjointed  to  command  tliat  force,  togetiier  with  a  detachment  of  the  OGth 
Regt.,  with  whicli  he  was  actively  employed  in  the  field  against  the  insurgent  chiefs,  whose 
strongly  stockaded  Pahs,  or  Villages,  were  successfully  attacked  and  destroyed:  for  these 
services  he  obtained  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major. 

37  Captain  Ayles  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino  in  1827  (Medal).  Was  also  at  the 
destruction  of  29  war  junks  in  China  in  1840. 
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38  Capt.  Langley  served  in  the  operations  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain  in  command  of 
the  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  of  H.M.S.  Castor,  during  1834  and  two  following  years, 
and  was  severely  wounded  on  the  9th  June  183G,  defending  the  heights  of  Passages  against 
a  very  superior  force  of  Carlists. 

39  Captain  Hocker  served  in  Syria  in  1840  (Medal)  ;  and  was  at  the  storming  of  Sidon 
and  bombardment  of  Acre.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

40  Capt.  Simon  Fraser  served  throughout  the  campaign  in  Syria  (Medal),  including  the 
storm  and  capture  of  Sidon,  the  surrender  of  Beyrout,  and  the  bombardment  and  capture  of 
St.  Jean  d'Acre. 

40t  Captains  H.  Parke,  Lillicrap,  Clavell,  and  Wemyss,  served  with  the  Royal  Marine 
IJattalion  at  D'Jouni  in  Syria  in  1840  (Medal). 

41  Capt.  Parker  was  wounded  through  the  arm  at  Prescott,  in  Upper  Canada,  13th 
Nov.  1838. 

41 1  Captains  Curry,  Pleydell,  Wearing,  and  J.  H.  Stewart,  served  the  Syrian  Cam- 
paign of  1840  (Medal),  at  D'Jouni,  the  storming  of  Sidon,  and  bombardment  of  Acre. 

42  Capt.  J.  T.  Aslett  served  the  Syrian  campaign  (Medal),  including  the  storm  and 
capture  of  Sidon,  D'Jouni,  surrender  of  Beyrout,  bombardment  of  Acre  (slightly  wounded 
by  the  explosion  of  a  magazine). 

43  Capt.  Maxwell  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Chuenpee,  attack  of  batteries  of  Anunghoy  and  North  Wantung,  advance  on  Canton, 
storming  the  heights  and  entrenched  camp  of  Canton,  bombardment  of  Colongso. 

44  Captain  Fosbroke  was  employed  on  shore  against  the  natives  in  New  Zealand  in  1846. 

45  Capt.  Spalding  served  in  command  of  a  Company  throughout  the  operations  in 
Syria,  in  1840,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  the  attack  on  Gebail.  He  has  received  the 
Syrian  Medal. 

46  Capt.  Marriott  served  two  years  with  the  expeditionary  force  in  China,  and  was 
present  at  the  first  capture  of  Chusan  ;  assisted  at  the  demolition  of  the  Bogue  Forts  in 
the  Canton  River  ;  participated  in  the  actions  of  the  first  and  second  Bars  ;  was  engaged 
in  the  destruction  of  all  the  enemy's  sea  and  river  defences,  including  the  fortresses  of 
French  Folly  and  Hoqua's  Fort;  bombardment  and  taking  of  Macao  Passage  Fort; 
storming  of  the  Bird's  Nest  Battery,  and  finally  at  the  combined  attack  on  the  enemy's 
position  and  entrenched  camp   on  the  heights  above  Canton. 

47  Captains  Savage,  Lambrick  (wounded  r2th  July,  1830),  and  Hockings  served  in 
Spain  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion. 

48  Captain  Onslow  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Sidon  (Medal). 

49  Capt.  Shewen  was  employed  during  the  whole  of  the  campaign  on  the  coast  of  Syria, 
including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  surrender  of  Beyrout,  and  bombardment  and 
fall  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.     Served  also  with  the  battalion  at  the  camp  at  d'Jouni. 

60  Captain  Farrant  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  Syria  (Medal),  at 
D'Jouni,  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  and  bombardment  of  Acre.  Served  also  in 
China  in  1842  (Medal).     He  has   received  the  War  Medal  and  one  Clasp. 

51  Captain Timpson  served  as  Adjutant  to  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  1842  at  the  cap- 
ture of  Tscke  and  heights  of  Segoan,  attack  on  the  hill  defences  and  capture  of  Chapoo, 
capture  of  the  batteries  and  city  of  Woosung,  capture  of  the  batteries  of  Le  Shau,  assault 
and  capture  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  landing  before  Nankin. 

.52  Captain  Ussher  served  in  China  (Medal),  at  the  first  capture  of  Chusan,  attack  on 
Chuenpee,  and  capture  of  Auioy. 

53  Captain  Hamley  served  in  Syria  in  1840  (Medal),  at  Caifia  and  Tsour,  the  bombard- 
ment of  Acre,  and  at  D'Jouni.     Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

53t  Captain*  Varlow,  M'Callum,  and  Brooker,  served  the  Campaign  in  Syria  in  1840 
(Medal)  at  D'Jouni,  and  bombardment  of  Acre. 

54  Capt.  A.  J.  B.  Hambly  served  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  attack  on  the  entrenched  camps  on  the  heights  of  Segoan,  15th  March,1842. 
He  served  also  in  the  operations  on  the  Coast  of  Borneo  in  1846  and  46,  including  the 
attack  on  Malloodoo  Bay. 

55  Captain  Seaile  served  the  Syrian  Campaign  (Medal)  ;  was  at  D'Jouni,  the  attack  on 
the  fortified  position  of  Gebail,  at  the  surrender  of  Beyrout,  and  the  storming  of  Sidon. 
Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

56  Captain  Louis  served  in  Syria  (Medal)  at  the  storming  of  Sidon,  and  at  D'Jouni. 

57  Captain  Penrose  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  on  the  North  Coast  of 
Spain  in  1838.  Also  in  China  in  1841-2  (Medal),  during  the  operations  in  the  Yang- 
tse-Kiang. 

58  Capt.  Adair  served  in  Syria  in  18t0  (Medal),  and  was  slightly  wounded  in  the 
assault  upon  Gebail. 

59  Capt.  Farmar  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Clmenpee,  attack  of  the  Anunghoy  batteries,  advance  on  Canton,  capture  of  the  heights  of 
Canton,  capture  of  Colongso,  second  capture  of  Chusan,  assault  and  capture  of  the  citadel 
and  city  of  Chinhae,  entry  into  Ningpo. 

60  Capt.  Harrison  served  in  the  operations  on  the  Coast  of  Syria  (Medal),  including 
the  attacks  on  the  fortress  of  D' Jebail,  and  bombardment  and  capture  of  Acre.     He  served

also  in  New  Zealand,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  the  fortified  Pah  at  Ruapekapeka  on 
the  nth  Jan.  1846, 

61  Capt.  Lawrence  acted  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Capt.  Hotham,  R.  N.  while  taking  and 
destroying  the  batteries,  &c.  at  Punta  Obligada,  in  the  river  Parana,  on  the  20th  Nov.  1845. 

62  Capt.  J.  A.  Stewart  served  on  the  coast  of  Syria  during  the  whole  of  the  campaign, 
and  was  at  the  taking  of  Sidon,  and  at  the  siege  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre  in  H.  M.  S.  Edinburgh. 
Served  also  on  the  coast  of  Africa  for  two  years,  during  which  time  he  assisted  at  the  de- 
struction of  several  Barracoons  on  the  coast,  when  about  1200  slaves  were  liberated. 

63  Capt.  Pickard  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Chuenpee,  attack  of  batteries  of  Anunghoy  and  North  Wantung,  advance  on  Canton, 
storming  the  heights  of  Canton,  bombardment  of  Colongso. 

64  Captain  Dyer,  served  at  Monte  Video  during  the  Civil  "War  in  1844.  At  Borneo 
Proper  in  an  engacemeiit  with  pirates,  and  at  the  defeat  of  their  forces,  and  destruction  of 
their  stockades  in  Malloodoo  Bay  in  1845. 

65  Lieuts.  Kennedy  and  Mansell,  were  present  in  an  engagement  with  Pirates  at 
Borneo,  and  defeat  of  their  forces  and  destruction  of  their  stockades  in  Malloodoo  Bay 
in  1845. 

66  Lieut.  Boyle  commanded  the  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  in  the  expedition  up  the 
St.  Juan  de  Nicaragua,  and  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Fort  Serapagui,  and  surrender 
of  others  in  1848,  and  was  mentioned  in  the  despatclies. 

67  Lieut.  Allen  served  on  the  China  Expedition. 

68  Lieut.  John  Elliott  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Fox  during  the  action  with  tlie  stockade  bat- 
teries, and  destruction  of  the  Burmese  war-boats  in  the  Rangoon  river,  on  the  10th  Jan. 
1852.  Commanded  the  Royal  Marines  at  the  destruction  of  the  same  stockades  on  the  4th 
April;  landed  in  command  of  the  Marines  during  the  wliole  of  tlie  operations  against 
Rangoon,  from  the  11th  to  the  17th  April.  Commanded  the  Marines  on  the  expedition  to 
Mobee  again.st  the  army  of  the  Governor  of  Rangoon  (officially  thanked)  ;  and  afterwards 
at  the  storm  and  capture  of  the  city  of  Bassein  (wounded,  and  honourably  mentioned  in 
both  Naval  and  Military  despatches),  as  also  tlie  Royal  Marines  embarked  in  the  steam 
flotilla  on  the  Irrawaddy,  and  severely  wounded  on  the  advance  to  Prome.  (Honourably 
mentioned  in  Governor-General's  despatch). 

69  Lieut.  Williams  was  severely  wounded  at  Lagos,  Western  Aft-ica,  26th  Dec.  1851,  in 
spiking  the  guns  to  protect  H.  M.  steamer  Teazer,  then  aground. 

70  Lieut.  Morrison  was  present  when  the  Batteries  of  Obligado  in  the  river  Parana  were 
attacked  and  carried,  20th  Nov.  1845. 

72  Lieuts.  Harris  and  Reed  served  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-2. 

73  Lieut.  Hallilay  was  employed  in  the  gun  boats  at  the  destruction  of  the  Chinese 
piratical  fleet  in  the  Tonquin  River  in  1849. 

74  Lieut.  Edward  M'Arthur  was  present  at  the  attack  and  destruction  of  the  piratical 
stockades,  &c.,  at  Lagos,  Western  Aliica,  in  December  1851. 

75  Lieut.  Shute  served  in  the  Royal  Navy  during  the  operations  on  the  coast  of  Syria 
(Turkish  Medal  and  Naval  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp). 

76  Lieut.  Nightingale  served  throughout  the  Burmese  war  of  1852  in  H.M.S.  Fox. 

77  Lieut.  Barnard  served  in  the  Royal  Navy  in  Syria  in  1840  (Turkish  Medal  and 
Naval  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp).  In  the  Parana,  and  commanded  the  first  division  of 
the  rocket  party  at  St.  Lorenzo,   in  action  with  the  batteries  on  4th  June  1846. 

78  Lieut.  Driver  was  landed  at  Monte  Video  for  the  protection  of  British  property  in 
1845. 

79  Lieut.  Domville  was  landed  in  1845  with  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  for  the 
protection  of  British  property  at  Monte  Video.  He  was  there  detached  for  service  in  the 
Parana,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  ports  of  Obligado,  and  forcing 
the  passage  of  tlie  river.  Commanded  a  detachment  at  Rat  Island,  off  Monte  Video,  and 
was  at  the  defence  of  Colonia  in  the  river  Plate  in  March  and  April  1847. 

80  Lieut.  Holland  commanded  a  detachment  employed  on  board  H.M.S.  Fury,  and  on 
shore  at  the  capture  and  destruction  of  23  piratical  vessels  and  250  guns  in  Bias  Bay 
(China),  on  the  1st  Oct.  1849;  and  in  H.M.S.  Medea  at  the  destruction  of  13  piratical 
vessels  and  120  guns  at  Kuto  (China),  on  the  4th  and  5th  March,  1850.  Served  in  boats 
oiH.M.^.  Hastings  on  the  Irawaddy  in  the  autumn  of  1852,  in  action  with  Burmese 
troops  at  Mect-tha  on  30th  September,  and  on  shore  at  the  capture  and  occupation  of 
Prome. 

81  Captain  Lawrence  served  in  bomb  vessels  in  1805  and  6  between  Dunkirk  and 
Boulogne,  and  was  several  times  engaged  with  the  French  flotilla.  In  1807  he  was  present 
at  the  passage  of  the  Dardanelles,  and  destroying  the  Turkish  squadron,  and  in  Egypt.  In 
1808  he  was  at  tlic  defence  of  Rosas.  In  1809  he  was  in  the  Walcheren  expedition,  and 
engaged  with  the  enemy's  gun-boats  at  Batz.  In  1811  he  was  serving  with  the  Marine 
battalion  in  Lisbon,  St.  Julian,  and  Cascats.  In  1812  he  was  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain, 
and  was  the  officer  wlio  directed  the  guns  from  a  rock  at  the  entrance  of  the  St.  Andrew  river 
against  the  castle  of  Vij;o,  and  subsequently  landed  and  blew  it  up  :  he  was  also  at  the 
taking  of  Castro,  at  all  the  attacks  on  that  coast.  In  1814  he  was  at  the  battle  of  Bla^ 
densburg,  capture  of  Washington,  action  btforc  Baltimore,  and  subsequently  in  all  the 
attacks  at  New  Orleans. 
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8'i  Capt.  Hookey  served  as  Volunteer  1st  class,  in  His  Majesty's  ship  Pr'niceof  Wales, 
from  Jan.  to  Dec.  1805,  and  was  in  tlie  ceneral  action  of  the  '22nd  Dec.  1805.  Served  in 
the  West  Indies,  from  1800  until  1809,  including  the  capture  of  Les  Saints,  and  Martinique, 
and  severala  ctions  in  boats  cutting  out  French  vessels,  and  destroying  batteries,  &c.  From 
1809  to  1811  served  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Thehan,  blockading  the  French  flotilla  at  Boulogne ; 
several  times  in  action  with  them.  Assisted  in  the  boats  cutting  out  a  large  French  lugger 
at  Dieppe.  From  1812  to  1814,  served  on  board  His  Majesty's  ship  Daphne,  in  the  Baltic, 
and  was  several  times  in  action  with  Danish  gun -boats  in  the  Belt. 

83  Major  Leonard  served  witli  tlie  detacliment  of  Royal  Marines  in  the  Fortress  of 
Roses,  iu  Catalonia,  in  1808.  In  1809,  he  was  present  at  tlie  reduction  of  Zante  and 
(yei)lialonia  ;  and  in  1810  at  tliat  of  Santa  Maura,  including  the  assault  of  the  entrenched 
batteries  and  siege  of  tlie  Fortress.  He  was  afterwards  present  in  several  boat  actions, 
during  two  years,  off  Corfu  ;  and  in  PI.  M.  S.  Perlen  iu  the  action  with  tlie  French  squadron 
ofFToulon,  22nd  Nov.  1811.  He  served  the  Syrian  campaign  of  1840  (INIedal),  including 
the  assault  aud  capture  of  Sidon  and  bombardment  of  Acre;  also  at  the  camp  D'Jonni, 
at  Beyrout,  and  Jaffa  :  for  the  Syrian  service  he  was  promoted  to  the  Brevet  rank  of 
Major.  He  was  landtd  from  H.  M.  S.  Alfred,  at  Monte  Video,  with  the  Royal  Marines  of 
the  squadron  for  the  protection  of  British  subjects  and  property,  during  the  siege  of  the 
city  by  the  Argentine  Army  under  General  Oribe,  and  commanded  the  brigade  consisting 
of  the  Reserve  Battalion  45th  Regt.  and  Royal  Marines  for  three  months,  and  the  Royal 
Marines  from  June  1843  to  July  1847. 

84  Captain  Watson  served  as  Quartermaster  of  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  employed 
in  co-operation  with  the  troops  of  the  Queen  of  Spain  in  1837,  and  was  wounded  16th  March. 

85  Capt.  Moore  served  in  H.M.S.  Amphion.  from  May,  1803  to  July,  181 1 ;  was  in  the  ac- 
tion with  and  capture  of  four  Spanish  frigates  off  Cape  St.  Mary's  ;  action  with  flotilla  of 
gun-boats  in  Gibraltar  Bay;  cutting  out  a  schooner  in  Corsica  ;  a  severe  action  with  a  French 
frigate,  and  driven  on  shore  under  the  batteries  in  toe  Bay  of  Rosas  in  1808.  Served  at 
the  taking  of  Pessara,  and  capture  of  large  convoys.  Commanded  the  marines  at  the  taking 
of  Cortelazza  in  1809,  and  taking  six  gunboats.  Commanded  the  marines  of  the  squadron 
at  the  taking  of  Grao  and  large  convoys  laden  with  military  stores,  after  a  most  sangui- 
nary action  with  a  garrison  of  French  troops  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  when  the  whole 
of  the  garrison  were  killed,  wounded,  or  made  prisoners, — for  this  action  and  previous 
services  he  was  made  brevet-captain.  Present  also  at  the  capture  of  several  other  towns 
on  the  coast  of  the  Adriatic,  and  destruction  of  convoys.  He  was  senior  officer  of  ma- 
rines in  the  action  off  Lissa,  13th  March,  1810.  Was  twice  very  severely  wounded  and 
twice  rewarded  from  Patriotic  Fund.  He  has  been  in  upwards  of  30  successful  contests 
with  the  enemy,  and  frequently  officially  mentioned  for  gallantry. 

86  Capt.  Little  served  in  the  channel  fleet  and  at  the  blockade  of  Ferrol  and  Corunna 
in  1803-4.  Appointed  to  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  on  the  formation  of  that  corps  in 
1804,  and  was  employed  in  various  bomb  vessels  on  the  enemy's  coast  co-operating  with 
the  land  forces,  or  on  detached  service.  In  command  of  the  mortars  in  the  Vesuvius 
bomb  at  the  attack  of  Boulogne.  Defence  of  Cadiz  in  1809 ;  and  subsequently  at  the 
blockade  of  Rochfort,  where  he  commanded  a  storming  party  in  a  successful  night  attack 
on  the  coast,  on  which  occasion  he  received  the  particular  thanks  of  the  Admiralty,  and 
was  rewarded  by  the  Patriotic  Fund  : — at  the  commencement  of  this  attack  he  was  severely 
wounded  by  a  musket-ball  shattering  the  wrist  which  rendered  amputation  of  the  right 
band  necessary. 

87  Captain  Wolrige  served  in  the  year  1809  with  Lord  Cochrane  in  Basque  Roads  ;  and 
in  the  same  year  was  engaged  in  action  with  gun-boats  in  the  Baltic.  From  1810  to  1812 
defence  of  Cadiz  and  Tarifa.  Severely  wounded  at  South  Beveland  in  1814,  and  received 
a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund.     Present  at  the  battle  of  Algiers  in  1816. 

88  Captain  Toby  served  from  1810  to  12  inclusive,  on  the  Coast  of  France.  From  1813 
to  16,  with  the  1st  battalion  (Royal  Marines)  in  America,  and  on  the  Lakes  of  Canada. 
Since  the  Peace,  he  has  served  in  the  Mediterranean,  on  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  South 
America.     He  has  been  frequently  engaged  in  boat  actions  with  batteries,  &c.  &c. 

89  Doctor  Irvine  was  actively  employed  on  the  coast  of  North  America  in  1814  and  15, 
as  Assistant-Surgeon  of  H.  M.  S.  Spencer,  and  Acting-Surgeon  of  H.  M.  sloop  Dispatch, 
being  in  boat  service,  and  frequently  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  He  was  surgeon  of  the 
Alligator  at  Rangoon  during  the  Burmese  war,  where  he  had  also  charge  of  the  Hospital 
Ship  established  for  the  reception  of  the  sick  and  wounded  of  the  flotilla  employed  in  the 
Irrawaddy.  He  was  surgeon  of  the  Dartmouth  in  the  battle  of  Navarino,  and  of  the  flag 
ships  St.  Vlnceyit  and  Brifanida  in  the  Mediterranean  :  whilst  in  the  latter  ship  Dr.  Irvine 
gained  the  gold  medal  of  Sir  Gilbert  Blane  for  his  Medical  Journal. 

90  Doctor  Millar  and  Quartermaster  Cooper  have  received  the  Medals  for  service  in 
Syria  in  1840.

DUTIES  AND   ORGANIZATION. 

The  Commissariat  are  charged  with  the  following  duties  : — In  the  Field  they  have  hitherto  had 
the  custody  of  the  Military  Chest,  and  provided  and  paid  for  everything  necessary  for  the  sub- 
sistence and  transport  of  an  army.  At  the  present  time,  on  stations  abroad,  they  have  the  charge 
of  the  Military  Chests,  negotiation  of  Bills  for  their  supply,  and  receipt  of  all  surplus  monies 
arising  from  various  sources  in  the  hands  of  public  departments,  as  also  monies  for  remittance  to 
England.  They  make  advances  to  Regimental  Paymasters  on  account  of  the  Pay  of  the  Troops, 
and  to  the  Heads  of  the  Ordnance  and  Naval  Departments,  on  account  of  their  respective  services. 
They  pay  in  detail  the  Staff,  all  money  allowances  and  contingencies ;  also  (he  Half-Pay  and  re- 
tired allowances,  Chelsea  Pensions,  Widows'  Pensions,  Compassionate  allowances,  and  Naval  Pen- 
sions, &c.,  to  all  persons  resident  at  the  several  stations.  They  contract  and  pay  for  Provisions 
required  on  the  spot  for  the  supply  of  the  Troops,  and  for  land  and  water  transport.  In  the  West 
Indies  they  pay  in  detail  the  Assistant  Commissioners  and  Stipendiary  Magistrates  under  the 
Provisions  of  the  Slave  Compensation  Act :  at  some  stations  they  perform  the  duties  of  Naval 
Agents.  In  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Jamaica,  they  pay  the  Ecclesiastical  Establishments,  and 
at  the  former  they  have  the  custody  and  issue  of  Indian  Presents,  and  charge  of  the  Locks  and 
Collection  of  the  Tolls  on  the  canals  connected  with  the  St.  Lawrence.  In  New  South  Wales  and 
Van  Dieman's  Land,  they  supply  Provisions,  Clothing,  and  Stores,  of  all  descriptions  for  convict 
services.  They  enter  into  contracts  for  Ordnance  Stores,  Building  Materials,  &c.,  on  the  spot,  and 
provide  and  pay  for  supplies  for  Army  Hospitals,  superintend  the  issue  of  provisions,  forage,  fuel, 
and  light  in  kind  made  by  Contractors,  and  issue  such  articles  of  Provision  as  are  sent  out  for  the 
\ise  of  the  Troops  from  England.  Their  duties  are  blended  with  the  Army,  Ordnance,  Navy,  and 
many  other  branches  of  the  public  service.  They  are  under  the  orders  of  and  responsible  for  the 
execution  of  their  duties  to  the  General  or  Officers  commanding  at  the  various  stations,  and 
receive  their  instructions  from  the  Board  of  Treasury,  with  whom  they  correspond  through  the 
Secretary  on  all  points  of  service  on  which  they  are  engaged. 

See  Report  of  Commissioners  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  Consolidating  the 
Civil  Departments  of  the  Army,  dated  21  July,  1837.

— Deputy  to  be  Three  years  in  that 
rank  before  eligible. — Service  to  be  counted  as  actual  service  on  Full  Pay.  No  person  to  be 
appointed  Clerk  previous  to  the  age  of  IG. 

The  comparative  ranks  are  Commissary-General  as  Brigadier-General. — Deputy  as  Major,  after 
three  years,  Lieutenant-Colonel. — Assistant  as  Captain. — Deputy  Assistant  as  Lieutenant. — Clerk 
Ensign.

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3  Dr.  Maclean  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1810  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including- the  battles  of  Busaco^  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees  crossinij 
the  Bidassoa,  and  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Toulouse.

Served  a  second  time  in  the  Island 
of  Ceylon,  and  was  senior  medical  officer  in  the  Kandian  provinces  during  the  rebellion  in  1848* 
and  for  more  than  two  years  as  principal  medical  officer  in  Hong  Kong.

Desert,  which  ended  in  the  taking  of  Halmcer. 

It  Captain  Jackson  served  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in  1846  with  the  16th  Lancers,  and  was  present  at  the  affair 
of  Bnddlwal,  and  in  tlie  actions  of  Aliwal  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  Clasp).

11  Major  Campbell  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Portuguese  Regt.  from  20  May  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
War  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  action  ofCampo  Mayor,  battle  of  Albuhtra, 
first  and  second  sieges  of  Badajoz,  action  at  Arroyo  de  Molino,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Pfmpeliina  (sev»rely 
wounded  in  the  side):  on  the  27tli  July  with  the  Company  he  commanded  he  defended  the  hill  where  the  principal 
attack  of  that  day  was  made,  and  drove  the  French  thrice  from  it  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  for  which  he  was

16  Captain  John  P.  Pigott  served  with  the  32d  at  the  1st  and  2nd  siege  operations  before  Moollan,  including  the 
attack  on  the  suburbs  on  the  27th  Dec.  1848,  storm  and  capture  of  the  city,  and  surrender  of  the  fortress:  also 
present  at  the  surrender  of  the  fort  and  garrison  of  Cbeniote,  and  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

17  Captain  Steele  served  at  the  capture  of  Java  in  1811  as  an  officer  of  Royal  Marines,  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp.

He  served  afterwards  in  Ceylon  during  the  Kandian  war  in  1817,  18,  and  19,  and  was  the  individual 
officer  who  made  the  two  Kandian  chiefs  together  with  niany  of  their  followers  prisoners,  which  at  once  put  an 
end  to  that  formidable  rebellion,  and  for  which  he  leceivrd  the  thanks,  in  general  orders,  of  the  Governor  and 
Commander-in-Chief  Sir  Robert  Brownrigg,  as  also  of  the  Duke  of  York. 

23  Major  Beaufoy  served  with  the  Ist  battalion  27th  Regt.  in  Sicily  in  1810;  afterwards  on  the  eastern  coast  of 
Spain  from  1812  to  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Castalla  (contused),  taking  of  Alcoy,  battle  of  Villa 
Franca,  and  siege  of  Tarragona,  .'ilier  the  conclusion  of  the  Peninsular  War  he  embarked  with  the  Army  for 
North  America,  and  was  present  at  the  buttle  of  Pluttsburg.  In  1819  he  embarked  for  the  East  Indies,  and 
served  alierwards  as  an  acting  engineer  at  Sholapore.     He  served  also  in  Canada  during  the  rebellion.

War  Services  of  the  Barrack- Masters. 

1  MajorSmith  served  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  during  the  Peninsular  war  from  1808  to  its  termina- 
tion iu  1814,  and  was  present  at  tlie  actions  of  Calcavellas,  Royales,  Constantino,  Betanzos,  EI 
Burgo,  C'orunna,  Gallegos,  Barquillo,  and  the  Coa — dangerously  wounded ;  siege  and  storm  of 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  advance  to  and  capture  of 
Madrid,  action  of  San  Milan,  battle  of  Vittoria,  action  at  Echalar,  both  attacks  of  Vera,  battle  of  the 
Nivelle,  action  of  Arcangues,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  of  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Served 
ilsothe  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  ten  Clasps.  * 

2  Lieut.  Boase  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France, and  Flanders,  with  the32nd,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Rolcia,  Vimiera,and  Corunna,  siege  of  the  forts  and  battle  of  Salamanca — gun-shot 
wound  in  the  left  leg  and  another  through  the  right  shoulder;  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  28th 
and  30th  July,  1813  ;  battle  of  the  Nivelle,— gun-shot  wound  in  the  fprehead  ;  battles  of  the  Nive, 
Orthes,  and  Quatre  Bras, — gun-shot  through  the  left  ankle  joint.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  eight  Clasps. 

3  Captain  Mackintosh  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  clasps  for  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Badajoz, 
Salamanca,  Vittoria,  St.  Sebastian,  and  Nive. 

4  Lieut.  Sinclair  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  battalion  44th  Regt.,  and  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  two  clasps  for  Fuentes  d'Onor  and  Badajoz,  at  which  last  he  was  severely 
wounded. 
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5  Capt.  Kirkman  served  with  tlie  Rifle  Brigade  during  the  campaigns  of  1810,  11,  12, 
13,  and  14,  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  actions  and  defence  of  Cadiz,  siege  of  Tarra- 
gona, battle  of  Barrosa,  actions  near  Fuente  Guhialdo  and  Aldca  de  Ponte,  siege  and 
capture  of  Cindad  Rodrigo  (volunteered  the  storming  party),  siege  and  capture  of 
Badajoz  (volunteered,  and  accompanied  the  forlorn  hope,  and  was  wounded  in  the  head), 
battle  of  Salamanca,  advance  to  and  capture  of  Madrid,  subsequent  retreat  through 
Spain,  affairs  of  San  Munoz  and  San  Milan,  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  three  days'  severe 
skirmishing  in  following  the  enemy  to  Pampeluna,  which  ended  in  the  capture  of  their 
last  guu ;  action  at  Echalar,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  various  actions  in  the  Pyrenees, 
battle  of  Nivelle  (gun-shot  wound  in  the  right  arm  ),  action  of  Arcangues,  and  passage  of 
the  Nive.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815  in  Belgium.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  eight  Cla-<ps. 

6  Captain  Drummond  served  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  Castrijon,  Salamanca,  Alba  de  Tormes,  Madrid,  San 
Munos,  Castalla,  San  Milan,  Vittoria,  Pyienees.  Bridge  of  Zansi,  Port  d'Achard,  Bridge 
of  Vera,  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Arcangues,  Nive,  Orthes,  ?t.  Germain,  Tarbes,  St.  Simon, 
and  Toulouse  (Medal  and  eight  Clasps).  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  Quatre 
Bras,   Genappe,  and  Waterloo. 

7  Major  Ford  served  with  the  Royal  Artillery  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  for  which  be  has  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp.  On  the  termination  of  the  Peninsular  War  in  1814,  he  embarked  at 
Bordeaux  with  the  army^for  Canada,  and  served  there  until  the  close  of  the  American  war. 

8  Captain  Travers,  prior  to  entering  the  army,  served  as  a  Midshipman  in  the  Diana 
frigate,  under  Captain  Maling,  for  three  years,  on  the  West  India  Station,  and  was  fre- 
quently engaged  in  boats  cutting  out  vessels  under  the  batteiies  at  the  islands  of  Curacoa 
and  Cuba.  In  July  180G  he  embarked  with  a  detachment  of  the  Rifle  Brigade  for  South 
America,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the  shoulder  at  the  attack  on  the  suburbs  of  Buenos 
Ayres  on  the  3rd  July  1807,  but  this  did  not  prevent  his  entering  the  town  on  the  5th 
with  General  Crawfurd's  Brigade.  He  served  under  Sir  John  Moore  during  the  campaign 
and  retreat  to  Corunnain  1808-9 ;  and  subsequently  accompanied  his  Regt.  to  Walcheren. 
From  1811  to  1814  he  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Sala- 
manca,— where  his  horse  was  shot  under  him  when  acting  as  Adjutant ;  capture  of  the 
French  rear  guard  on  the  following  day,  capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  aSair  near 
Val  Moresco,  covering  the  siege  of  Burgos,  and  several  skirmishes  on  the  retreat  to  Por- 
tugal. Commanded  the  Advanced  Guard  of  the  Light  Brigade  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria, 
the  Pyrenees,  and  various  affairs  of  Out  Posts.  At  Vera  Bridge  he  commanded  the 
advance  Picquet.  In  1814  he  accompanied  his  Regt.  to  America,  and  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

9  Captain  Gaynor  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Portuguese  army  during  1808,  9, 
and  10,  when  he  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at  Arroyo  del  Puerco. 

10  Major  Gossett  served  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1813  to  July 
1814,  including  the  battle  of  the  Nive  on  the  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th  and  13th  Dec,  passage  of 
the  Gave  d'01eron,battleof  Orthes,  actions  at  Tarbes  and  Tournefeuille,  and  battle  of  Tou- 
louse. Servedafterwardsin  the  American  War,and  was  constantly  engaged  near  New  Orleans 
from  23d  Dec.  1814,  to  the  7th  Jan.  1815,  and  was  also  present  at  the  attack  on  New  Orleans 
on  the  8th  Jan. — wounded  in  the  head.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

11  Lieut.  Hughes  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  57th  froml810  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  Battle  of  Busaco,  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  A Ibu- 
hera, — severely  wounded  through  the  left  thigh ;  retreat  from  Madrid,  battles  of  Vittoria, 
the  Pyreneeson  the  28th  and  30th  July,  and  the  Nivelle, — severely  wounded  in  the  right 
thigh,where  the  ball  remained  for  nine  years.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

12  Capt.  Hicks  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  1812,  13,  and  14,  including  the  battle  of 
Castalla,  and  siege  of  Tarragona.  He  was  present  with  the  Anglo-Sicilian  army  during 
the  whole  of  the  operations  on  the  coast  of  the  Fai-o  against  Murat,  including  the  siege  of 
Scylla  Castle.  He  served  as  a  Lieut.-Colone!  with  the  Anglo-Spanish  Legion  in  1835,  36, 
and  37,  including  the  action  before  Ernani,  relief  of  Bilboa,  storming  the  lines  of  San 
Sebastian  (severely  wounded  in  the  side),  operations  on  the  10th,  12th,  14th,  and  15th 
March,  general  action  on  the  16th  March,  1837,  during  which  he  was  wounded,  and  had  his 
horse  killed  under  him.    For  his  services  in  the  British  Legion  he  has  received  two  medals. 

14  Captain  Minchin  served  in  the  51st  the  campaign  and  battle  of  Corunna.  On  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  at  the  siege  of  Flushing.  Embarked  with  the  regt.  for 
Lisbon  in  Jan.  1811,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  covering  the  siege 
of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  two  sieges  of  San  Christoval,  covering  the  2d  siege  of  Badajoz,  affair 
near  Val  Moresco,  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  covering  the 
siege  of  Bui-gos,  actions  of  Monasterio  and  Quintana  Pulla,  and  retreat  into  Portugal ; 
battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees,  covering  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  action  of  Lesaca 
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(severely  wounded),  and  occupation  of  Bordeaux.  Served  also  in  the  campaign  of  1815, 
including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  capture  of  Cambray,  and  capitulation  of  Paris.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

15  Major  Eliot,  at'ier  serving  during  the  Kaffir  war  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  crossed 
the  Deseit  in  Egypt  with  Sir  David  Baird's  army  in  1801.  He  next  served  at  Monte 
Video  under  Sir  Samuel  Auclunuty;  after  which  the  Peninsular  campaign  of  1808-9, 
including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  for  which  and  for  Egyjjt  he  has  received  the 
Silver  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps ;  and  he  has  also  the  (Jold  Medal  presented  by  the 
Grand  Seignior  for  the  Egyptian  campaign. 

16  Lieut.  Nagel  served  the  Punjaisb  campaign  of  1848-49,  with  the  61st  Regt.,  and 
was  present  at  the  aftair  of  Ramnuggnr,  and  battles  of  Sadoolapore  and  Chillianwalla,  at 
which  last  he  lost  a  leg.     Medal  and  Clasp. 

17  Sir  F.  W.  Frankland  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2d  Foot  from  Nov.  1812  to  the 
end  of  that  war,  and  was  present  at  the  blockade  of  Pampehina,  battles  of  the  Pyrenee» 
on  tiie  '28th  and  30tli  July,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  actions 
before  Bayonue,  and  at  Toulouse  as  acting  aide-de-camp  to  General  Sir  Wm.  Anson 
In  position  at  Halle  during  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  at  the  assault  of  Cambray  as  aide- 
de-camp  to  Gen.  the  Hon.  Sir  C.  Colville.  He  has  received  tiie  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

18  Captain  Wilson  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
four  clasps  for  tlie  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nive,  and  Toulouse.

19  Lieut.  H.Graham  served  in  the  West  Indies,  where  he  was  engaged  in  several  actions.

20  Lieut,  Rutherford  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  old  94th,  was  present  at  the 
defence  of  Cadiz  in  1810,  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  of  Massena,  actions  of  Pombal, 
Redinha,  Condeixa,  and  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle 
of  Vittoria,  blockade  of  Pampehina,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Pampeluna,  and  the  Nivelle, 
and  Nive,  passage  of  the  Gave  d'Oleron,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  of  Vic  Bigorre,  and  battle 
of  Toulouse.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

21  Major  De  Renzy  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and 
capture  of  Flushing.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  in  the  82nd,  and  at  the  battle 
of  Vittoria  be  was  most  severely  wounded  by  a  cannon-shot, — right  arm  amputated.  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

22  Major  Edwards  served  with  the  13th  Dragoons  through  the  Peninsular  war,  and  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Toulouse. 

24  Lt.  Col.  Doyle  sailed  in  1805  witii  Lord  Cathcart's  expedition  to  Hanover,  and  being 
shipwrecked  became  a  prisoner  of  war  to  the  Dutch.  In  1808  he  went  with  Sir  Arthur  Welles- 
ley's  expedition  to  Portugal,  and  was  shot  through  the  body  at  Roleia.  In  1809he  wasat  the 
siege,  sortie,  and  capture  of  Flushing,  and  storming  of  Fort  Ramakins.  In  1810, 11,  and  12 
he  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  Picton's  Division, — in  pursuit  of  Massena  fromSantarem,  ac- 
tions at  Pombal,  Redinha,  Roblida,  Condeixa,  Sabugal, and  Fuentes  d'Onor;  siege  of  Bada- 
joz in  1811,  cavalry  affair  at  El  Bodon,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm 
of  Badajoz  (a  ball  lodged  in  the  cavity  of  the  chest,  unextracted — a  ball  through  the  right 
arm,  which  was  splintered — neck  and  head  wounded) ;  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Ma- 
drid and  the  Retire.

25  Captain  White  served  on  the  expedition  to  tlie  Elbe  and  Weser  under  Lord  Cathcart; 
the  principal  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  undur  the  Duke  of  Wellington  including  the 
operations  on  the  Coa  during  the  siege  and  battle  of  Almeida,  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo, 
the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  the 
Retiro,  the  siege  of  Burgos  and  affair  on  retreat  at  Muriel.  The  campaigns  in  Flanders 
and  France  under  Lord  Lynedoch  and  the  Duke  of  ^^'ellington,  including  the  attack  on 
Merxem,  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  the  affair  of  Fort  Frederick  Heudrick,  and  siege  of 
Bergen-op-Zoom,  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  storming  of  Cambray,  and  capitulation  of  Paris,. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

26  Captain  Roy  served  in  the  71st  at  the  battle  of  Blenberg  and  capture  of  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  in  1806.  Capture  of  Buenos  Ayres  same  year  including  the  several  actions. 
Campaign  in  Portugal  and  Spain  in  1808-9,  including  the  actions  at  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Lugo, 
and  Corunna.  Capture  of  Walcheren.  Campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  in  1810  and  11,  and 
present  at  the  actions  of  Sobral  and  Fuentes  d'Onor.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
four  Clasps. 
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37  Captaia  Jeflreys  entered  the  corps  of  Royal  Marines  as  2nd  Lieut,  ia  1809,  and  was 
appointed  to  tlie  Marine  Artillery  in  the  following  year.  He  served  off  Boulogne,  and  also 
in  the  action  under  Lord  Cochrane  at  Basque  Roads,  as  senior  officer  of  Marine  Artillery, 
on  board  the  Etna  bomb  vessel.  In  1811  he  proceeded  with  the  marine  battalion,  com- 
manded by  the  late  Sir  Richard  Williams,  to  Portugal,  and  returned  to  England  in  1812. 
In  1813  he  obtained  a  company  in  the  Glamorgan  Militia,  and  having  volunteered  the  same 
year  into  the  53rd  regt.,  he  landed  in  Spain,  and  proceeded  to  jein  the  army  at  Toulouse.

actions  of  Vic  Bigoire  and  Tarhes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse  (severely  wounded  through  the 
lungs).

32  Mr.  Hogg  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809 ;  in  the  campaign  on  the  American  lines  in 
1814  and  afterwards  in  the  batteries  before  Platsbarg.  Actively  employed  in  suppressing 
the  Rebellion  in  Canada  in  1837-38. 

33  Lieut.-Colonel  Warren  served  in  India  with  the  65th  Regt.  against  Pirates  in  the 
Persian  tiulf  (severely  wounded ),  and  attack  on  Ras-El-Khyma  in  1809.  Attack  and  cap- 
ture of  the  Mauritius  in  1810.  Capture  of  Noa-Nuggur,  Anjar,  and  Kincoote  in  Kallewar 
and  Gnzyrat  in  1812  and  14.  Mahratta  and  Pindarree  campaigns  of  1817  and  18.  Cap- 
ture of  Poona  (Medal).  Escalade  of  Bhooj,  the  capital  ot  Kutch.  Second  expedition 
against  Pirates  in  the  Persian  Gult  in  1819.  Capture  of  Ras-El-Khyma  and  Zaya.  After- 
wards in  the  West  Indies  as  Military  Secretary  to  Sir  Lionel  Smith;  and  finally  retired 
from  the  service,  owing  to  ill-health,  in  1847,  being  Deputy  Quarter-Master-General  at 
Jamaica. 

34  Lieut.-Colonel  Raitt  sei-ved  with  the  Queen's  Royals  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion 
of  1798,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Wexford  from  the  rebels,  and  at  the  surrender 
of  the  French  at  Ballinamuck.  Accompanied  the  expedition  to  the  Helder  in  1799,  and 
was  present  at  the  battles  of  the  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  October.  Served  the  Egyptian 
catnpaign  of  1801,  including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Fort  Aboukir,  battleof  the  21st  March, 
siege  and  capture  of  Fort  St.  Julian,  affair  of  Rahmania,  and  blockade  and  surrender  of 
Alexandria  (Turkish  War  Medal).  Landed  in  the  Peninsula  21st  Aug.  1808,  and  present 
at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  in  all  the  operations  of  Sir  John  Moore's  army  on  its  retreat,  and 
at  the  battle  of  Corunna.  Accompanied  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  pre- 
sent at  the  capture  of  Flushing.  In  1810  proceeded  to  Portugal  as  aide-de-camp  to 
Major-General  Houstan  ;  present  during  the  operations  of  Massena's  retreat,  and  battle 
of  Fuentes  d'Onor.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  tvith  four  Clasps.

h.  p.  Unatt.  4  Peb.  53. 
Captain  Piercy  served  with  the  2nd  throughout  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan  and  Beloo- 
chistan  in  1838-9  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal)  and  of 
Khelat.  Also  the  Campaign  of  1844-5  in  the  Southern  Concan  and  Sawant  Warree 
Country,  including  the  storming  of  several  Stockades,  and  the  investment  and  capture  of 
the  Forts  Monohur  and  Munsuntosh. 
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War  Services  of  the  Captains. 
1  Captain  Abbott  served  in  Lord  Bridport's  action  with  the  French  fleet  on  the  23d  June 
1795.  In  the  following  jear  he  was  at  the  reduction  of  the  French,  Dutch,  and  Spanish  Coloniea 
in  the  West  Indies.  In  1797  he  was  at  the  capture  of  Trinidad,  and  in  1799  at  the  reduction  of 
Surinam.

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tures  of  Nagpore  and  Asscerghur.  Commanded  two  companies  of  the  Royals  at  the  taking  of 
the  Hill  Forts  in  Candeish.  Received  a  contusion  on  the  head  from  a  matchlock  ball  at  Nully- 
ghaum,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the  leg  at  Asseerghur. 

27  Captain  Blennerhasset  served  with  th^  73d  in  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  nnd  Waterloo.  During  the  Kaodian  insurrection  in  Ceylon  in  1818 
and  19.     Served  with  the  38th  in  Ava  in  1825. 

•28  Captain  A.  S.  Bolton  served  the  campaign  on  the  ISutlej  (Medal  and  three  Clasps).  He 
acted  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Harry  Smith  at  M'lodkee  and  Jferozeshab,  and  was  Adjutant  of 
the  3l5t  at  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon  (severely  wounded). 

29  Captain  Boyes  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  85th,  and  was  present  in  the  action 
at  Bladensburg,  capture  of  Washington,  actions  at  Haltimore  and  New  Orleans. 

30  Captain  I3iabazon  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France  with  the  83rd,  and  has 
received  tlie  silver  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps  for  Talavera,  Busaco,  Albuliera,  Salamanca, 
Vittoiia,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes. 

31  Captain  Brander  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  1st  Dragoon  Guards,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

32  Captain  Brenan  served  throughout  the  operations  in  Scinde  (medal),  including  the  de- 
struction of  Imaumgur  and  the  battles  of  Meeanee  and  Hyderabad  (severely  wounded).  Was 
afterwards  present  at  Panulla.  Pownghur,  Munnahur,  and  Munsuntosh. 

33  Captain  Brine  served  with  the  32d  Regiment  in  the  second  siege  operations  before  Mooltan 
(Medal),  including  the  storm  and  capture  of  the  city  on  the  2d  Jan.  1849  :  he  was  severely 
wounded  on  the  16th  Jan. 

34  Captain  Robert  Onslow  Bridge  served  with  the  expeditionary  force  in  China  (Medal), 
including  the  attack  on  Chuenpee  and  operations  before  Canton  in  1841.

38  Captain  the  Honourable  T.  Browne  landed  with  the  first  expediting  to  Portugal  on  the 
3rd  Aug.  1808,  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  40tb,  and  served  during  the  campaigns  of  1808,  9,  10,  11, 
and  ]  2,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  capture  of  Lisbon,  battles  of  Talavera  and 
Busaco,  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  action  of  Redinha,  capture  of  Campo  Mayor, 
siege  of  Olivenf^-a,  first  and  third  sieges  of  Badajoz,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  ;  and  at  the  battle 
of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  subsequent  retreat  into  Portugal,  he  commanded  the  light 
company  of  the  40th.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

39  Captain  Burges  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was  severely  wounded 
at  Waterloo.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

40  Captain  Alexander  Burke  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  8th,  and  was  present  in 
the  action  at  Plattsburg. 

41  Captain  Burnett  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Guadaloupe. 

42  Capiain  J.  C.  Burton  served  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  from  March  1813  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814. 

43  Captain  Joseph  Burton  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1807;  and  he  was  subsequently 
at  the  taking  of  the  heights  of  Genoa. 

44  Captain  William  Cameron  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Maida. 

45  Captain  Duncan  Campbell  receiv«  d  several  sabre  wounds  in  cutting  out  the  San  Josef  from 
under  the  protection  of  a  fort  on  the  27th  Oct.  1800. 

46  Captain  John  Campbell  (h.  p.  26  F.)  served  at  New  Orleans  with  the  5th  West  India  regt. 

47  Captain  William  Campbell  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  30th  from  August  1811  to 
June  1813,  including  the  storming  of  Badjjoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  advance  to  Mwdrid,  siege  of 
Burgos,  and  affair  of  Villa  Muriel  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

48  Captain  Carnigie  served  in  Portugal  from  Nov.  1809  to  1811,  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

49  Captain  Carr  served  in  the  North  Sea,  on  the  coast  of  France,  and  North  and  South 
Ameriea  from  1812  to  1815. 

50  Captain  Carruthers  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48rd  during  the  campaigns  of  1813 
,  and  14,  and  has  received  the  War  Jledal  with  three  Clasps  for  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse. 

52  Captain  Caulfield  served  in  the  Mediterranean  and  the  Peninsula  with  the  44th  from  April 
1806  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  captures  of  Santa  ^Maura,  and  the  Islands  of 

i  Ischia  and  Procida  ;  also  the  siege  of  Tarragona.     Served  also  in  the  American  war,  including 
the  aiHions  of  Bladcn-burg,  Baltimore,  and  New  Orleans,  at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wounded. 

53  Captain  Chancellor  has  receiv(d  the  War  iltdal  and  on*;  Clasp  for  Talavera. 

[      54  Captain  Chapman  served  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  siege 
of  Flushing. 

55  Sir  William  Gierke  served  with  the  5-2d  Light  Infantry  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present 
ft(  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  (9th,  1 0th,  and  1 1  th  Dec.  1813),  Orthes,  Tarbes,  and  Toulouse 
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Served  also  in  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  "Waterloo,  and  subsequently  with  the 
Army  of  Occupation.     Sir  William  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clat.p3. 

56  Captain  Robert  Cochrane  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  from  August  1811 
to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  C?idiz,  actions  of  Aranjuez,  San  Munos, 
and  San  Milan;  battle  of  Vir.tona,  and  action  at  the  bridge  of  Vera.  Served  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  batile  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Paris.  Severely  wounded  in 
the  left  arm  at  Vera,  and  slightly  in  the  lefc  breast  at  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

57  Captain  R.  jNIortimer  Cochrane  served  on  the  frontiers  of  the  United  States  throughout 
the  last  war  with  America,  including  the  operations  at  Fort  George,  Niagara,  and  Fort  Erie. 

58  Captain  Wm.  H.  Cockburne  was  detached  from  Gibraltar  for  the  defence  of  Tarifain  1811 
and  12,  when  the  French  were  defeated,  leaving  their  guns  behind.  Served  subsequently  in  the 
Peninsula  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and 
repulse  of  the  sortie.  Embarked  afterwards  for  America,  where  he  served  until  the  termination 
of  the  war  with  the  United  States. 

59  Captain  Colby  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809. 

60  Captain  James  R.  Colthurst  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Corunna  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps.  He  served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

61  Captain  Colville  embarked  in  1810  with  the  Guards  for  Cadiz,  then  besieged,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  the  battle  of  Barrosa.  He  served  afterwards  with  the  Peninsular  army  as  Aide-de-Camp 
to  Lord  Lynedoch,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  the  action  of  El  Bodon, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  the  two  sieges  of  San  Sebastian,  and  passage  of  the  Bidassoa;  he  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Holland,  and  was  present  at  the  affair  of  Merxem,  and  the  attack  on  Bergen- 
op-Zoom.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

62  Captain  Conrady  served  at  the  taking  of  Kandy  and  the  Kandian  provinces  in  Ceylon,  in 
1815.     Also  at  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  in  1817  and  18. 

63  Captain  Jervis  Cook  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  in  1809  and  cutting  out  the 
French  brig  Nisus.  At  the  destruction  of  Loire  and  Sei7ie  at  Ance  la  Barque,  and  the  capture 
of  Guadaloupe  in  1810.  On  the  north  coast  of  Spain  and  in  the  Gironde,  and  attached  to  the 
Artillery  in  Flanders.     (War  Medal  with  three  Clasps). 

65  Captain  Cookes  served  in  the  3d  Light  Dragoons  during  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6, 
and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  and  Sobraon,  for  which  he  has  received 
a  Medal  and  two  Clasps. 

66  Captain  David  Cooper  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  3rd  Foot  Guards  from  September 
1810  to  July  1813,  including  the  retreat  from  Busaco  to  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  occupation 
of  them,  advance  through  Portugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  battle 
of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  siege  of  Burgos.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the 
battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  the  capture  of  Paris.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

67  Captain  Henry  J.  Coote  served  with  the  22nd  throughout  the  operations  in  Scinde  (Medal) 
tinder  Sir  Charles  Napier,  and  was  present  at  the  destruction  oflmaumghur,  and  in  the  battles 
of  Meeanee  and  Hyderabad  (severely  wounded).  He  was  mentioned  in  orders  as  being  the  first 
man  who  entered  the  ememy's  entrenched  position,  and  also  as  having  taken  the  first  colour 
from  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Hyderabad.  He  served  with  the  36th  in  the  Ionian  Islands 
from  1849  until  1851,  and  commanded  the  troops  at  Sisi  during  the  insurrection  of  1849,  and 

on  three  occasions  defeated  the  insurgents,  including  their  night  attack  on  the  village  of 
Aggupader. 

68  Captain  Costly  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  45th,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees,  and  at  the  sieges  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo  and  Badajoz:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

69  Captain  Cotton  served  at  the  capture  of  the  islands  of  Ischia  and  Prooida,  in  1809  ;  also 
at  the  siege  of  Genoa,  in  1814. 

70  Captain  Courtenay  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811  until  severely  wounded  in  the  Pyre- 
nees in  1813.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  the  battle  of  Vittoria. 

7 1  Captain  Charles  Cox  (h.p.41  st  Foot)  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Talavera. 

72  Captain  Curtis  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  of  Ter  Vere 
and  siege  of  Flushing, 

73  Captain  Davern  served  with  the  88th  at  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres,  5th  July  1807.  At 
the  defence  of  Cadiz  in  1809  and  10;  subsequent  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  pur- 
suit of  the  French  from  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  action  at  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
second  siege  of  Bad;<joz,  action  at  El  Bodon,  siege  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  third  siege 
and  capture  of  Badajoz  (wounded  at  the  assault),  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  and 
the  Pyrenees;  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes  (wounded)  ;  actions  at 
Vic  Bigorre,  Tarbes,  and  Hasparen,  battle  of  Toulouse,  and  various  other  minor  affairs.  Served 
afterwards  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  in  the  action  in  Plattsburg.  He  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps. 

74  Captain  David  Davies  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  32nd,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Corunna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four 
Clasps.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras,  and 
severely  at  Waterloo. 

74t  Captain  Henry  John  Davies  served  with  the  32nd  Regt.  at  the  2nd  siege  operations 
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before  Mooltan,  including  the  attack  on  the  suburbs  on  the  27  th  Dec.  1848,  storm  and  capture 
of  the  city,  and  surrender  of  the  fortress.  Also  present  at  the  surrender  of  the  fort  and 
garrison  of  Cheniote,  and  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

75  Ciiptain  Alfred  Davis  was  present  with  a  squadron  of  the  22nd  Light  Dragoons  at  the 
battle  of  Mdheidpore,  21st  Dec.  1817  ;  and  at  the  taking  of  Talreir  in  1818. 

76  Captain  William  Davis  was  landed  in  1809  at  Mahon,  in  Minorca,  in  command  of  a  de- 
tachment of  Marines,  to  prevent  the  prisoners  of  war  in  the  Lazaretto  from  rising  and  effecting 
their  escape  during  a  Mutiny  of  the  Spanish  Walloon  Guards.  At  the  capture  and  destruction 
of  a  fort  on  Isle  Verte,  near  La  Civtat,  1st  June  1812,  he  received  a  severe  wound  by  a  rifle 
bill,  in  the  right  thigh.  On  the  8th  May  1813,  as  a  volunteer,  at  the  cutting  out  of  an  armed 
Xybec  from  under  the  fort  and  tower  of  Orbitello.  At  the  capture  of  the  island  of  Pouza,  under 
Sir  Charles  Napier,  where,  as  a  volunteer,  with  a  detachment  of  Marines,  be  landed,  and 
stormed  and  captured  one  of  the  batteries.  On  the  4th  Oct.  1813,  as  a  volunteer  in  the  storm- 
ing of  the  fort  protecting  the  anchorage  at  Marinello,  when  one  gunboat  and  thirteen  of  the 
enemy's  vessels  dt-eply  luden  were  captured,  and  one  gun-boat  sunk.  At  the  landing  uf  the 
Itilian  Levy  at  Via  Keggio,  in  1813.  At  the  landing  near  Leghorn,  in  Dec.  1813,  when  270 
Marines  charged  and  defeated  between  600  and  700  French  Infantry,  supported  by  30  Cavalry, 
received  a  sabre  wound  from  the  charge  of  Cavalry.  At  the  capture  of  a  castle  near  Spizzia, 
25th  March  1814.  Present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  fort  Santa  Maria,  29th  March  following. 
Also  at  the  capture  of  Genoa,  under  Lord  William  Bentinck. 

77  Captain  Lo7-d  De  Blaquiere  served  with  the  41st  throughout  the  campaign  of  1842  in 
Affgbanistan,  and  was  present  in  the  engagements  of  the  28th  March  and  28th  April  in  the 
Pisheen  Valley,  also  in  the  actions  before  Goaiue  and  before  Ghuznee  ;  occupation  and  destruc- 
tion of  that  fortress  and  of  Cabool  ;  expedition  into  Kohistan  ;  storm,  capture,  and  destruction 
of  Istaliff ;  and  the  various  minor  affairs  in  and  between  the  Bolan  and  the  Khyber  Passes. 
He  has  received  the  Medal  inscribed  "  Candahar,  Ghuznee,  Cabul,  1842." 

7S  Captain  de  Teissier  served  in  Scinde,  in  command  of  a  detachment,  protecting  the  stores 
and  ammunition  of  tlie  army,  tracked  up  the  Indus.  Served  also  in  the  Light  Company  of  the 
17th  during  the  campaign  in  Aftghanistan  and  Beloocliistan,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and 
capture  of  the  forr  esses  of  Ghuznee  and  Khelat,  for  which  he  has  received  the  Medal. 

79  Captain  Devon  was  Adjutant  of  the  Artillery  Companies  of  the  Royal  Marines  serving 
in  North  America  during  the  war  in  1813-14. 

80  Captain  J.  A  Dick  served  with  the  43d  Light  Infantry  in  the  Kaffir  War  from  Dec.  1851 
to  June  1852. 

81  Captain  John  Dick  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

82  Captain  Timothy  Dillon,  after  serving  in  Ireland  in  the  Rebellion  in  1798,  sailed  with  the 
2nd  (Queen's)  on  the  expedition  to  the  Helder  in  1799,  and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  the 
19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  October.  He  next  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  (medal),  in- 
eluding  the  action  on  the  landing,  blockade  of  Aboukir,  actions  of  the  13th  and  21st  March, 
bombardment  and  surrender  of  Fort  St.  Julien,  taking  of  Fort  Rahmania  together  v»ith  about 
800  French  troops  coming  to  its  relief  ;  surrender  of  Grand  Cairo  and  of  Alexandria.  He 
served  in  the  campaign  under  Sir  John  Moore  and  on  the  retreat  to  Corunna,  in  the  76th  regt. 
He  has  received  the  silver  W^ar  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Egypt. 

83  Captain  Dure  served  in  the  Buffs  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  (Medal). 

84  Captain  Joseph  Douglas  served  as  2nd  Lieut.  R.  Marines  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Hindostan  in 
the  North  Sea,  off  Texel,  in  1804,  watching  the  movements  of  the  Dutch  Fleet.  On  4th  June 
1805  was  employed  in  the  boats  of  the  Loire  cutting  out  the  boats  of  the  Conjiance,  490  tons, 
off  Muros  Bay,  coast  of  Spain,  and  storming  two  batteries  under  Sir  James  Yeo  (Medal).  On 
24th  Nov.  1805  on  board  the  Loire  during  the  engagement  with  and  capture,  off  Rochfort,  of 
the  French  44  gun  frigate  Libre.  In  1808  he  was  gazetted  to  an  Ensigncy  in  the  32nd  Foot, 
and  the  following  year  served  on  the  Walcheren  expedition,  siege  of  Flushing,  and  ascent  of 
the  Scheldt.  In  Dec.  1810  promoted  to  Lieut,  in  the  45tb,  with  which  Regiment  he  served  the 
Peninsular  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes, 
and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  arm  by  a  musket  ball,  when 
carrying  the  King's  colour:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

85  Captain  Dowdall  served  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1818  and  19.  including  the  taking  of 
Loghur,  Isapoor,  Kooaree,  Rhygur,  Rarte,  besides  several  other  small  forts:,  and  he  was  severely 
wonnded  at  the  storming  of  Raree,  having  sustained  the  total  loss  ot  the  right  eye,  and  a  portion 
of  the  nose  and  jaw-bone.  Served  also  in  the  Burmese  war  under  Sir  Archibald  Campbell,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  storming  the  Dalla  stockades  near  Rangoon  on  the  9th  Dec.  1824. 
Captain  Dowdall  commanded  and  led  the  Light  Company  of  the  89th  to  five  different  storms. 

86  Captain  James  Dowman  served  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  in  1810,  11,  and  12,  during  which 
period  he  was  repeatedly  engaged  in  action  against  the  enemy  both  on  land  and  in  boats,  cutting 
out,  &c.  At  the  blockading  of  the  French  fleet  off  Brest,  in  1813.  During  the  late  campaign 
on  the  coast  of  Syria,  in  1840  and  41,  including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  surrender  of 
Bey  rout,  bombardment  and  fall  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.  Served  also  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion 
at  the  camp  at  D'Jouni. 

87  Captain  John  Dowman  served  with  the  40th  throughout  the  operations  in  Candahar  and  in 
Affghanistan,  in  1841  and  42  ;  and  he  acted  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Mujor- General  Dennis  in  the 
action  at  Maharajpore  on  the  29th  Dec.  1843, 

88  Captain  Drewry  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  5tb,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Salamanca,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  tho  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps 
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89  Captain  Drought  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders  with  thelSth  Dragoons,  and 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps  tor  Albuhera,Vittoria,  Nivellr,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

90  Captain  Drummond  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  with  the  82ad,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Victoria,  the  P_)  rtnee?,  and  Orthes,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
three  Clasps.

94  Captain  Dyer  served  the  campaign  of  1842  in  AfFghanistan  (medal)  with  the  3rd  Light 
Dragoons. 

95  Captain  Eaton  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders  with  the  Ritie  Brigade,  and 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps  for  Barrosa,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  St.  Sebastian, 
Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  ToiUouse. 

96  Captain  Edmonds  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  66th  from  March  1809  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  the  battle  of  T^ilavera,  28th  July  1809. 

97  Captain  Edwardes  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1813  to  June  1814,  and  was  present 
at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa  and  of  the  Adour,  and 
investment  of  Bayonne  .-  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Vittoria,  San 
Sebastian,  Nivelle,  and  Nive.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle 
of  Waterloo. 

99  Captain  William  Elliott  served  with  the  2nd  Life  Guards  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and 
Flanders,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  at  Pam|jeluna,  the  P_yrenees,  Toulouse, 
Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Vittoria 
and  Toulouse. 

100  Captain  Hercules  Ellis  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  88  th,  from  March  1809  to  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  battles  of  Busaco,  Fuentesd'Onor, 
Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees. 

101  Captain  Emerson  served  with  the  35th  at  the  taking  of  Santa  Maura,  storming  of  the 
enemy's  outpusts,  and  at  the  taking  of  the  Ionian  Islands. 

102  Captain  Enderby  served  with  the  22nd  Light  Dragoons  at  Belgaum  and  Sholapore,  in  1818; 
and  with  the  16ih  Lancers  at  Bhurtpore  in  1825-6.  In  addition  to  the  above  he  served  three 
years  in  the  royal  navy  as  midshipman,  and  was  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Defence  at  the  battle  of 
Trafalgar. 

103  Captain  A.  FitzGerald  Evans  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  5th  battalion  of  the  60th 
from  Sept.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  includingthe  action  at  Alba  de  Tormes,  battles  of 
Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  action  of  Garris,  battle  of  Orthes,  actions  of  Lembege, 
Vic  Bigorre,  and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six 
Clasps. 

103t  Captaia  Henry  Roe  Evans  served  with  the  10th  regiment  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in 
1846.  and  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal). 

104  Captain  James  Evans  served  at  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Flushing.  He 
served  also  the  catDpaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

104t  Captain  Fairtluugh  served  with  the  55th  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  Amoy,  Chusan,  Chinhae  (including  the  night  attack),  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghae, 
and  Chin  Keang  Fuo. 

105  Captain  Falkiner  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  61st,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

106  Captain  Fayerman  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  iu  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph 
Abercromby  in  1801,  and  has  received  the  Egyptian  Gold  Medal  and  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp. 

106 1  Sir  Adam  Ferguson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  58th  from  1809,  until  taken  pri- 
soner of  war  in  Oct.  1812,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received 
the  silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

107t  Captain  Ferris  served  in  the  Burmese  war  in  1825-26  (Jledal). 

107  Captain  J.  N.  Fischer  was  Senior  Lieutenant  and  Quarter-master  at  the  defence  of 
Anbalt  by  the  Royal  Marines  in  1811,  for  which  he  received  the  Brevet- rank  of  Captain  and 
the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

108  Captain  Fitzgerald  served  in  the  Anglo-Spanish  Legion  during  1835,  36,  and  37.  He 
was  severely  wounied  in  the  action  of  the  5th  May  near  St,  Sebastian,  and  has  received  twO 
crosses  and  a  medal  for  his  conduct  and  services. 

109  Captain  Foot  served  the  campaign  of  1814  and  15  in  Holland,  Belgium,  and  France,  in- 
cluding the  attack  on  Merxem,  bombardment  of  the  shipping  at  Antwerp,  attack  on  Bergen-opi- 
Zoom,  and  battle  of  Waterloo. 

110  Captaiu  Charles  Ford  served  at  the  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809;  and  at  New  Orleans,  in  1814. 

111  Captain  William  Furd  (Royal  Marines)  served  at  the  island  of  Anholt,  and  at 
Nyburg,  in  1811  ;   and  he  was  at  the  capture  of  three  Danish  luggers  from  under  the  batteries. 

112  Captain  William  Forde  (Unattached)  served  with  the  15th  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe 
in  1810,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 
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113  Captain  Forster  served  with  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  the  campaign  of 
1808-9  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the  oavulry  action  at  Sahagun,  and  battle  of  Corunna. 
Campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  foot 
by  a  urape  shot. 

1 14  Cuptain  Foulston  served  during  the  Kandian  war  in  Ceylon  in  1803,  4,  and  5,  including 
the  capture  of  Kandy  :— wounded  in  the  leg  in  repulsing  an  attack  of  the  enemy  on  the  20tE 
June,  1803.  Served  afterwards  at  the  capture  of  Travancore  in  1809  ;  of  Bourbon  and  the  Isle 
of  France  in  1810  ;  and  of  Java  in  1811, — wounded  on  the  10th  of  August,  when  commanding 
the  advanced  piquet.  At  the  capture  of  Kandy  in  Ceylon  on  the  3rd  Feb.  1815,  and  on  the 
18th  of  the  same  month  drove  the  King  of  Kandy  into  the  hands  of  a  force  which  took  him 
prisoner.  Served  in  the  subsequent  rebellion  during  1817  and  18.  Present  also  at  the  storm- 
ing of  Ghuznee  on  the  23rd  July  1839.  Was  embarked  with  a  detachment  on  board  the 
Ntreide  frigate  under  Sir  Nisbet  Willoughby,  destined  for  the  reduction  of  Isle  de  la  Passe,  and 
was  taken  prisoner  at  the  surrender  of  that  ship  after  a  most  severe  action  with  a  French  squa- 
dron on  the  23rd  Aug.  1810.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java.

He  served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1813  until  the  end  of  that 
war,  and  afterwards  at  Genoa. 

list  Captain  Thomas  Fraser  (Royal  Marines)  was  presented  with  a  piece  of  plate  by  the 
Merchants  on  the  occasion  of  his  being  landed  for  the  protection  of  British  property  at  Lima, 
during  the  revolution  in  Dec.  1835,  when  the  place  was  in  possession  of  tlie  rebels. 

116  Captain  FuUarton  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  38th,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
fonr  Clasps. 

117  Captain  F.  H.  Fuller  proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  was  present  with  the  53rd 
at  the  capture  of  Oporto,  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  besides  various  skir- 
mishes.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Talavera  and  Busaco. 

118  Captain  J.  T.  Fuller  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807 ;  and  at  the  bombardment 
of  Algiers,  27th  Aug.  1816. 

119  Captain  Furnace  ?ri  -(i  "i  the  Peninsula  with  the  61st,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Talavera,  Busaco.  Salamanca.,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

120  Captain  Fyers  served  in  the  Peninsula  during  the  campaign  of  1809. 

121  Captain  Fyfe  served  with  the  92d  with  the  expedition  under  Sir  John  Moore  to  Sweden 
in  1808,  aad  afterwards  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna.  He  next 
served  on  the  Walcheren  expedition,  after  which  be  joined  the  army  under  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington in  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedra?,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  at 
Arroyo  de  Molino,  Almarez,  Alba  de  Tormes,  Vittoria,  Maya  Pass  (twice  wounded),  and 
Pyrenees  on  25th,  30th,  and  31st  July,  at  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Garris,  Arriverette,  Orthes, 
and  Aire  (severely  wounded),  besides  various  minor  affairs  and  skirmishes.  He  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

122  Captain  Garner  joined  the  1st  battalion  of  the  40th  in  the  Pyrenees  in  1813,  and  he' 
served  in  the  campaign  of  that  and  the  following  year.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
one  Clasp  for  Nivelle. 

123  Captain  Gascoyne  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  83rd  from  1809  to  1813,  and  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  leg  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca.  Served  also  in  Ceylon  as  Deputy- 
Assistant-Adjutant-General  during  the  Kandian  rebellion  in  1818.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Busaco  and  Salamanca. 

124  Captain  Gee  served  with  the  39th  Regt.  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811  to  1814,  and  was 
present  at  Vittoria,  Stewart's  Rock,  near  Maya;  Pyrenees,  Pampeluna,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Bayonne, 
Garris,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps.  He  was  also 
present  in  the  battle  of  Maharajpore,  29  Dec.  1843  (Medal). 

125  Captain  George  served  with  the  second  battalion  of  the  44th  in  the  campaigns  of  1810 
and  11,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  of  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  also  the  retreat  of 
Ma^sena  into  Spain.  In  1812,  he  was  present  with  the  7th  Fusiliers  at  the  siege  and  storming 
of  Badajoz,  on  which  last  occasion  he  was  wounded  in  four  places  by  musket  balls.  In  1815  he 
was  present  with  the  Fusiliers  during  the  operations  before  New  Orleans  ;  also  at  the  capture 
of  Paris,  and  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
two  Clasps  for  Fuentes  d'Onor  and  Badajoz. 

126  Captain  Gibbons  served  in  the  rebellion  in  Ireland,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  the  French 
near  Ballinamuck,  8th  Sept.  1798.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1811  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  covering  of  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  forcing 
the  enemy  out  of  Llerena  on  the  night  of  the  25th  March  1812,  actions  near  Usagre  (wounded 
in  the  right  hand)  and  Llerena,  affair  with  the  enemy's  cavalry  21st  June,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
and  capture  of  the  French  rear-guard  on  the  following  day  ;  captures  of  Madrid  and  Valladolid, 
investment  and  siege  of  Burgos,  retreat  from  thence,  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the 
Pyrenees,  28th,  29th,  and  30lh  July  ;  Pass  of  Maya,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  blockade 
of  Bayonne,  from  12th  Dec.  1813  to  22nd  Feb.  1814  ;  battle  f>f  Orthes,  actions  of  Vic  Bigorre 
and  Tarbes.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps.  Since  the  Peace  of  1815  he 
served  eight  years  in  the  Mediterranean  and  wa^  an  eye-witness  of  the  war  on  the  Morea  be- 
tween the  Greeks  and  Turks.     He  also  served  nine  years  in  India. 

127  Captain  F.  Y.  Gilbert  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Dec.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
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1814,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  clasps  for  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive  . 

128  Captain  Ginger  was  present  with  the  Slst  at  the  battle  of  Maida,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

129  Captain  Girdlestone  served  with  the  31st  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Talavera  (wounded),  Busaco,  Albuhera,  Vittoria,  (wounded;,  Pyrenees  (wounded),  and  the 
Nivelle  (wounded — right  arm  severely  fractured).  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six 
Clasps. 

130  Captain  Goode  served  in  the  American  war,  including  the  operations  in  the  Chesapeake, 
battles  of  Bladensbui'g  and  capture  of  Washington  and  Alexandria,  action  near  Baltimore,  and 
destruction  of  the  American  flotilla.  Served  also  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1815. 

131  Captain  Charles  Gordon  served  in  the  American  war  in  1814  and  15  with  the  93rd,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  left  cheek  at  New  Orleans,  8th  Jan.  1815. 

132  Captain  John  Henry  Grant  served  with  the  Queen's  Royals  during  the  campaign  of 
1844 — 45  in  the  Southern  Coucan  aud  Sawant  Warree  Country,  including  the  storming  of 
several  stockades,  and  the  investment  and  capture  of  the  forts  of  Monohur  and  Munsuntosh. 

133  Captain  Humphrey  Gray  was  present  with  the39th  in  the  battle  of  Maharaj  pore  (Medal) 
29th  Dec.  1843,  and  was  very  severely  wounded. 

134  Captain  Robert  Gray  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th,  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  six  Clasps  for  the  Pyrenees,  St.  Sebastian,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Ortbes,  and  Toulouse. 

135  Captain  Gregor  served  with  the  23rd  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  in  1809,  and  sub- 
sequently in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Albuhera  (severely  wounded),  Vittoria,  and 
the  Pyrenees:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

136  Captain  John  Griffith  served  in  the  12th  Dragoons  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  and 
was  wounded  on  the  left  thigh  in  the  action  of  the  21st  March.  In  1809  he  served  at  Wal- 
cheren  j  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle 
of  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps,  for  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

137  Captain  Gwynne  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  62nd,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  two  Clasps  for  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

138  Captain  Hadfield  served  with  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons  throughout  the  Punjaub  Campaign 
of  1848 — 9,  and  commanded  a  squadron  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

138t  Capt.  Half  hide  served  with  the  49th  throughout  the  whole  of  the  operations  in  China 
(Medal),  except  the  capture  of  Segoan,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Chusan  ? 
(both  operations),  storm  and  capture  of  th-;  heights  above  Canton,  attack  and  capture  of  Amoy 
and  Chinghae,  occupation  of  Ningpo,  and  repulse  of  the  night  attack ;  attack  and  capture  of 
Chapoo,  Woosung,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  demonstration  before  Nankin. 

139  Captain  R.  C.  Hamilton  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  1834  with 
the  48th  regt. 

140  Captain  Hardinge  served  with  the  39th  Regiment  in  the  battle  of  Maharajpore,  29th  Dec, 
1843  (Medal). 

141  Captain  Hardwick  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  45th,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  six  clasps. 

142  Captain  Hugh  Harrison  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  32nd,  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Salamanca.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

143  Captain  John  Harrison  (h.  p.  82nd  Foot)  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  18th 
Hussars  from  Jan.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the 
Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  as  also  in  the  minor  actions  of  the  Esla,  at 
Morales  de  Toro,  near  Hillette,  and  at  the  bridge  of  Croix  d'Orade  (wounded  in  the  band).  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

144  Captain  Septimus  Harrison  served  with  the  10th  in  the  Nepaul  campaigns  of  1814  and 
15,  and  commanded  a  company  on  tbe  advanced  guard  in  the  action  at  Jeetghur,  where  he  was 
wounded.     Served  also  against  the  Mahrattas  in  1816  and  17. 

145  Captain  Hart  served  with  the  78th  at  the  capture  of  Java  in  1811,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

146  Captain  Haviland  served  with  the  62nd  m  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6,  and  was  pre- 
sent in  the  battles  of  Ferozeshah  and  Sobraon  (severely  wounded),  for  which  he  has  received 
a  Medal  and  one  Clasp. 

147  Captain  John  Hay  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  the  capture  of 
Curagoa  in  1807. 

148  Captain  William  Hay  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  16th  Light  Dragoons,  and  was 
present  at  the  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

149  Captain  Healy  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  7th  Fusiliers,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  Albuhera,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

150  Captain  Hewett  served  blockading  the  French  fleet  off  Brest,  Rochefort,  and  Ferrol,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  action  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain  22nd  July 
1805.  In  the  1st  Battalion  Royal  Marines  under  Sir  Arthur  AVellesIey  in  Portugal,  and  at 
Lawris,  and  Galeaga.  In  the  2nd  battalion,  under  Sir  Sidney  Bcckwitb,  during  the  war  in 
North  America, — at  the  attack  on  Craney  Island,  the  storming  of  Hampton,  taking  of  Queen- 
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tovn,  and  Kent  Island ;  frequently  employed  as  an  engineer  officer,  in  command  of  out-posts, 
and  of  gun-boats  whilst  attached  to  the  Curps  of  observation,  led  the  forlorn  hope  at  the  cap- 
ture of  Fort  Oswego  where  he  climbed  the  flagstatf  and  tore  down  the  American  Colours 
(severely  wounded)  ;— officially  thanked  by  Colonel  deWatteville  for  his  conduct  on  this  occasion. 

151  Captain  Hewson,  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  engaged  at  the  battle  of  Niagara 
and  siege  of  Fort  Erie.     Served  also  in  the  Burmese  war. 

152  Captain  Hickie  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Slst,  and  has  received  the  silver  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Salamanca. 

153  Captain  Henry  Hill  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  11th  Light  Dragoons  from  May  1811 
to  June  1813,  and  was  present  at  the  action  near  El  Bodon,  battle  of  Salamanca,  with  the  ad- 
vance and  rear-guard  to  and  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for 
Salamanca. 

154  Captain  George  Hilliard  served  with  the  18th  Royal  Irish  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal) 
at  the  Bogue  Forti,  Canton  (wounded J,  Amoy,  Chapoo,  Shanghai,  Woosung,  and  ChinKiangFoo. 

155  Captain  Hillier  acted  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Brigadier  Cureton  in  the  action  ot  Maharaj- 
pore,  29th  Dec.  1843  (Medal)  ;  and  served  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Governor- General  with  the 
army  of  the  Sutlej,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the  action  at  Moodkoe  (Medal). 

156  Captain  Hodges  served  in  the  Peninsula,  from  1810  to  1814,  including  the  battles  of 
Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees,  be&ides  various  minor  actions  and  skirmishes.  Served  also  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  Commanded  the 
Auxiliary  land  forces  under  the  orders  of  his  Imperial  Majesty  the  Duke  of  Braganza,  in  Por- 
tugal, in  1832  and  1633.  AVas  also  present  at  the  attack  on  the  Egyptian  Forces  under  Ibrahim 
Pasha,  by  the  Turkish  Army,  commanded  by  Commodore  Sir  Charles  Napier,  on  the  heights 
above  Beyrout  in  Sjria,  10th  Oct.  1840.  He  has  been  three  times  wounded  in  the  course  of 
his  services.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Vittoria. 

157  Captain  Hullinsworth  served  the  campaign  of  1799,  in  Holland,  including  the  actions  of 
the  10th  Sept.,  2nd  and  Gth  October.  The  Egyptian  cirapaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions  of 
the  17th  and  25th  August.  At  the  battle  of  Maida,  1806.  Campaign  of  1808-9,  including  the 
battles  of  Vimiera  and  Corunna.  Expedition  to  Walcheren,  1809.  Peninsular  campaigns  from 
Oct.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  actions  at  Ronces- 
valles,  in  the  Pyrenees  (28th  July.  1st  and  2nd  Aug.)  ;  affairs  on  entering  France,  and  battle  of 
Orthes,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  thigh.  He  has  received  the  Wai 
Medal  wiih  nine  Clasps. 

158  Captain  Holmes  served  with  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  14th,  on  the  expedition  under  Lord 
William  Bentinck  in  the  Genoese  territor}',  in  1814;  and  also  served  in  the  South  of  France,  in 
1815.  Served  with  the  20th,  with  the  Madras  and  Bombay  Force,  against  the  Rajah  of  Kola- 
pore,  in  1827. 

160  Captain  Horsley  served  the  campaign  of  1813  and  14  in  Germany  and  Holland,  and  was 
severely  wounded  (three  wounds)  at  the  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom. 

161  Captain  Hort  served  with  the  Slst  in  Lower  Calabria  and  Sicily,  and  accompanied  the 
expedition  under  Major-General  Ackland  to  the  Bay  of  Naples,  in  1806.  Served  also  during  the 
campaign  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and  lost  his  right  leg  at  the  battle  of  Corunna  :  he  has  received 
the  War  j\ledal  with  one  Clasp. 

163  Captain  George  Hotham  served  at  the  bombardment  of  Algiers,  under  Lord  Exmouth. 

164  Captain  Hulme  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  2nd  siege  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (10th  to  13th  Dec),  passage  of 
the  Ad  our,  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  In  March  1815  he  joined  the 
army  in  the  Netherlands,  and  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  Pontoon  train  at  Antwerp: — 
Early  in  May,  in  order  to  secure  a  shorter  and  more  direct  communication  between  Brussels 
and  Antwerp,  he  was  entrusted  with  the  construction  of  a  bridge  of  vessels  at  Boom,  across  the 
Rupel,  a  large  navigable  branch  of  the  Scheldt,  which  having  completed  and  maintained  until 
the  victory  at  Waterloo  rendered  it  no  longer  requisite,  he  followed  the  army  to  Paris  in  com- 
mand of  a  division  of  the  Pontoon  train,  where  he  remained  until  1816.  He  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

165  Captain  Humbley  served  with  the  95th  (Rifle  Brigaf!e)at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807, 
and  was  present  in  some  skirmishes  near  that  city,  and  afterwards  at  the  action  of  Kioge,  the 
surrender  of  Copenhagen  and  the  whole  of  the  Danish  Navy.  In  1808  he  landed  with  a  detach- 
ment in  Portugal,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  the  advance  from  Lsibon 
into  Spain,  the  subsequent  retreat  from  Salamanca,  action  at  Calcavellas,  and  battle  of  Corunna. 
Served  on  the  Walcheren  expedition  in  1809;  commanded  an  advanced  out-post  before  Flushing 
on  the  night  of  the  31*1  July,  when  he  surprised  and  took  prisoners  an  uut-lj-ing  piquet  of  the 
enemy;  the  following  day  he  was  very  severely  wounded  in  the  forehead,  when  under  the  forti- 
fications of  Flushing,  by  a  musket-ball  which  lodged, — the  ball  extracted,  and  the  head  trepanned. 
Joined  the  Army  in  the  Peninsula  in  March  1810,  where  he  served  until  the  end  of  the  war  in  1814, 
with  the  exception  of  four  months  in  1812;  — present  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  and  Fort  Matagorda 
debarked  at  Tarifa,  present  at  the  battles  of  Barrosa,  Salamanca,  and  Vittoria — severely  wounded 
in  the  left  arm;  action  at  Vtra  bridge,  storming  the  heights  of  Vera,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees- 
wounded  near  the  left  eye;  crossing  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes — se- 
verely wounded  in  the  right  thigh ;  action  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  numerous 
minor  actions,  skirmishes,  and  affiurs  of  out-posts.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
very  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo  by  a  musket  ball  in  each  shoulder,   the  two  balls  having 
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lodged,  one  of  which  was  extracted  two  days  afterwards, — the  other  still  remains  lodged  under  the 
scapula  in  the  left  shoulder.  On  the  passage  to  Spain,  5  th  Dec.  1812,  he  was  at  the  capture,  after 
a  running  fight  of  several  miles,  of  a  large  American  merchant-ship  well  armed.  He  has  re- 
ceived the  War  Medal  with  twelve  Clasps. 

1G6  Cxptain  Humby  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  the  battle  of  Algiers. 

167  Ciptain  Humfrey  joined  the  43th  in  the  Peninsula  in  1811,  and  served  there  until  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  —severely  wounded,  siege 
and  storm  of  Badajoz, — in  both  of  these  attacks  he  served  in  the  storming  party  composed  of  tfife 
flank  companies;  storm  of  Fort  Picurina  under  General  Kempt,  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of 
Madrid,  retreat  therefrom  into  Portugal,  battle  of  Vittoria,  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  battle  of  the 
Pyrenees — severely  wounded,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  besides  numerous 
minor  affairs  and  skirmishes.     He  has  received  the  War  Medial  with  nine  Clasps. 

168  Captain  Humphreys  served  with  the  15th  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  and  the  Saintes,  in 
1809;  and  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1815.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Mar- 
tinique. 

169  Captain  George  James  Hunter  served  during  the  campaign  of  1 81 4  on  the  Niagara  frontier, 
including  the  action  at  Chippewa  and  attack  on  Fort  Erie. 

170  Captain  Hussey  served  in  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  in  1801  ;  for  which  he 
has  received  the  Turkish  Gold  Medal,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.  Was  at  the 
attack  on  the  Citadel  at  Cassis,  18  Aug.  1813;  when  the  battery  was  carried  by  escalade  by 
the  Royal  Marines,  and  27  vessels  captured. 

171  Captain  Isaac  served  with  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles;  several  affairs  and  skirmishes  with 
the  border  Tribps  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  between  1830  and  1839. 

172  Captain  D.  G.  James  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp,  for  Copenhagen,  1801. 

173  Captain  Henry  James  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Fort  San  Philippe  (Balaguer),  and 
siege  of  Tarragona,  in  1813.     Also  at  the  bombardment  of  Algiers,  in  1816. 

174  Sir  Samuel  Raymond  Jarvis  served  with  the  25th  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  in  1809, 
and  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810,  for  which  he  has  received  the  silver  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

175  Captain  James  Jones  served  in  the  Royal  Marine  battalion  at  the  capture  of  St.  Elmo, 
Capua,  and  Gaeta,  in  1799.  Also  in  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  in  1801  ;  and  has 
received  the  Turkish  Gold  Medal,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

176  Captain  William  Jones  (h.  p.  52nd  F.)  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  14th  Dragoons, 
and  was  present  at  Busaco,  Badajoz,  Vittoria,  and  Nivelle,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

177  Captain  Keily  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

178  Captain  John  Kelly  accompanied  the  effective  men  of  the  wing  of  the  6lh  Regt. 
stationed  at  Aden,  which  formed  part  of  an  expedition  of  500  men  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col. 
Pennycuick,  which  destroyed  the  Arab  posts  of  Sheik  Medi  and  Sheik  Othman,  and  skirmished 
between  those  places  on  the  6th  Oct.  1841. 

179  Captain  William  Kelly  served  as  a  volunteer  in  the  Grenadier  Battalion  of  the  Line  on 
the  expedition  to  Holland  in  1799,  including  the  actions  of  the  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6tli  October. 
In  1800  he  was  at  the  blockade  of  Malta  and  surrender  of  Valetta.  In  1807  he  was  at  the  siege 
and  assault  of  Fort  Commonah,  in  the  East  Indies;  and  also  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Fort 
Gunowrie. 

180  Captain  Ker  served  with  the  37th  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne,  in  1814. 

181  Captain  Kettil by  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  with  the  23rd  Fusiliers,  and  has  received 
the  silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

182  Captain  James  King  served  in  the  AVest  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  the  city 
of  St.  Domingo,  in  1809.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  in  the  87th,  from  Jan.  1812  to 
June  1813,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  on.^  Clasp. 

183  Captain  J.  D.  King  served  in  Holland  and  the  Peninsula,  from  July  1809  to  the  end  of 
that  war  m  1814,  including  the  capture  oF  Walcheren  and  siege  of  Flushing;  battle  of  Busaco, 
action  at  Fuente  Guinaldo,  affair  at  Aldea  dePonte,  action  of  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  battles 
of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  25th,  26th,  27th,  and  28th  July,  1813, — severely  wounded  in  the  right 
shoulder  on  the  28th.  Present  also  at  the  capture  of  Paris,  in  1815.  He  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

184  Captain  T.  N.  King  served  the  Corunna  campaign. 

185  Captain  W.  J.  King  served  the  campaigns  of  1818  and  19  in  Concan,  in  India.  Served 
in  the  Burmese  war  in  1824  and  5,  and  received  a  severe  contusion  when  leading  the  attack  on 
the  White  Pagoda,  an  out-work  of  the  stockade  of  Donabew. 

185t  Captain  Knapman  served  ot  Lissa,  in  1811  (wounded)  ;  and  in  boats  cutting  out  an 
Algerine  Brig  at  Bona,  in  1825.     (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.) 

186  Captain  Alfred  Knight  served  with  the  62nd  at  the  capture  of  Genoa  in  1814,  and  subse- 
quently at  the  taking  of  Castine  and  Hamiltown  in  the  United  States  of  N.  America. 

187  Captain  Knowles  served  with  the  50th  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  29  Dec.  1843  (Medal) ; 
and  also  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  in  1845-6,  including  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshab,  and 
Aliwal,  for  which  he  has  received  a  Medal  and  two  Clasps.  He  was  slightly  wounded  at 
Ferozeshab,  and  dangerously  wounded  (right  leg  amputated)  at  Aliwal. 

188  Captain  Kyle  served  in  the  Peninsula  witn  the  old  9 4 tb,  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  actions  at  Redinha,  Casal 
Novo,  Fez  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal;  battle  of  Fuentea  d'Onor,  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  action  aj 
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El  Bodon,  siego  and  storm  of  ciudad  Rodrigo  (slightly  wounded),  third  siege  of  Badajoz  and 
gtorming  of  Fort  Picurina,  inhere  he  was  severely  wounded  in  leading  the  94th  party  3rd  division 
to  one  of  the  most  despenitg  assaults  that  took  place  during;  the  war;  retreat  to  Portugal,  battles 
of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees^  Nivelle,  and  Orthes;  action  at  Vic  Bigorre,  and  battle  of  Toulouse. 
1I«-  has  received  the  Gold  Midal  for  Vittoria,  (having  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  regi- 
ment); and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

189  Sir  Henry  John  Lanabcrt  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Grenadier  Guards,  and  was 
presiut  at  the  battles  of  Barrosa  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  two  Olasps. 

190  Captani  Lane  served  with  the  41st  in  several  skirmishes  in  the  American  war;  and  with  the 
47th  at  the  taking  of  Several  islands  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  in  1819  and  20. 

191  Captain  Langton  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  also  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  52nd, 
and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Corunua,  Fuentes  d  Ouor,  Ciudad  Eod- 
rigo,  and  Salamanca. 

192  Captain  Latham  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Buifs,  and  wus  present  at  the  bstttles 
of  Busaco  and  Albuhera  (wounded),  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

193  Caprain  John  Law  was  in  the  action  with,  and  capture  of,  the  Chesapeake  by  the  Shannon, 
on  the  1st  June,  IBi;?.  He  was  also  at  the  capture  of  Fort  St.  Elmo,  and  the  batteries  at  Naples 
on  the  21st  May,  1815. 

194  Captain  Laivlor  served  in  the  American  war,  under  Sir  Gordon  Drummond. 

195  Captain  W.  H.  Lawrence  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  siege  of  Tarragona. 

19G  Captain  Leatham  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  1st  Dragoon  Guards,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

197  Colonel  Le  Cuuteur  served  during  the  whole  of  the  last  war  in  America,  fie  was  adjutant 
to  Colonel  De  iJarem,  who  commanded  the  Light  Division  and  seven  hundred  Indians,  under 
Generals  Vincent  and  De  Rottenburg  on  the  Niagara  fronter;  was  engaged  at  Sackett's  Harbour, 
the  battle  ot  Niagara,  and  was  in  the  storming  division  at  Fort  Erie,  where  he  was  blown  up  by 
the  springing  of  a  mine;  present  also  at  the  action  of  the  Cross  Roads  and  many  skirmishes  with 
the  Light  Division. 

198  Captain  Lempriere  served  the  campaign  in  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  tha 
actions  at  Sahagun,  and  Benevente,  and  retreat  to  Corunna.  In  1814,  he  served  in  the  south  of 
France,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse  ;  after  which  he  served  in  the  American  war, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Bladensburg,  capture  of  Washington,  and  in  all  the  operations 
with  the  army  in  the  Chesapeake,  and  before  New  Orleans.  In  1815  he  served  in  the  Nether- 
lands, and  was  attached  to  the  Prussian  army  in  reducing  the  fortresses  on  that  frontier.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

199  Captain  L.  X.  Leslie  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Canada. 

200  Captain  W.  W.  Lewis  served  with  the  58th  Regt.  on  the  expedition  to  Naples,  under  Sit 
James  Craig,  in  1805-6  ;  was  at  the  battle  of  Maidi  (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp),  and  siege 
and  capture  of  Scylla  Castle,  and  served  in  Sicily  from  1806  to  1812.  Was  at  the  skirmish 
and  taking  of  the  French  military  stores  at  St.  Euphemia  ;  appointed  to  the  British  armed 
Flotilla,  and  had  the  command  of  twelve  gun-boats,  and  was  constantly  engaged  with  the  enemy's 
batteries  and  boats  on  the  coast  of  Calabria,  and  received  a  letter  of  thanks  from  Captain  Hall, 
R.  N.  for  cutting  out  a  sloop  laden  with  stores  from  under  a  French  battery.  Was  at  the  cap- 
ture of  the  islands  of  Ischia,  and  Procida.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  (as  Adjutant 
from  July  1815),  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Castalla,  Siege  of  Tarragona,  action  of  Villa 
Franca,  besides  various  other  affairs.  Served  in  the  American  War,  and  was  wounded  at  the 
attack  on  PJattsburg. 

201  Captain  Litchfield  served  at  Walcherenin  1809;  also  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1812, 13, 
and  14,  including  the  action  at  Puerto  del  Almarez,  andbattUs  of  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse, 
— for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps.  He  served  alterwards  in  the 
American  war,  including  the  action  at  Plattsburg. 

202  Captain  Logan- Home's  services  : — co-operation  with  the  French  Ariny  in  the  Morea. 
Siege  of  Patras.     Co-operation  with  the  Spanish  Forces  and  Legion  near  San  Sebastian. 

202f  Captain  Louis  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
Silver  War  JNIedal  with  one  Clasp. 

203  Captain  Lovett  served  with  the  50th  throughout  the  Suthj  campaign  of  1845-6  (Medal 
and  Clasps),  including  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozesliah,  Aliwal  and  Sobraon.  For  these 
serrices  he  was  promoted  in  the  field  to  a  company  in  the  28th  Regt. 

204  Captain  Lutman's  services:— Campaign  and  battle  of  Corunna  (wounded  in  the  left  thigh); 
exp'ditiou  to  Walcheren,  and  siege  of  Flushing;  Sicily  from  May  1810  to  June  1812;  Peninsula 
from  June  1812  untd  the  end  of  the  war,  includuig  the  battle  of  Castalla,  siege  of  Tarragona,  July 
and  Aug.  1813,  and  blockade  of  Barcelona,  Feb.  to  May  1814;  served  also  in  the  Anaerican  war. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

205  Captain  Lynch  served  with  the  27th  the  campaign  of  1806  in  Calabria,  including  the 
batile  of  Maida.  He  served  also  in  the  Peninsula  and  south  of  France,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  Silver  War 
Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

20G  Captain  Ljster  served  in  the  wars  of  succession  in  Portugal  and  in  Spain,  from  1833  to 
1841,  as  Captain  of  Infantry  and  Cavalry,  and  was  present  in  Oporto  during  the  siege,  and  at 
the  £iege  and  capture  of  Irun,  Fontarabia,  Morella,  Berga,  and  Castelotte  (severely  wounded). 
Was  on  the  staff  of  General  Don  Diego  Leon,  commanding  his  escort,  and  extra  aide-de-camp. 
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He  was  twice  decorated  with  tke  Order  of  St.  Ferdinand  for  charges  of  cavalry  at  Alio  and 
Berga,  and  with  the  medals  for  the  siege  and  capture  of  Irun  and  Morella.  He  served  with 
the  50th  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  (Medal). 

207  Captain  Donald  M'Donald  served  at  Walcheren,  in  1809 ;  and  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz. 

208  Captain  Angas   M'lntjre  served  with  the  41st  in  the  American  war. 

209  Captain  M-Murdo  served  with  the  8th  Hussars  at  the  siege  of  Hattras,in  1817;  and  after- 
wards in  the  Pindaree  war. 

209f  Captain  M'Nair  served  during  the  American  war  in  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  on 
the  borders  of  Lake  Ontaria,  and  on  the  Niagara  frontier,  including  the  investment  of  Fort 
George,  action  at  Black  Rock  and  capture  of  the  town  of  Buffalo;  siege  of  Fort  Erie,  and  the 
action  at  the  sortie,  17tli  Sept.  1814,  besides  other  affairs.     Prisoner  of  war  about  six  months. 

210  Captain  Daniel  M'Pnerson  served  in  the  8th  on  the  expedition  to  Denmark,  and  was  at  the 
siege  and  capture  of  Copenhagen  in  1807.  In  1809  he  served  on  the  expedition  against  Martinique, 
and  was  at  the  storming  of  the  heights  of  Surriere  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Bourbon,  and  capture  of 
the  Island.  He  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  Glengan-y  Light  Infantry  until  very  severely 
wounded  at  the  attack  on  Sackett's  Harbour,  the  severity  of  which  wounds  compelled  him  to 
remove  to  a  Veteran  Battalion.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for 
Martinique. 

211  Captain  M'Queen  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  7th  battalion  of  the  60th,  and  was 
present  at  the  taking  of  Castile  and  Hampden,  and  the  John  Adams  United  States  frigate. 

212  Captain  M'Vicar  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

213  Captain  Macartney  served  with  the  9th  Lancers  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  on  the  29th  Dec. 
1843  (Medal). 

214  Captain  Mac  Donnell  served  the  campaign  of  1814  with  the  61st,  including  the  affair  of 
Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

215  Captain  Macfarlane  served  in  the  Penins-ula  with  the  91st,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Corunna,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

216  Captain  Mac  Gregor  served  in  the  East  Indies,  with  the  Royals,  and  was  severely  wounded 
at  thebattleof  Mahidpore,  22nd  Dec.  1817,  and  again  at  the  assault  on  Fort  Talueir,  27th  Feb.1818. 

217  Captain  William  Mackay  served  the  Egyiptian  campaign  of  1801  with  the  92nd  High- 
landers, for  which  he  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

218  Captain  A.  Wedder  Mackenzie  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Busaco, 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  Salamanca. 

218t  Captain  Colin  Mackenzie  joined  the  army  of  the  Netherlands  on  the  4th  July,  1814,  and 
served  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  continuously 
from  the  above  date,  in  Flanders  and  France,  till  the  evacuation  of  Paris  by  the  Allied  Armies 
in  the  spring  of  1816,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Paris.  Embarked  in  command  of  a 
Company  of  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners  for  Canada,  on  the  first  outbreak,  and  served  as  Senior 
Royal  Engineer  on  the  Niagara  Frontier  during  1838-9. 

219  Captain  Mackinnon  served  with  the  16th  Lancers  throughout  the  campaign  in  Affghan- 
istan,  under  Lord  Keane,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal;.  He 
served  also  in  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal)  in  1846,  including  the  battles  of  Buddiwal, 
Aliwal,  and  Sobraon. 

220  Captain  Maclean  embarked  in  Nov.  1813,  for  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  where  he  served 
on  several  expeditions,  and  was  present  in  almost  every  affair  and  skirmish  that  took  place  on  the 
various  parts  of  the  coast  at  which  he  was  stationed  with  the  Royal  African  Corps  and  2nd  West 
India  Regiment,  from  Jan.  1814  to  May  1822,  including  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  town  of 
Barra,  River  Gambia,  in  July  1817. 

221  Captain  Macneil  served  with  the  75th  in  the  East  Indies;  in  1800  and  1801  he  was  actively 
employed  during  the  campaign  in  the  district  of  Cotoite  in  Malabar,  including  the  storm  and  cap- 
ture of  the  fort  of  Pyche.  In  1802  and  03  he  was  on  service  in  Guzerat,  and  was  present  in  the 
action  at  Kurrie,  storm  of  the  outworks  and  camp  at  Kurrie;  siege  and  reduction  of  Brodera,  and 
action  of  the  6th  Feb.  1803,  on  the  banks  of  the  Mahe.  Subsequently  he  served  with  the  army 
under  Sir  John  Murray,  which  advanced  from  Baroda  to  Doud,  from  which  it  retrograded  in 
March  and  AprU  1804  after  the  peace  with  Scindia  and  the  Rajah  of  Berar. 

222  Captain  George  Mainwaring  served  with  the  27th  in  the  Burmese  war,  in  1825  and  26. 
He  served  with  the  22nd  throughout  the  operations  in  Suinde  (Medal),  under  Sir  Charles  Napier, 
including  the  destruction  of  the  Fort  of  Imaumghur,  and  the  battles  of  Meeanee  and  Hyderabad. 

222f  Captain  Mancor  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  with  the  59tli,  and  has  received  the 
Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

223  Captain  Manners  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1810  to  Dec.  1813,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Barrosa  (woundt=d),  and  the  defence  of  Tarifa  and  Cadiz.  He  has  received  the 
Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Barrosa. 

224  Captain  H.  C.  Martin  served  on  the  expedition  against  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West  India 
Islands,  in  1801;  likewise  on  the  expedition  against  the  French  Islands  in  1803. 

225  Captain  J.  M.  Mason  served  in  Canada,  Flanders,  and  France,  in  1814  and  15;  also  in 
Canada  in  1838,  and  commanded  a  company  of  volxuiteers  at  the  taking  of  Grand  Brule. 

226  Captain  Massy  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg,  in  April  1834.  with  the 
48  th  Regt. 

227  Captain  Master  went  with  the  expedition  to  the  Hague  in  the  2d  battalion  of  the  Grenadier 
Guards,  and  served  the  campaign  of  1813  and  14  in  Holland,  including  the  taking  of  Merxem, 
bombardment  of  Antwerp,  and  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  carried  the  King's  Colour  of  the  3rd  battalion  Grenadier  Guards  at  the  battles  of  Quatr 
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Bay  of  Rosas ;  dislodged  French  garrison  and  blew  up  the  castle.  Landed  in  company  with  other 
detachments  of  marines  and  seamen,  1812,  at  Sagona  Bay,  Island  of  Corsica, — destroyed  and 
brought  off  great  quantity  of  valuable  ship  timber.  Affairs  of  coasts,  &c.  Served  in  the  West 
Indies  and  North  America;  and  has  received  a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

291  Captain  Thomas  Richardson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  20th  Light  Dragoons  and 
Bras  and  Waterloo.  He  was  also  present  with  the  storming  party  at  Peronue,  and  the  subse- 
quent capture  of  Paris. 

228  Captain  Maunsell  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

229  Captain  ISIeech  served  two  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  39th,  in  Lord  Hill's  Divi- 
sion. 

230  Captain  Meek  served  with  the  2nd  battalion  of  the  14th  on  the  expedition  under  Lord 
William  Bentinck,  in  the  Genoese  territory,  in  1814;  and  with  that  under  Sir  Hudson  Lowe  in 
the  South  of  France,  in  1815. 

231  Captain  Francis  Thomas  Meik  served  with  the  16th  Lancers  throughout  the  campaign  in 
Affglianistan, under  Lord  Keane,  including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal).  He  was 
also  present  in  the  battle  of  Maharajpore  (Medal),  on  the  29th  Dec.  1843  ;  and  in  1846  he 
served  in  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal),  including  the  actions  at  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and 
Sobraon. 

231f  Capt.  Mein  served  with  the  13th  in  Affghanistan  in  1838,  39,  40,  and  41,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee,  (Medal),  assault  and  capture  of  the  town  and  forts  of 
Tootumdui'rah,  storm  of  Joolghur,  night  attack  at  Baboo  Koosh  Ghur,  destruction  of  Khar- 
durrah,  assault  of  Perwandurrah,  and  storming  the  Khoord  Cabool  Pass,  where  he  was  dange- 
rously wounded  and  sent  into  Cabool,  and  was  consequently  present  with  the  force  under 
Major-General  Elphinstone  during  the  insurrection  at  Caboo),  and  on  the  disastrous  retreat, 
until  taken  prisoner  at  Tezeen  on  the  8th  Jan.  1842  ;  he  was  released  with  the  other  Cabool 
captives  in  September  following. 

232  Captain  Melhuish  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1811  to  July  1814 :  was  employed  in 
the  trenches  during  the  whole  of  the  siege  of  Badajoz  in  1812;  was  present  at  the  sortie  from  that 
Fortress;  and  ultimately  led  the  storming  party  under  Sir  George  Walker,  which  succeeded  in 
making  a  successful  escalade  at  the  Bastion  of  St.  Vincent:  twice  wounded  during  the  operations 
of  this  siege.  He  was  afterwards  employed  in  the  trenches  (wounded)  during  the  whole  of  the 
operations  against  Bayonne,  and  made  a  correct  plan  of  the  citadel  while  under  fire  for  the  use  of 
the  Commanding  Royal  Engineer:  at  the  repulse  of  the  sortie  he  was  again  wounded.  During 
the  campaign  of  1815  he  was  actively  employed  at  Tournay.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp  for  Badajoz. 

233  Captain  Meredith  served  with  the  13th  regt.  in  the  last  American  War,  and  was  present 
at  the  capture  of  Plattsburg  in  1813,  and  at  the  battle  ot  La  Cole  Mill. 

234  Captain  iletcalf  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  with  the  79th  Higlilanders,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

235  Captain  Meynell   has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Toulonse. 

236  Captiin  John  Miller  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  in  1897. 

238  Captain  T.  P.  Mitchell  served  with  the  69th  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801;  also  at 
the  capture  of  Java  in  1811,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

239  Captain  J.  P.  Mitford  served  on  the  Staff  throughout  the  war  in  China  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  the  operations  before  Canton,  and  at  the  investment  of  Nankin. 

240  Captain  A.  O.  Molesworth  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  engaged  at  Cambray, 
23rd  and  24th  June,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

241  Captain  Molloy  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

242  Captain  Montgomery  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807;  and  subsequently  in  the 
Peninsula,  including  the  storming  of  Badajoz,  affairs  previous  to  and  battle  of  Salamanca,  and 
retreat  to  Madrid.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

243  Captain  Edward  Morgan  embarked  with  the  7th  Fusiliers  for  Portugal,  in  March  1810, 
and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera,  where  he  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  knee,  and  disabled  for  nearly  twelve  months.  In  April  1813  he  rejoined  the 
regiment,  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle, 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse;  after  which  he  accompanied  the  Fusiliers  to  America.,  and  was 
present  at  the  attack  on  New  Orleans,  in  January  1815.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
eight  Clasps. 

244  Captain  Evan  Morgan  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  October,  1813,  to  June, 
1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Adour,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Mfdal  with  one  Clasp.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Canada,  under  Sir 
George  Prevost. 

245  Captain  Hugh  Morgan  served  on  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at 
the  bombardment  of  Flushing;  served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from  1812  to  the  end  of  the 
war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  siege  of  San  Sebastian  (se- 
verely wounded),  and  battle  of  Toulouse:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

246  Captain  Morle  served  in  the  Queen's  in  Sir  John  Moore's  retreat;  at  the  siege  of  Flushing; 
and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and 
Toulouse,  besides  several  affairs  of  out-posts.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 
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247  Captain  Samuel  Morris  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  28th,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Barrosa,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  TouIou?e,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
"War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

248  Captain  Hender  Mounsteven  served  at  the  attack  of  various  posts,  &c.,  on  the  Frontierg 
of  Canada,  and  within  the  United  States  in  1813,  14,  and  15.  Served  also  with  the  48th  in  the 
operations  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg,  in  April,  1834. 

249  Captain.  Murchison  served  in  the  29th  Regt.  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6,  including  the 
battles  of  Ferozeshah  and  Sobraon,  in  the  last  of  which  he  ft-as  wounded  (Medal  and  Clasp). 
Also  in  the  Punjaub  campaign  in  1849,  including  the  passage  of  the  Chenab,  and  battles  of 
Chillianwallah  and  Goojerat.     (Medal  and  Clasps.) 

251  Captain  A.  A.  Nelson  served  as  Sub-Assistant  Commissary-General  Bombay  Army, 
throughout  the  operations  under  Sir  Wm.  Nottin  Candahar  and  in  Affghanistan,  during  1841  and 
42  ;  and  as  such  under  Sir  Charles  Napier  at  the  battle  of  Hyderabad.  He  served  as  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  Sir  Thomas  Valient  in  the  actions  of  Mabarajpore,  and  had  a  horse  shot  under  him.  He 
has  received  a  medal  for  Affghanistan,  another  for  Scinde,  and  the  Bronze  Star  for  Mabarajpore. 

252  Captain  Nepean  served  with  the  Royal  Marines  at  the  capture  of  a  convoy  and  destruc- 
tion of  B  itt'^ries  at  Fiuone,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Austrian  army  at  the  reduction  of 
Trieste  in  1813. 

253  Capt'iin  Newman  has  received  the  "War  Medal  with  six  Clasps  for  Salamanca,  "Vittoria, 
Pyrenees,  St.  Sebastian,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

254  Ciptain  Huntley  Nicholson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  42nd  from  July  1813  to  the 
end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps.  Present  at  the  quelling  of  the  mutiny 
at  Barrack  pore,  in  Dec.  1824.  Served  also  in  the  Burmese  war,  including  the  engagements 
near  Prome  on  the  20th,  25th,  and  26th  Nov.  1825. 

255  Captain  Aug.  Nicolls  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  66th  from  Feb.  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Busaco,  Albuhera,  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which 
he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps:  he  was  also  present  at  the  actions  of  Arroyo 
de  Molino,  Garris,  and  Aire. 

256  Captain  Norman  served  with  the  31st  throughout  the  campaign  of  1842  in  Affghanistan, 
and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Mazeena,  Tez«ien,  and  Jugdulluck,  the  occupation  of  Cabool, 
and  in  the  diflFtrent  engagements  leading  to  it,  and  has  received  the  medal.  He  was  present  with 
the  40th  at  Mabarajpore,  and  has  received  the  Bronze  star. 

258  Captain  Charles  O'Neill  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  83rd  from  1809  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  following  actions  and  sieges: — Talavera,  Busaco,  Oporto,  Pombal, 
Leira,  Condeixa,  Fleur-de-lis,  Guarda,  Sabugal,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Badajoz  (2nd  siege),  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  Badajoz  (3rd  siege,  and  severely  wounded  at  the  assault),  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees, 
Nivelle,  Nive,  Sauveterre,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eleven 
Clasps.     Served  also  during  the  Kandian  war  in  Ceylon. 

259  Captain  Arthur  Ormsby  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1809  until  1811,  and  was 
present  at  the  crossing  of  the  Douro,  and  in  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedias.  He  served  the  cam- 
paign of  1815  with  the  14th,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  storming  of  Cambray, 
at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wounded.  Served  afterwards  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  at 
the  siege  and  capture  of  Hattras;  also  in  the  Deccan campaign  of  1817  and  18;  and  the  siege  and 
capture  of  Bhurtpore  under  Lord  Combermere. 

260  Captain  A.  H.  Ormsby  served  in  the  Burmese  war  from  Sept.  1824  to  Jan.  1826,  and 
was  prest-nt  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Aracan,  and  in  the  Talack  expedition.  Mentioned  in 
Col.  Wetherall's  despatch  for  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  with  the  rebels  at  St.  Euatache 
and  St.  Benoit,  in  Canada,  14th  Dec.  1837. 

261  Captain  T.  C.  Ormsby  served  in  the  98th  with  the  expedition  to  the  North  of  China  ia 
1842  (Medal),  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  at  the  landing 
before  Nankin. 

262  Captain  Packe  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  with  the  13th  Dragoons,  and  was  slightly 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

263  Captain  E.  D.  Palmer  served  on  the  expedition  to  Ferrol  in  1800  ;  the  Egyptian  campaign 
of  1801,  including  the  action  at  the  landing  (with  the  1st  Divi-ion)  and  those  of  the  13th  and 
21st  March.  Served  also  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  the  Fort  of  Balaguer  on  the  Eastern 
Coast  of  Spain.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Egypt. 

264  Captain  Thomas  Park  was  actively  employed  in  the  Baltic  during  1810, 11,  and  12.  From 
1813  until  the  peace,  served  on  the  coast  of  America  and  the  West  Indies,  including  the  attack 
on  Cranie  Island,  and  landed  at  the  taking  of  Hampton,  in  the  Chesapeake. 

266  Captain  Pascoe  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java. 

267  Captain  Pattenson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  43rd,  and  was  present  at  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  Badnjoz,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

268  Captain  Peevor  served  with  the  17th  in  the  Nepaul  campaigns  of  1815  and  16,  and  the 
Mahratta  and  Pindaree  war  of  1817  and  18,  including  the  battle  of  Jubbulpore. 

269  Captain  Pemberton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1814  to  the  end  of  that  war. 

270  Captain  R.  F.  Phillips  served  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809;  also  the  Penin- 
sular campaigns  of  1812  and  13,  including  the  siege  of  the  forts  of  Salamanca,  battles  of  Sala- 
manca, Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees;  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battle  of  Nivelle.  He  has 
received  the  Silver  "War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 
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272  Captain  Brooke  Pigot  served  in  Holland,  Belgium,  and  France,  from  Dec.  1812  to  Jan. 
1816,  including  both  actions  at  Merxem,  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and  battle 
of  Quatre  Bras,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  head. 

'274  Captain  Pode  served  with  the  33rd  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Germany  and 
Holland,  including  the  actions  at  Merxem,  bombardment  of  Antwerj),  and  storming  of  Btrgen- 
op-Zoom,  where  lie  was  severely  wounded  and  taken  prisonor. 

273  Captain  Poole  served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15,  including  the  bombardment  of  the 
French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was  wounded. 

276  Captain  Porteous  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  61st  i;ud  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Busaco,  Fuentes  dOnor,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
■with  four  Clasps. 

277  Captain  Thomas  Potter  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
eight  Clasps  for  Corunua,  Barrosa,  Badajoz,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivellc,  Nive,  and  Orthes. 

278  Captain  Prendergast  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  36th  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivclle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

279  Captain  David  Price  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  36th  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  R<ileia,  Yimiera,  Corunna,  Salamanca,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

280  Captain  Rice  Price  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  28lh  July  (severely  wounded  in 
the  left  groin,  where  the  ball  still  remains),  and  the  Nive  9th  and  13th  Dec.  1813,  for  which  he 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps.     Served  subsequently  in  the  American  war. 

282  Captain  Pringle  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (wounded),  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served  also 
the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  three  Clasps  for  Nivelle,  Nive  and  Orthes. 

283  Captain  Protheroe  served  with  the  46th  at  the  defence  of  Dominica,  in  1805;  and  com- 
manded in  Fort  Young,  which  was  cannonaded  by  five  line-of-battle  ships,  and  three  frigates,  &c., 
for  nine  hours,  and  was  most  honourably  mentioned  in  the  despatches  for  distinguished  gallantry 
on  that  occasion. 

284  Captiin  Thomas  Ramsay  served  with  the  52nd  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  and  battle  of 
Kioge  in  1807;  in  the  Peninsula  in  1808-9,  including  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  and  retreat  through 
Gallicia;  and  on  the  expedition  to  the  Scheldt;  served  with  the  47th  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  in 
1810  and  11;  and  with  the  14th  at  Genoa,  and  also  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  storming  of 
Cambray,  and  capture  of  Paris.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

285  Captain  Randall  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  1st  Life  Guards  and  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Vittoria  :  he  served  also  the  Waterloo  Campaign. 

287  Captain  Rpynett  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  45th  and  was  present  at  Busaco,  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  Badajoz,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  tour  Clasps. 

288  Captain  Huiry  Reynolds  served  in  the  Queen's  Royals  throughout  the  campaign  in 
Aftghanistan  and  Beloochistan  under  Lord  Keane,  including  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee 
(Medal),  and  of  Khelat:  at  the  assault  upon  Klielat  his  conduct  was  pre-eminently  gallant.  In 
1846  lie  volunteered  his  services  in  the  Ivatfir  war,  and  was  attached  to  a  local  corps,  composing 
a  portion  of  the  force  which  crossed  the  River  Kei  towards  the  latter  end  of  that  year. 

289  Capt.  J.  S.  Rich  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809 ;  and  in  Holland  from  Dec.  1813  to  May  1814. 

290  Captain  J.  G.  Richardson  served  in  the  Channel  Fleet,  under  Lords  Gardiner  and  St.  Vin- 
cent; the  Belleisle  squadron,  under  Sir  Richard  Keate s,  when  endeavouring  to  intercept  Jerome 
Bonaparte;  and  at  the  capture  of  La  lihin  by  Mars  74.  With  Admiral  Murray  and  Brigadier- 
General  Crauford's  expedition  of  5000  men  originally  intended  for  Lima,  but  on  arrival  at  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  ordered  to  join  General  Whitelocke's  army  in  Rio  Plata;  landed  with  Marines  at 
Monte  Video,  and  brigaded  with  detachments  under  command  of  the  Hon.  Lieut.-Col.  Deane,  38th 
Regiment.  Served  in  the  Baltic,  and,  while  passing  the  Sound,  partially  engaged  the  castle  of 
Cronenberg;  joined  the  squadron  under  Sir  James  Saumarez,  in  pursuit  of  Russian  fleet,  to  Rogers- 
wick  Bay.  Severely  woundtd  in  several  places  on  board  Africa  64,  in  action  with  Danish  flotilla 
consistiiig  of  26  heavy  gun  and  mortar  boats,  in  Kioge  Bay,  near  Copenhagen,  20  Oct.  1808 — 
Afiica  seven  killed,  fifty-six  wounded.  Blockade  of  Texel,  under  Sir  Samuel  Hood ;  and  St  heldt, 
under  Sir  Richard  Strachan  and  Sir  Edward  Pellew.  Served  with  the  Walcheren  expedition  in  the 
Theseus  74,  and  dismantled  and  brought  away  its  last  gun-boat.  Toulon  fleet.  Landed  in  com- 
pany with  other  detachments  of  marines  and  seamen,  and  some  Spanish  troops,  on  an  island  in  the 
was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
two  Clasps. 

293  Captain  R.  S.  Ridge  served  the  Mahratta  and  Pindaree  campaigns  of  1817  and  18,  and 
afterwards  with  the  expedition  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  including  the  siege  of  Ras-el-Kyuia. 

294  Captain  J.  A.  Ridgway  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rilic  Brigade,  from  May  1812, 
to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  various  minor  affairs. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Severely  wounded 
in  the  right  shoulder  by  a  musket-shot  at  the  taking  of  Vera  heights,  and  lost  the  fore-finger  of 
the  left  hand  by  a  musket-shot  at  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  dasps. 

295  Captain  Frederick  Robertson  whilst  serving  with  the  land  and  naval  forces  on  the 
coast  of  North  America  in  1813,  was  mentioned  in  terms  of  commendation  in  four  different 
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despatches.     He  has  received  the  Naval  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  clasp,  iascribed  "  April 
and  May  Boat  Service,  1813." 

296  Captain  George  A.  Robertson  served  with  the  55th  in  the  operations  against  the  Rajah  of 
Coorg  in  April  1834,  and  was  wounded. 

297  Captain  Patrick  Robertson  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Algiers  (Medal  and 
one  Clasp). 

298  Captain  Robert  A.  RoUo  served  in  Egypt,  in  1807. 

299  Captain  Ruyds  accompanied  the  52n(l  on  Sir  John  Moore's  expedition  to  Sweden,  in 
1808.  He  subsequently  served  with  a  battalion  of  detachments  at  the  Passage  of  the  Douro, 
and  capture  of  Oporto,  and  was  present  with  the  52Dd  in  the  action  at  Sabugal,  battle  of 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz  (wounded 
at  the  assault),  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Heights  of  Vera,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  Tarbes, 
and  Toulouse,  besides  various  minor  affairs.      He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps. 

300  Captain  Rudkin  served  with  the  50th  during  the  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  from  1808 
to  1813  inclusive,  and  also  on  the  Walcheren  expedition;  he  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Vimiera  and  Corunna,  occupying  the  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Oaor 
(wounded),  action  of  Arroyo  de  Molino,  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  surprise  of  Almarez,  and 
battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees,  at  which  last  he  was  woundi?d  and  taken  prisoner.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

303  Captain  Saunderson  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

305  Captain  Schalch  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815. 

306  Captain  Charles  Scott  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Navariuo,  1827. 

307  Captain  Searle  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809.  Also  throughout  the  Syrian  campaign 
(Medal). 

308  Captain  Seward  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1810  to  Feb.  1813,  including  the 
siege  of  the  forts  and  battle  of  Salamanca;  also  the  siege  of  Burgos,  from  19th  Sept.  to  21st 
October  1812. 

309  Captain  Shand  served  in  the  Amfrican  War  with  the  89th  and  was  present  in  the  action 
at  Chrystler's  Farm,  for  which  he  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

310  Captain  Gardine  Shaw  served  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Hattrass,  and  throughout  the 
Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  1818.  He  served  also  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  the  Forts  of 
Punella  and  Pownghur  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  Country  in  1844-5. 

312  Captain  Shum  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  3rd  Dragoon  Guards  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Talavera,  Vittoria,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  three  Clasps. 

313  Captain  Sisson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  81st  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Corunna,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

314  Captain  Skene  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  24th  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Talavera  (severely  wounded),  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

315  Captain  Henry  Smith  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  battalion  at  d'Jouni  in  Syria  in 
1840,  and  was  present  at  the  bombardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre  (Turkish  Medal  and  War  Medal 
■with  one  Clasp). 

316  Captain  William  Smith  served  with  the  45th  in  the  Burmese  war. 

317  Captain  Spurin  assisted  in  cutting  out  a  French  privateer  at  Palamos,  8th  November  1813. 

318  Colonel  Steiger  served  with  Watteville's  Regt.  in  Sicily;  at  the  taking  of  Santa  Maura, 
near  Messina  on  the  landing  of  the  enemy's  troops  on  the  18th  Sept.  1810;  and  at  the  defence 
of  Cadiz  in  1811.  In  Dec.  1812  he  was  appointed  a  captain  in  the  23rd  Portuguese  Regt.,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria  (as  a  brigade-major),  the  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  the 
actions  of  Roncesvalles  and  Suberi,  battle  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  28th  July  1813, — severely 
wounded  in  the  head;  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  the  three  days'  fighting  in  front  of  Bayonne  in  Dec. 
1813;  and  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.  Appointed  Lieut.- Colonel  in  his  native  country  in 
1822;  and  Colonel  of  the  Swiss  Confederation  in  1828, — being  the  highest  military  rank  in 
Switzerland,  and  corresponding  with  that  of  a  general  officer  in  other  services.  He  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

319  Captain  H.  W.  Stephens  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  66th,  and  was  present 
at  the  passage  of  the  Douro  on  the  12th  May  1809,  when  the  regt.  having  lost  the  services  of 
Field  Officer  he  was  ordered  to  act  in  that  capacity,  which  he  continued  to  do  until  the  battle 
of  Talavera,  where  he  had  a  horse  killed  under  him  and  was  himself  severely  wounded  and 
taken  prisoner,  and  taken  into  France,  where  he  was  detained  untU  the  peace  of  1814.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

320  Captain  John  Steuart  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  69th,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

321  Captain  Robert  Stevens  served  at  the  battle  of  Camperdown,  1797.  In  the  actions  in 
Algesiras  bay  and  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar  in  1801  ;  and  at  the  capture  of  HivoU,  1812,  and 
officially  mentioned  in  the  Gazette  letter.     (War  Medal  with  three  Clasps). 

322  Captain  Duncan  Stewart  served  with  the  42nd  in  the  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  France, 
and  Flanders,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  the  Pyrenees  (28th  July  to  2nd 
Aug.),  Nivelle,  Nive  (9th  to  13th  Dec),  Orthes  (shot  through  the  left  hand),  and  Quatre  Bras 
(severely  wounded  in  the  left  thigh,  the  ball  remaining  lodged).  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  five  Clasps.

323  Captain  James  Stewart  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
three  Clasps  for  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and  Salamanca. 

324  Captain  Still  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps 
for  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

325  Captain  Sullivan  served  with  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan,  in 
1842  (Medal),  and  was  present  at  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  storming  the  heights  of  Jug- 
dulluck,  action  of  Tezeen  and  Huftkotui,  and  occupation  of  Cabool.  Served  the  Sutlej  campaign 
of  1843-6,  including  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  two  Clasps): 
he  officiated  as  Major  of  Brigade  to  the  1st  Cavalry  Brigade  at  Ferozeshah;  and  had  three 
horses  shot  under  him  in  the  actions  of  the  18th,  21  st,  and  22nd  Dec.  1845.  Served  also,  the 
Ponjaub  campaign  of  1848-9 ;  and  commanded  a  Troop  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

326  Captain  Swinton  served  with  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons  throughout  the  Sutlej  campaign  of 
1845-6,  and  was  present  at  the  Battles  of  Moodkee  (severely  wounded),  Ferozeshah,  and 
Sobraon  (Medal  and  two  Clasps). 

327  Captain  Tallan  served  with  the  41st  throughout  the  Burmese  war,  and  was  present  at  the 
capture  of  Rangoon,  attack  on  Kemundine  and  on  Pagoda  Point,  capture  of  Syriam,  the  several 
engagements  in  front  of  Rangoon  from  the  1st  to  the  15th  Dee.  1824,  capture  of  Tantabain,  siege 
of  Denobiu  from  25th  of  March  until  its  capture  on  the  2nd  April  1825,  engagements  near  Prome 
on  the  1st,  2nd,  and  5th  Dec.  following,  capture  of  Meloom  and  of  Pagahm  Mew.  Servedalso  in 
Upper  and  Lower  Scinde  and  in  Beloochistan,  in  1840  and  1841 .    Has  received  the  Medal  for  Ava. 

328  Capt.  John  Taylor  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  91st  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes,for  which  he  has  received  theWar  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

329  Captain  Donald  Wm.  Tench  served  with  the  45th  during  the  Kaffir  campaign  of  1846-7; 
and  he  was  afterwards  present  in  the  action  with  the  insurgent  Boers  at  Boem  Plaats. 

330  Captain  John  Terry  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  the  battle  of  Toulouse. 

331  Captain  Thatcher  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th,  from  Aug.  1811  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  action  at  Fuente  Guinaldo,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Bada- 
joz (wounded),  battles  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse.     Wounded  at  Vera. 

332  Captain  Thomas  served  throughout  the  American  War  of  1813-15  with  the  1st  Battalion 
Royal  Marines. 

333  Captain  James  Thompson  went  out  with  others  on  board  the  Uiiion  transport,  to  join 
the  1st  Battalion  36th  Regiment,  then  serving  with  General  Whitelock's  expedition  in  South 
America;  but  as  the  whole  force  had  left,  when  they  arrived  at  the  River  Plate,  they  ultimately 
returned  to  England.  In  1808,  he  served  with  the  36th  in  Portugal,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera.  In  1809,  on  the  Walcheren  expedition,  including  the  capture  of 
Ter  Vere  and  Flushing.  Served  again  in  the  Peninsula,  from  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  and  was  present  with  the  36th  in  every  action  in  which  it  was  engaged,  including  the 
battle  of  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  and  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse  ;  and  commanded  a  Company  throughout,  after  his  Captain  was  killed  at  Salamanca. 
Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

334  Capt.  G.  V.  Tinling  served  in  the  Peninsulafrom  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

335  Captain  Tittle  served  in  the  38th,  on  the  Walcheren  expedition  in  1809;  also  the  Penin- 
sular campaigns,  from  April,  1811,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  storming  of 
Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  various  skirmishes  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  action  at  Osma, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  In  1819  he  served  on 
Commando  through  Cafferland.  At  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian  he  acted  as  an  engineer,  and  was 
severely  wounded  on  the  31st  August,  whilst  showing  a  ford  to  Col.  Femes  of  the  Portuguese 
service.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

336  Captain  Toole  joined  the  40th  in  the  Peninsula  early  in  Jan.  1810,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Busaco,  retreat  to  and  occupation  of  the  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  of  Massena, 
action  of  Redinha,  capture  of  Campo  Mayor,  siege  of  Badajoz  in  May  1811  and  repulse  of  the 
sortie  from  Fort  San  Christoval,  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storming  of 
Badajoz,  in  the  breach  of  which  fortress  he  was  severely  wounded.  In  October  1813  he  rejoined 
the  army  at  Vera,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Nivelle,  and  in  several  minor  affairs.  Subse- 
quently he  served  nearly  one  year  and  a  half  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

337  Captain  Torriano  served  at  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Flushing. 

337t  Captain  Triscott  served  in  the  actions  in  Algesiras  Bay  and  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar, 
in  1801  ;  also  at  the  destruction  of  the  Danish  Squadron  at  Lyngoe,  in  1812.  War  Medal  with 
two  Clasps. 

338  Capt.  John  Trotter  served  at  Walcheren;  also  at  Cadiz  during  the  latter  part  of  the  siege. 

339  Captain  Tucker  served  in  the  American  war. 

339t  Captain  Turner  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  Egypt,  under  Sir  Ralph 
Abercromby,  in  1801  ;  and  has  received  the  Turkish  Gold  Medal  and  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp. 

340  Captain  Tweedie  was  present  in  the  batteries  of  the  Faro,  under  Sir  James  Stewart. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1814  in  the  south  of  France,  including  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  for 
trhich  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 
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370  War  Services  of  the  Captains. 

341  Captain  Urquhart  served  with  the  Reserve  of  the  Army  of  the  Indus  under  Brigadier 
Valiant,  at  the  rsduction  of  Fort  Munora  in  Scinde  in  February  1839.  Debarked  with  a 
detachmeDt  of  his  corps  under  a  brisk  fire  at  Bushier  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  for  the  protection  of 
the  East  India  Company's  Resident.  Was  present  at  nearly  all  the  affairs  in  China  (Medal) 
from  the  capture  of  Chusan  up  to  the  attack  on  the  heights  above  Canton.  In  the  course  of 
these  services  he  commanded  a  Company  specially  selected  for  desultory  services,  and  was 
frequently  mentioned  in  the  despatches. 

342  Captain  Ussher  served  the  Nepaul  campaigns  of  1816  and  1817,  with  the  66th. 

343  Captain  H,  H.  Vaughan  served  in  the  Pt-ninsula  with  the  67th,  from  July  1810  to  Jan. 

1812,  includiDg  the  battle  of  Barrosa  and  defence  of  Cadiz.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Ea&t 
Indies,  including  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  18;  and  sieges  of  Rhygur,  Amulneer,  and 
Asseerghur.     Ho  has  received  the  War  Mec'al  with  one  Clasp  for  Barrosa. 

344  Captain  Vetch  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Barrosa  and  Badajos; 
and  he  served  also  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz. 

345  Captain  De  Visme  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  the  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Onor. 

346  Captain  Walker  (h.  p.  7th  West  India  Regt.)  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  11th  and 
was  present  at  the  battles  of  Busaeo,  Salamanca,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

347  Captain  Warburton  served  with  the  Royal  Artillery  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain,  from 
Feb.  1837  to  Oct.  1838,  and  was  wounded  on  the  15th  March  1837,  near  Hernani. 

348  Captain  Watkins  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Busaeo, 
Albuhera,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Tovdouse,  for  which  he  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

349  Captain  Watson  served  in  the  American  War  with  the  41st  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Fort  Detroit. 

350  Captain  Robert  Webb  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Superb  at  the  battle  off  St.  Domingo,  6th  Feb. 
1806;  at  Copenhagen  in  1807;  at  Walcheren  in  1809.  Wounded  in  an  attack  on  an  armed  con- 
voy in  the  Adriatic,  22ad  May  1812. 

352  Captain  James  C.  Webster  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  44th,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

353  Captain  Welchman  served  at  Copenhagen  in  1807  ;  at  Walcheren  and  forcing  the 
Scheldt  in  1809.  Commanded  180  Marines  at  Cheribon  and  took  possession  of  the  fort,  4th 
Sept.  1811  ;  also  at  the  surrender  of  Panca,  when  a  Regiment  of  Infantry  laid  down  their  arms. 
In  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  the  capture  of  Java,  in  1811.  At  the  capture  of  the  Ameri- 
can frigate  President,  and  expedition  up  the  Penobscot,  and  commanded  the  detachment  ol 
Royal  Marines  at  Machias,  where  he  captured  three  field  pieces,  and  was  honourably  men- 
tioned.    Was  at  the  battle  of  Algiers,  1816.     War  Medal  and  Clasps. 

354  Captain  Wellings  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two 
Clasps  for  St.  Sebastian  and  Nive. 

355  Captain  Wells  served  at  Madeira,  in  1807  and  8;  at  Walcheren  in  1809;  and  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.

359  Captain  Whitley  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  9th  and  was  present  at  the  battles  o 
Roleia  Vimiera,  Curunna,  Busaeo,  and  Sa'ainanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  AVar  Meda 
with  five  Clasps. 

360  Captain  Wightman  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th  in  1809,  10,  and  11,  and  wat 
present  at  the  pursuit  of  Massena,  and  the  operations  oq  the  Alementigo,  action  of  Camp( 
Mayor,  siege  of  Olevenqa,  and  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  with  Colonel  Colborne's  brigade,  when  bj

SasBuel  Lloyd  landed  with  the  Royal  Marines,  on  the  8th  June,  1813,  and  drove 
the  French  soldiers  from  the  town  of  Omago  ;  also  destroyed  a  battery  and  captured  four 
vessels.  Headed  the  attack  on  the  town  of  Fiume  and  capture  of  ninety  vessels,  two  batteries, 
and  a  quantity  of  stores,  on  3rd  July  (wounded).  Landed  at  Bocca- R6  and  spiked  the  guns, 
5ch  July.  Attacked  and  captured  the  fortress  of  Faressina,  mounting  five  eighteen-pounders  ; 
disabled  the  guns  and  destroyed  the  works,  7th  July.  Present  at  the  capture  of  a  convoy  of 
twenty-one  vessels  at  Ruvitrno,  2nd  August,  1813.  Served  in  co-operation  with  the  Austrian 
army,  and  was  at  the  reduction  of  Trieste. 

33  Eusign  Macdonald  served  the  campaigns  of  1811, 12. 13, 14,  and  15,  with  the  79tb,  including 
the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  covering  last  siege  of  Bad:ijoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of 
Madrid,  sieges  of  Burj^os,  subsequent  retreat  through  Spain,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  (28th  and 
30th  July),  Nivelle,  Nive,  Toulouse,  and  Waterloo,  besides  various  minor  attairs,  and  was  four 
times  severel}'  wounded,  viz.,  in  the  right  thigh  at  the  battle  of  the  Pyrenees,  in  the  right  groin 
at  the  Nive,  in  the  right  leg  and  right  cheek  at  Waterloo.

War  Services  of  the  Paymasters. 

1  Paymaster  Bedford  served  as  Major  and  Deputy  Assistant  Adjutant- General  to  the  Anglo- 
Spanish  Legion,  during  1835  and  part  of  1836  ;  and  was  engaged  in  the  village  of  Mendigur, 
and  heights  of  Arlaban,  in  Alava,  on  the  16th,  17th,  and  18th  Jan.  1836. 

2  Captain  Bell  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810.  Also  at  the  taking  of  the 
following  Forts  in  the  Concan,  Eist  Indies,  viz.,  Seedghur,  Bugwuntghur,  Ryghur,  in  1818  ; 
Newtee  and  Raree,  in  1819  ,  at  the  first  and  last  places  Wd  the  storming  parties,  as  also  at  the 
taking  of  a  stockade  commanding  a  ford  near  Bugwuntghur. 

3  Paymaster  Bowden  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Queen's  Royals  :  in  1808  he  went 
with  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley's  Expedition  to  Portugal  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera  ; 
afterwards  with  Sir  John  Moore  during  the  campaign  and  retreat  to  Corunna  in  1808-9. 
Subsequently  he  accompanied  his  Regt.  to  Walcheren  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture 
of  Flushing.  Enobarked  again  with  his  Regt.  for  Lisbon  in  Jan.  1811,  and  was  present  at  the 
bairle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  of  the  Forts  and  battle  of  Sala- 
manca, and  siesjp  of  Burgos.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Vimiera, 
Corunna,  and  Salamanca. 

4  Paymaster  Boyle  served  ia  the  Peninsula  from  May  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  retreat  to  Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  of  Massena,  actions  of  Fox 
d'Arouce  and  Campo  Mayor,  siege  and  capture  of  OlivenQa,  assault  and  capture  of  Badajoi, 
capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Ketiro,  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees.     Slightly  wounded  in 
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the  ear  at  Fort  St.  Christoval,   10th  May  1813,  and  again  in  the  face  in  the  Pyrenees,  28th 
July  1813.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

5  Captaiti  Burn  served  the  campaign  in  the  Eastern  Islands,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  Macassar 
in  1814.  Served  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1817  and  18,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Bhurt- 
pore  in  1826. 

6  Paymaster  Burnet  accompanied  the  16th  Light  Dragoons  to  Flanders  in  1793,  and 
returned  home  with  them  in  1795.  Proceeded  with  the  regiment  to  the  Peninsula,  in  the  spring 
of  1809,  and  remained  with  them  until  August  1810.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one 
Clasp  for  Talavera. 

7  Captain  Call  served  with  the  24th  Light  Dragoons  at  Agra,  Deig,  Bhurtpore,  Allyghur, 
Delhi,  Laswarrie,  Futteghur,  aud  also  in  several  skirmishes  in  Lord  Lake's  campaigns  of"  1803, 
4,  5,  and  6.  He  served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  on  the  staff  of  Major-General  IMaoKinnon, 
and  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp.  He  served  al^o  throughout  the  China  war  with  the  18th,  including  the  first 
capture  of  Chusan,  Chinhae,  Ningpo,  Chapori,  Woosung,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo. 

8  Paymaster  Carew  served  with  the  17th  Lancers,  the  campaign  on  the  Nerbudda  in  1814  ; 
in  Kattywar  and  Kutch,  including  the  siege  of  Acjar  in  1815;  in  Dwarkar,  1816  ;  the  cam- 
paign against  the  Pindarrees  in  1817  and  18  ;  in  Candeish,  1820  ;  and  in  Kutty  war  in  1821. 
He  Served  in  the  13th  Light  Infantry  wi'h  the  Army  of  the  Indus,  during  1838,  39,  and  40, 
and  was  at  the  capture  of  Ghuznee,  for  which  he  has  received  a  Medal. 

9  Paymaster  Cowper  served  on  the  expedition  to  Stralsund  and  Copenhagen  in  1807;  to 
Sweden  with  Sir  John  Moore,  in  1808;  thence  the  same  year  to  Portugal,  where  he  served 
until  July  1811  ;  thence  to  Malt-3,  Sicily,  and  Genoa,  until  the  peace.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Talavera  and  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  also  the  war  medal  bestowed 
by  the  King  of  Hauover  to  every  officer,  non-commissioned  ofl&cer,  and  soldier  of  the  Gerlnan 
Legion,  in  commemoration  of  the  services  of  the  corps. 

10  Paymaster  Crawford  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  2nd  Dragoons. 

11  Paymaster  Davies  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814 
including  the  capture  of  Fort  Picurina  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees 
Nivelle,  Tarbes,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.     He  has  received  the  AVar  Medal  with  seven  Clasp8. 

12  Paymaster  Deane  served  on  the  expedition  to  the  Helder  in  1799  as  a  Cornet  in  the  18th 
Dragoons,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  the  lOch  and  19th  September,  and  2nd  and  6th 
October.  Paymaster  18th  Hussars  with  Sir  John  Moore's  Expedition  to  Madrid  and  retreat 
to  Corunna  ;  and  again  in  the  Peninsula  in  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war,  including  the  Battles 
of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  and  passage  of  the  Bidassoa  and  of 
the  Adour.

War  Services  of  ihe  Medical  Officers. 

Directors-  General. 

\  Sir  James  M'Grigor  entered  the  service  in  Sept.  1793,  as  Surgeon  of  the  88th  Regt.  ;  he 
Served  in  Holland  and  Flanders  in  1794  and  fi  ;  in  the  West  Indies  in  1796  ;  in  the  East  Indies 
in  1798  ;  in  Egypt  as  superintending  Surgpon  of  the  Anglo-Indian  army  in  1801  ;  with  tlie 
army  at  Walcheren  in  1809  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811  to  the  end  of  the  war.  Sir  James 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps  for  Egypt,  Badajoz,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Tou- 
louse. 
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Inspectors-  General. 

2  Dr.  Bone's  services; — Expedition  to  South  America  in  1807;  campaign  of  1808  and  9,  in- 
cluding the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Corunna,— for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  three  Clasps  ;  expedition  to  Walcheren  ;  Peninsula  from  May  1812  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

3  Dr.  Borland  entered  the  Army  in  1792,  as  Surgeon's  Mate  of  the  42nd  Eegt.,  from  which 
he  was  promoted  to  the  Staff  the  following  year,  and  served  two  campaigns  in  Flanders,  under 
the  Duke  of  York.  From  1795  to  1798  he  served  as  Staff  Surgeon  in  St.  Domingo,  remaining 
m  the  Island  until  evacuated  by  the  British  Troops.  In  1799  he  served  the  campaign  in  North 
Holland.  From  1810  to  1816  he  was  employed  at  the  head  of  the  Medical  Department  in  the 
Mediterranean,  and  he  accompanied  to  Naples  the  troops  which,  under  General  M'Farlane, 
assisted  the  Austrians  in  expelling  Murat  ;  and  he  was  also  present  with  a  division  of  the  Army 
which  proceeded  from  Genoa  to  Marseilles,  and  blockaded  Toulon.  During  the  expedition  to 
the  Scheldt  Dr.  Borland  volunteered  the  duty  of  a  mission  to  Walcheren  at  the  head  of  a  com- 
mission appointed  to  enquire  into  the  nature  of  the  alarming  malady  prevailing  amongst  the 
troops.  Their  report  was  approved  by  Government  and  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  House  of 
Commons  to  be  printed  and  circulated. 

4  Sir  James  Fellowes  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp 
for  Barrosa. 

5  Mr.  Franklin  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1808  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  the 
battles  of  Busaco,  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse;  sieges  of 
Olivencja  and  Badajoz  ;  served  also  in  the  American  War,  including  the  action  at  Plattsburgh. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

5+  Doctor  French  served  with  the  4th  Regt.  in  the  Peninsula  from  May  1812  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Salamanca  and  Vittoria,  siege  of  the  castle  of  San 
Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa  and  of  the  Nivelle,  and  actions  of  the  Nive  in  Dec.  1813. 
He  served  in  the  American  war  at  the  battle  of  Bladensburg,  and  in  all  the  operations  before 
Baltimore  and  New  Orleans.  Served  with  the  49th  (also  as  Superintending  Surgeon  from  April, 
1841,  until  towards  the  close  of  active  operations),  throughout  the  war  in  China  (Medal),  in- 
cluding the  capture  of  Chusan,  storming  of  the  heights  and  forts  above  Canton,  taking  of  Amoy, 
sortie  and  repulse  of  the  night  attack  on  Ningpo,  and  capture  of  Chapco,  Woosung,  Shanghae, 
and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  investment  of  Nankin.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five 
clasps. 

6  Dr.  Gillkrest  was  present  with  the  expedition  in  the  "West  Indies  in  1801  under  Sir  Thomas 
Trigge,  including  the  capture  of  the  islands  of  St.  Martin,  St.  John,  St.  Bartholomew,  St. 
Thomas,  and  Santa  Cruz.  Served  as  Surgeon  of  a  regiment  in  the  Light  Division  throughout 
the  war  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battle  of  Vimiera ;  retreat  to,  and  battle  of  Corunna; 
retreat  from  Burgos,  actions  of  the  Coa  (near  Almeida),  Busaco,  Sabugal,  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Salamanca,  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse;  and  the  sieges  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo  and  San  Sebastian,  at  which  latter  he  accompanied  the  storming  party.  Served  also  at 
New  Orleans  in  1815.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  twelve  Clasps. 

7  Sir  James  Grant  served  as  Hospital- Assistant  in  the  campaign  of  1793  with  the  army 
under  the  Duke  of  York.  In  1795  he  was  senior  Staff  Surgeon  to  the  expedition  for  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  In  1809  he  served  throughout  the  Walcheren  campaign,  in 
which  he  was  appointed  Inspector  to  the  Forces  in  the  Field,  having  the  charge  at  the  bombard- 
ment of  Fiushing,  and  in  South  Beveland.  He  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Holland 
and  Belgium  as  chief  of  the  department.  In  1815  he  served  the  campaign  of  Waterloo  as  chief 
of  the  medical  department  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  ;  and  he  continued  as  medical 
chief  of  that  army  during  the  three  years'  occupation  of  France. 

8  Mr.  Gunning  served  in  Holland  and  Flanders  in  1793,  94,  and  95.  Embarked  with 
the  Peninsular  Army  in  1808  as  Surgeon  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Staff  Surgeon,  and 
was  afterwards  made  Deputy  Inspector  and  Surgeon-in-Chief,  and  served  until  the  close  of  that 
war  in  1814  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eleven  Clasps  for  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera, 
Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onir,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  St.  Sebastian,  and 
Orthes.  He  was  also  at  Waterloo  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  of  the  Army,  and  was  honored  with  the 
Order  of  the  Netherlands  Lion  by  the  King  of  Holland,  for  his  attendance  upon  the  then  Prince  ,- 
of  Orange  who  was  wounded  on  the  Field  of  Battle.  i 

9  Doctor  Hume  served  in  Egypt  in  1801.    Also  in  the  Peninsular  war  and  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps  for  Egypt,  Corunna,  Barrosa,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  : 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

10  Doctor  Mahony  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1809  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including 
the  passage  of  the  Douro,  battle  of  Talavera, — taken  prisoner  and  marched  to  Verdun  ;  battle  of 
Busaco,  siege  of  Olivenfa,  battle  of  Albuhera,  affair  of  Aldea  de  Ponte,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodiigo 
and  Badajoz,  affair  of  Fuenta  de  la  Prima,  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  battle  of  Vit- 
toria, affair  of  Roncesvalles,  battle  near  Pampeluna,  affair  of  Echalar,  assault  of  San  Sebastian, 
battles  of  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.

On  the  7th  October,  1813,  a  General  Order,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract,  was 
issued  by  the  Commander-in-Chief: — 

Whereas  considerable  inconvenience  has  arisen  from  the  number  of  Medals  which  have 
been  issued  in  commemoration  of  the  brilliant  and  distinguished  events  in  which  the  success 
of  His  Majesty's  arms  has  received  the  Royal  approbation,  the  Prince  Regent  has  been  pleased 
to  command  that  the  following  Regulations  shall  be  adopted  in  tlie  grant  and  circulation  of 
such  marks  of  distinction  :  viz. — 

1st.  That  one  Medal  only  shall  be  borne  by  each  Officer  recommended  for  such  dis- 
tinction. 

2nd.  That  for  the  second  and  third  events,  which  may  be  subsequently  commemorated  in 
like  manner,  each  individual  recommended  to  bear  the  distinction  shall  carry  a  gold  Clasp 
attached  to  the  ribbon  to  which  the  Medal  is  suspended,  and  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the 
Battle  or  Siege  to  which  it  relates. 

3rd.  That  upon  a  claim  being  admitted  to  a  fourth  mark  of  distinction,  a  Cross  shall  be 
borne  by  each  officer,  with  the  names  of  the  four  Battles  or  Sieges  respectively  inscribed 
thereupon ;  and  to  be  worn  in  substitution  of  the  distinctions  previously  granted  to  such 
individuals.

4th.  Upon  each  occasion  of  a  similar  nature  that  may  occur  subsequently  to  the  grant  of 
a  Cross,  the  Clasp  shall  again  be  issued  to  those  who  have  a  claim  to  the  additional  distinction 
to  be  borne  on  the  ribbon  to  which  the  Cross  is  suspended,  in   the  same  manner  as  described 
in  No.  2  of  these  Regulations. 

His  Royal  Higliness  was  further  pleased   to  command   that  the  distribution  of  Medals  or 

Kadges  for  Military  services  of  distinguished  merit  shall  be  regulated  as  follows  :  viz. 

1st.  That  no  General  or  other  Officer  shall  be  considered  entitled  to  receive  them  unless 
he  has  been  personally  and  particularly  engaged  upon  those  occasions  of  great  importance 
and  peculiar  biilliancy,  in  commemoration  of  which  such  marks  of  distinction  are  to  be 
bestowed. 

2nd.  That  no  Officer  shall  be  considered  a  candidate  for  the  Medal,  or  Badge  except 
upon  the  special  selection  and  report  of  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  upon  the  spot  as 
having  merited  the  distinction  by  conspicuous  services.  ' 

3rd.  That  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  shall  transmit  to  the  Commander-in-Chief 
Returns,  signed  by  himself,  specifying  the  names  and  ranks  of  those  Officers  whom  he  shall 
iiave  selected  as  particularly  deserving. 

4th.  The  Commander  of  the  Forces  in  making  the  selection  will  restrict  his  choice  to  the 
under-mentioned  ranks:  viz. — 
General  Officers. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Brigades. 
Commanding  Officers  of  Artillery,  or  Engineers, 
Adjutant-General,  and  Quarlei-Masler-General. 
Deputies  of  ditto,  and  ditto,  having  the  rank  of  Field  Officers. 

Assistants,  Adjutant  and  Quarter-Master-Generals,  having  the  rank  of  Field 
Officers,  and  being  at  the  bead  of  the  Staff,  with  a  detached  Corps,  or  distinct 
division  of  the  Army.  "^ 

Military  Secretary,  having  the  rank  of  Field  Officer, 

Commanding  Officers  of  Battalions,  or  Corps  equivalent  thereto;  and  Officers  who 

may  have  succeeded  to  the  actual  command  during  the  engagement,  in  consequence 

ot  the  death  or  removal  of  the  original  Commanding  Officer. 

The  Crosses,  Medals   and  Clasps,  are  to  be  worn  by  the  General  Officers,  suspended  by  a 

Ribbon  of  the  colour  of  the  sash,  with  a  blue  edge,  round  the  neck  ;  and    by  the  Commanding 

Officers  of  Battalions,  or   Corps  equivalent  thereto;  and  Officers  who  may  have  succeeded  to 

the  actual  command  during  the  engagement;  the  Chiefs  of  Military  Departments    and  thpir 

Deputies  and  Assistants  (having  the  rank  c,f  Field  Officers)  ;  and  such  other  Officers  as  mav 

be  specially  recommended,  attached  by  a  Ribbon  of  the  same  description  to  the  button-hoi^  nf 

their  uniform.  "' 

Those  Badges  which  would  have  been  conferred  upon  the  Officers  who  have  fallen  at  or  died 

since  the  Battles  and  Sieges,  shall,  as  a  token  of  respect  for  their  memories,  be  transmitted  to 

their  respective  families, —  Vide  the  London  Gazette,  9th  October   1813.

365  Captain  "Witts  served  at  the  battle  of  the  Nile,  1798.  At  the  siege  and  capitulation  of 
St  Elmo,  Capua,  and  Gaeta,  1799.  In  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  under  Sir  Ralph  Aber- 
cromby  in  Egypt,  1801  (Turkish  Gold  Medal).     War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

366  Captain  Henry  Wood  served  throughout  the  campaign  of  1842  in  Affghanistan  under  Gene- 
ral Pollock,  was  present  at  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  storming  the  heights  of  Jugdulluck, 
actions  of  Tezeen  and  Huft  Kotul,  and  occupation  of  Cabool  (Medal).  Served  also  in  the  Pun- 
jaub  campaign  of  1848-9,  and  commanded  a  squadron  at  the  battle  of  Chillianwallah  (Medal  and 
Clasp). 

367  Capt.  James  Wood  served  from  1812  to  1815  at  the  Texel,  Flushing,  Cherbourg,  Basque 
Roads,  north  coast  of  Spain,  and  San  Sebastian.  During  the  war  he  served  also  in  the  West

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Anglesey. — 1  Captain  Cai y  servod  v.ith  the  83rd  in  Canada,  during  tlie  suppression  of  the 
rebellion  of  1838,  and  was  present  in  repulsing  the  attacks  of  the  American  Brigands,  who  landed 
near  Prescott,  Upper  Canada. 

Srecknock. — 1  Major  Dickinson  served  with  the  Queen's  Royals  throughout  the  cam- 
paign of  1838-39  in  Affghanistan  and  Beloochistan,  and  was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of 
the  fortresses  of  Gliuznee  (Medal),  and  Jvhelat  (leg  broken  by  a  musket  shot). 

Cambridge. — 1  Captain  Bendyshe  served  with  the  10th  Regt.  during  the  Sutlej  Campaign  of 
1845-6,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal). 

Cheshire. — 1  Lieut.  Poppleton  served  in  the  Field  Train  of  the  Ordnance,  with  the  division  of 
the  Army  operating  on  the  Eastern  coast  of  Spain,  in  1813-14.  From  Taragone  he  went  to  Genoa, 
and  served  two  years  in  Italy  and  Sicily,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Gaeta  in  1815.

— 1  Colonel  the  Hon.  H.  C.  Lowther  ser.'ed  in  the  7th  Hussars  in  the  cam- 
paign of  1808-9  in  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and  was  present  at  the  engagements  of  Ma- 
yorga,  Sahagun,  and  Benevente,  and  in  the  retreat  to  Corunna.  He  served  afterwards  in  the  Cam- 
paigns with  the  Duke  of  AVellington's  army,  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  at 
the  investment  of  Pampeluna,  and  in  several  cavalry  rencontres  in  the  Pji-enees  and  South  of 
France;  also  at  the  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.

Denbigh. — 1  Major  Wynne  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  in  Spain  as  Deputy-Assist 
Commissary-General  with  Sir  John  Moore's  army;  and  served  with  the  3rd  Provisional  Bat- 
talion of  Militia  in  the  South  of  France  in  1814.

2  Major  Mosley  served  with  the  60th  Riiles  in  Kaffirland  in  1851-52,  and  was  present  in  the 
operations  in  the  Waterkloof  in  October,  and  passage  of  the  Kei  with  (Colonel  Eyre's  column  on 
the  4th  Dec.  1851.

— 1  Colonel  Bingham  served  24  years  in  the  Indian  Army,  and  was  with  his  Regiment 
in  the  Burmese  war  of  1824-5-0,  for  which  he  has  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

2  Lieut.-Col.  Jacob  served  the  campaign  of  1815  in  tlie  Grenadier  Guards,  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  storming  of  Peronnc. 

3  Major  Loftus  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  3rd  Foot  Guards  in  1809-10-11  and  12,  and  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  t\v9  clasps  for  the  battle  of  Busaco  and  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo. 

Durham. — 1  Sir  William  Eden  was  a  volunteer  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Carysfoi-t  throughout  the 
Syrian  campaign,  and  at  the  bombardment  of  Acre,  and  has  a  Turkish  and  a  British  Medal  for 
the  same. 

2  Captain  Cookson  served  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6  with  the  80th  Regt.,  and  was  present 
in  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Fero^eshah,  and  Sobraon  (wounded),  and  has  a  Medal  and  two  clasps. 

3  Capt.  Scarman  carried  the  colours  of  the  SOth  in  the  action  of  IMaharajpore,  and  was  wounded 
in  the  left  leg  by  a  grape-shot;  shortly  after  which  he  received  a  severe  wound  in  the  left  arm. 

4  Surgeon  Nixon  served  in  the  Peninsula  v/ith  the  Coldstrcimi  Guards,  and  bus  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Ouor  and  Salamanca. 
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Essex.— 1  Captain  Pearson  accompanied  the  49th  Regt.  on  the  expedition  to  China  (Medal) 
and  vas  present  at  tlic  first  taking  of  Cliusan,  and  at  tiie  operations  before  Canton  (severely 
wounded). 

2  Captain  Edenborough  served  as  a  volunteer  in  New  Zealand  during  the  operations  in  1845,  and 
was  present  in  several  of  the  skinnislics  ;  he  also  volunteered  his  services  in  the  Mounted  Police  in 
New  South  Wales  on  several  occasions,  and  was  once  slightly  wounded. 

Gloucester. — 1  Captain  Noel  served  with  the  31st  Regt.  throughout  the  Sutlej  campaign  of 
1845-G,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon 
(Medal  and  three  clasps). 

2  Captain  Jones  served  as  Assist.-Quartermaster-General  of  the  Assam  Field  Force  during  the 
■whole  of  the  first  Burmese  war,  and  has  received  a  Medal  and  two  clasps  for  Ava  and  Assam. 
He  is  a  F.R.A.S. 

Hants. — \  Colonel  Shaw  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Artillery ;  joined  the  Army 
there  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  and  was  attached  to  the  IS-poundcr  Brigade,  or  Battering  Train. 
After  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  formed  a  park  of  172  pieces  of  artillery,  captured  in  that  action. 
Served  during  the  whole  of  the  Siege  of  St.  Sebastian  ;  was  engaged  at  the  crossing  of  the  Bidassoa, 
the  Nive,  and  the  Adour.  He  served  afterwards  on  the  Niagara  frontier  during  the  American 
war;  has  received  tlie  War  Medal,  with  two  clasps,  for  St.  Sebastian  and  the  Nive.  In  1835  he 
joined  the  British  Auxiliary  Legion  of  Spain  as  Lieut.-Colonel  of  Artillery  ;  proceeded  with  the  first 
battery  to  Vittoria,  and  was  in  tlie  affair  of  Artaban  ;  marched  the  artillery  back  to  St.  Ander,  and 
at  St.  Sebastian  was  engaged  in  covering  tlie  passage  of  the  troops  across  the  Uremea  on  28  May, 
1836,  when  he  got  the  decoration  of  1st  class  of  San  Fernando  ;  was  also  in  the  affairs  of  1st,  4tl), 
and  6th  Juno  following;  also  in  the  engagements  on  1st  Oct.  following,  when  the  Carlists  attacked 
the  lines  around  St.  Sebastian,  and  were  repulsed  with  great  loss.  In  Nov.  he  took  the  chief  com- 
mand of  the  artillery  of  tlie  Legion,  and  commanded  it  in  the  engagements  from  the  10th  to  the 
15th  March,  1837,  when  the  strongly  fortified  hill  of  Or;imendi  was  taken  by  assault.  On  the  16th, 
when  the  left  wing  was  driven  in,  covered  the  retreat  of  the  remainder  for  about  one  mile,  when  the 
original  position  was  taken  up,  for  which  service  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Colonel.

2nd  Class  of  St.  Fernando.  On  the  29th,  same  month,  the  Artillery  was  employed  at  Andoian  to 
protect  the  advance  of  a  Spanish  Division,  under  General  Espartero.  Was  frequently  engaged  in 
minor  afi'airs,  and  occasionally  acted  as  Engineer  in  the  constrnction  of  the  works  thrown  up  for 
the  defence  of  St.  Sebastian. 

2  Lieut. -Col.  Burnaby  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

3  Captain  Scott  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  Queen's  Royal^. 

4  Captain  Lambert  served  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in  1840  (Medal  and  one  clasp),  and  was  present 
at  the  affair  of  Buddiwal,  and  the  battle  of  Aliwal,  as  Adjutant  of  a  detachment  of  H.M.'s  Troops; 
and  at  the  battle  of  Sobraon  as  Adjutant  of  the  62nd  Regt. 

5  Captain  Shaw  served  in  the  Artillery  of  the  British  Auxiliary  Legion  of  Spain,  as  1st  Lieut., 
from  1836  to  1838,  and  was  present  at  the  general  actions  on  the  10th  and  16th  March,  also  on 
ths  5th  and  (ith  May  1837,  when  four  separate  attacks  were  made  to  capture  the  guns  by  the 
Carlists,  but  they  were  repulsed  with  great  loss,  by  the  Legion  Artillery  alone.  Was  at  the  taking 
of  Hernani  by  escalade ;  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  Yrun  by  storm,  for  which  he  received  the 
Military  Order  of  San  Fernando,  and  Gold  Medal.  Was  at  the  capitulation  of  Fuente  Arabia;  the 
attack  of  Andoain,  when  the  Legion  Artillery  received  the  thanks  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
(Espartero),  in  covering  his  advance  to  intercept  Don  Carlos  recrossing  the  Ebro ;  present  also  in 
several  minor  affdirs,  which  were,  for  the  most  part,  severely  contested. 

Huntingdon. — 1  Cajitain  Green  served  with  the  21st  the  campaign  in  Egypt  in  1807; 
in  Sicily  when  threatened  with  invasion  by  ]\Iurat,  and  in  the  afiair  at  Mill  when  an  attempt 
was  made;  at  the  taking  of  the  Island  of  Iscliia  in  1809;  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland, 
including  the  afiair  at  Merxem  and  the  bomliardinent  of  Antwerp. 

Kent. — 1  Major  Monins  embarked  for  the  Peninsula  in  July  1808  as  a  volunteer  in  the  52nd 
Light  Infantry,  and  was  present  at  the  tattle  of  Viraicra,  advance  into  Spain,  and  subsequent 
retreat  to  Corunna.  In  1809  returned  to  the  Peninsula  with  tlie  Regt.,  and  joined  the  Duke  of 
Wellington's  army  at  Talavera  on  the  28th  July;  was  subsequently  engaged  with  tlie  enemy 
upwards  of  twenty-four  times,  including  tlie  battle  of  the  Coa,  Jlortiagoa,  Busaco,  Coinibra,  Lines 
of  Torres  Vedras,  Alemquer,  Pombal,  Redinha,  Miranda  de  Corvo,  Coiuleixa,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Sabu- 
gal  (ap|)ointed  Adjutant),  Fuentcs  d'Onor.  Served  the  campaign  of  18'5inthe  18th  Hussars. 
Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  clasps  for  Vimiera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentcs  d'Onor,  together 
with  the  Waterloo  Medal. 

2  Lieut. -Col.  Monypenny  served  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  30th  Regt.  during  the  Campaigns  of 
1814  and  1815,  in  Holland  and  the  Nethlulands,  aiid  was  present  at  the  Blockade  of  Antwerp, 
battle  of  Qiiartre  Bras  (where  he  carried  the  King's  colour),  retreat  on  the  following  day,  battle  of 
Waterloo  (wounded),  and  capture  of  Paris. 
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laancashire. — 1  Captain  Lane  served  with  the  49th  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  wai 
present  with  the  regiment  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Amoy,  Chusan  (2nd  operation),  Chinhae, 
and  Ningpo  ;  and  he  acted  as  aide-de-camp  to  Colonel  Morris,  who  commanded  the  brigade  at 
Segoan,  where  he  was  dangerously  wounded,  and  liad  his  left  arm  amputated  on  the  field.  In 
1846  he  had  the  command  of  two  companies  of  Infantry  and  a  troop  of  Cavalry  at  Dungarvon 
during  the  riots,  on  whicli  occasion  he  received  the  thanks  of  the  Major-General  of  the  district,  and 
also  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  Ireland. 

2  Major  Wardlaw  served  ten  years  in  the  Bengal  Army,  and  has  a  Medal  and  two  clasps  for  the 
battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  and  Aliwal. 

3  Sir  Duncan  Macdougall  served  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  where  he  commanded  on  the 
Frontier  for  a  short  timej  in  Portugal,  Spain,  France,  United  States  of  America,  and  Canada  ;  was 
at  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  of  the  Forts  at  Salamanca,  battle  of  Salamanca  (severely  wounded,  and 
Medal),  siege  of  Burgos,  and  retreat  therefrom,  storming  of  St.  Sebastian  (Medal),  Passage  of  the 
Bidassoa,  battles  of  tlie  Nivelle  (Medal),  and  the  Nive  (Medal),  investment  of  Bayonne,  battle  of 
Bladensburg  and  capture  of  Washington,  action  near  Baltimore,  where  General  Ross,  commanding- 
in-chief,  to  whom  he  was  Aide-de-Camp,  was  mortally  wounded;  operations  and  battle  before  New 
Orleans,  where  Lieut. -General  Sir  Edward  Pakenham,  commanding-in-chief,  to  whom  he  was 
Aide-de-Camp,  was  killed ;  siege  of  Fort  Bowyer  in  Florida.  Served  as  second  in  command  and 
Quartermaster-General  in  the  British  Auxihary  Legion  of  Spain. 

4  Captain  Creagh  served  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1843-f5  wiih  the  9th  Regt.,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  two  clasps). 

5  Captain  Archer  Burton  served  tlie  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6  with  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons, 
and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  two  clasps). 

6  Captain  Fenton  served  witli  the  53rd  Rigt.  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in  1845-6,  and  was  present 
at  the  affair  of  Buddiwal,  and  in  the  battles  of  Aliwal  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  one  clasp). 

7  Major  Hall  served  as  Staff  Officer  with  the  Madras  Artillery,  in  the  Light  Field  Force  in  the 
Southern  Mahratta  Country  in  1841,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  the  Fort  of  Nepaunee  ;  served 
also  with  Lord  Gough's  expedition  to  China  (Medal),  commanding  Troop  of  Horse  Artillery.  Re- 
ceived the  Brevet  rank  of  Major  for  his  services. 

8  Captain  Whitle  served  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  with  the  91st  Regt.,  and  was  present  under 
Sir  Harry  Smith  at  the  attack  and  defeat  of  the  emigrant  Boers,  on  the  29th  August  1848. 

Iieicester. — 1  Captain  Sanders  served  as  Civil  Commandant  of  II.M.'s  fort  and  settlement  of 
Dexcove,  Gold  Coast. 

Ijincoln. — 1  Captain  Ibbotson  served  in  the  Prussian  service  as  Captain  of  Carbineers  in  1830 
and  1831,  and  Aide-de-Camp  to  His  Excellency  the  General  De  Pfuel,  Governor  of  Neufchatel,  for 
which  services  he  was  rewarded  by  being  made  a  Knight  of  the  Red  Eagle,  and  has  also  the  Medal 
of  Merit. 

2  Captain  Smith  served  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6  in  the  48th  Bengal  Infantry,  and  was 
present  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  two  clasps). 

3  Captain  Mulhall  served  twenty-seven  years  in  the  17th  Regt,,  and  was  present  with  it  in  the 
first  Atfghan  campaign  in  1839,  including  the  capture  of  the  fortresses  of  Ghuznee  (Medal),  and 
Khelat. 

4  Lieut.  Bowman  served  in  the  Commissariat  Department  in  the  Peninsula  in  1812-13-14;  and 
subsequently  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  New  Orleans  and  Fort  Bowyer. 

London. — 1  Captain  Elmslie  aerved  with  the  31st  throughout  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  184S-6, ' 
and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah,  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon  (shot 
through  the  shoulder),  and  lias  received  a  Medal  and  three  clasps. 

Merioneth. — 1  Lieut. -Col.  Morgan  embarked  with  the  7th  Fusiliers  for  Portugal,  in  March 
1810,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera,  where  he  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  knee,  and  disabled  for  nearly  twelve  months.  In  April  1813  lie  rejoined  the  regi- 
ment, in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse  ;  after  whicli  lie  accompanied  the  Fusiliers  to  America,  and  was  present  at  the 
attack  on  New  Orleans,  in  January  1815.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  clasps. 

2  Surgeon  Parry  served  with  the  3rd  Provisional  Battalion  of  Militia  in  the  South  of  France, 
in  1814. 

Middlesex. — 1  Major  Griffiths  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798;  on  the  Staff 
in  the  Peninsula  in  1812-13-14,  and  in  1815  in  Belgium. 

2  Captain  Colvill  served  in  the  71st  Regt.  from  May  1835  to  July  1852.  Served  in  Canada 
during  the  Rebellion  in  1838-9,  and  was  engaged  with  the  Rebels  at  Beauharnois,  and  particularly 
mentioned  in  Colonel  Philpott's  report  of  that  affair. 

3  Major  Tyndale  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  51st  Light  Infantry,  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal,  with  five  clasps,  for  tlie  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes.  He 
served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

4  Colonel  Cannon  served  tlie  Coorg  cam])aign  in  1834  as  Lieut,  in  the  40lh  Madras  Infantry. 
In  1835,  raised  500  men  in  Devonshire  for  the  British  Legion  in  Spain,  and  was  appointed  Major 
in  the  6th  Scotch  regt.;  in  Sept.  1835,  was  engaged  in  a  smart  skirmish  at  Portugalette,  at  the 
relief  of  Bilboa,  and  commanded  two  companies  in  the  battle  of  Puento  Niievo  and  defended  the 
passage  of  the  bridge.  In  1836  commanded  the  4th  regt.  of  the  Legion  in  the  actions  on  the

Lt.-Col.  Commandant  of  tlie  9lli  regt.  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Passages  and  the  heights  of 
Amelzagoua,  and  crossing  the  Uremia  ;  commanded  an  advanced  post  in  the  attack  made  on  the 
British  lines  by  the  Carlist  forces,  who  were  repulsed;  present  at  tlic  rcconnoisance  and  action  in 
front  of  Fuentarabia,  and  in  the  action  of  1st  Oct.,  when  the  Carlists  attacked  tlie  British  lines 
and  were  again  repulsed.

Third. 

— 1  Captain  Pryce  served  with  the  2nd  Queen's  Royals  in  the  campaign  in  the 
Southern  Mahratta  Country  and  the  Conean  in  1844-4.5,  and  was  in  the  storming  parly  at  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Fortress  of  Panulla  ;  and  commanded  an  outpost  at  the  capture  of  Munohur  and 
Munsuntosh. 

2  Captain  Beadnell  served  the  campaign  of  1840-41-42,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Killa 
Aziden,  Goaine,  Ghuznee,  occupation  of  Cabool,  and  all  the  affairs  in  which  the  Candahar  division 
under  General  Nott  was  engaged  in  its  progress  through  the  Klioord  Cabool,  Tezeen,  Jugdulluck, 
and  Khyber  Passes  (Medal).

2  Captain  Cormick  served  with  the  17th  Regt.  throughout  the  campaign  in  AfTghanistan  and 
Beloochistan,  under  Lord  Keane,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal) 
and  of  Khelat. 

3  Captain  Browne  served  throughout  the  war  with  China  (Medal),  as  Adjutant  of  the  49th  Regt., 
and  latterly  as  Brigade  Major,  and  was  present  at  Canton,  Amoy,  Chusan,  Chinhae,  Ningpo,  Se- 
goan,  Chapoo  (wounded),  \Voosung,  Chin  Kiaug  Foo,  and  Nankin. 

Northampton. — 1  Surgeon  Terry  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  14th  Regiment,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  storming  of  Cambray. 

Shropshire.— 1  Lieut.-Colonel  the  Hon.  W.  N.  Hill  served  in  the  Burmese  war  in  1825-26 
(Medal),  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Prome  and  Tandwayn. 

2  Captain  Pardey  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Toulouse. 

Somerset. — 1  Lieut. -Col.  Lnttrell  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  the  battles  of  the  Niville  and  Nive  .  He  served  also  the 
campaign  of  181.5,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

2  Captain  Pickwick  served  with  the  91st  Regt.  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-62. 

Stafford.— 1  Captain  Gardiner  served  on  the  Staff  of  Colonel  Outram,  and  in  command  of  a 
detachment  of  the  17th  Regt.  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  campaign  of  1844-5,  and  was  present  at 
all  the  operations  of  the  Light  Field  Force,  including  the  capture  of  Gotea,  21st,  and  of  Munohur 
Stockades  and  Fort,  2.5th  Jan.  1845  ;  at  the  latter  he  led  the  Forlorn  Hope,  and  was  severely 
wounded.  Of  his  party  of  sixteen  men,  four  were  killed  and  nine  wounded.  Received  the  thanks  of 
the  Governor-in-Council  of  Bombay,  and  those  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  India,  in  General 
Orders,  for  his  services. 

Suffolk.- 1  Colonel  Bence  sensed  the  campaigns  of  1809-10-11,  in  the  Peninsula,  with  the  16th 
Light  Dragoons,  and  was  in  fourteen  actions,  including  Oporto,  Talavera  (wounded),  passage  of 
the  Coa,  and  Busaco.     Has  received  the  War  IMedal  with  two  Clasps  for  Talavera  and  Busaco. 

Surrey.— 1  Major  Parratt  served  at  Walchertn  in  1809  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811  to  the 
endof  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battle  of  Nivelle, 
actions  at  Vic  Bigorre  and  Tarbes,  and  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  five  clasps. 

2  Captain  Barnes  served  with  the  troops  under  General  England  in  Southern  AfTghanistan. 
Accompanied  Colonel  Wymer's  expedition  from  Candahar  for  the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  forts 
in  the  Urghundab  Valley.  Served  with  General  Nott's  force  at  Candahar  (Medal^,  advance  and 
re-capture  of  Ghuznee  (ISIedal),  Cabool  (Medal). 

3  Captain  Weston  served  the  Punjaub  campaign  in  the  Bengal  Native  Infantry. 

4  Captain  de  Teissier  served  in  Scinde,  in  command  of  a  detachment,  protecting  the  stores  and 
ammunition  of  the  army  tracked  up  the  Indus.  Served  also  in  the  Light  Company  of  the  17th 
during  the  campaign  in  Aff"ghanistan  and  Beloochistan,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture 
of  the  fortresses  of  Ghuznee  and  Khelat,  fur  which  he  has  i-eceived  the  iMedal. 

Sussex.— 1  The  Duke  of  Richmond  Joined  the  army  in  Portugal,  on  the  24th  July  1810,  as  Aide-

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Fuentes  d'Onor,  storming-  of  Ciiidad  llodrigo,  storming  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria, 
and  the  Pyrenees,  the  first  storming  of  San  Sebastian,  action  at  Vera,  and  battle  of  Orthes.  He 
was  sent  home  with  duplicate  Despatches  of  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  the  capture  of  Astorga  by 
the  Spaniards  ;  and  with  tlie  Despatches  of  Vera  and  the  entrance  of  the  army  into  France.  In  Jan. 
814,  being-  desirous  of  obtaining  a  practical  knowledge  of  Regimental  duty  in  the  Field,  he  left  the 
Duke  of  Wellington's  Staff  to  join  the  first  battalion  of  his  Regt.,the  blm\  Light  Infantry,  and  was 
present  with  it  in  the  battle  of  Orthes,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  chest  by  a  musket- 
ball,  which  has  never  been  extracted.  At  the  end  of  1814,  he  was  appointed  Aide-de-Camp  to  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  and  was  with  him  in  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo : — after  the  Prince 
of  Orange  was  wounded  the  Duke  of  Richmond  joined  the  Duke  of  Wellington  as  Aide-de-Camp, 
and  remained  with  liis  Grace  during  the  remaining  part  of  that  campaign.

2  Captain  St.  Clair  served  with  the  Bombay  Horse  Artillery  in  the  campaign  of  1839-40,  in 
Affghanistan,  and  was  ju-esent  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal)  and  occupation  of 
Cabool  ;  also  at  the  storming  of  Khi-jjuck. 

The  King-'s  Own. — 1  Captain  Wardlaw  is  Exon  of  the  Yeomen  of  the  Guard  :  his  war  services 
are  stated  in  "page  1 15. 

2  Captain  Gray  strvcd  in  the  7tli  Dragoon  Guards  with  the  expedition  against  the  insurgent 
Boers  beyond  the  Orange  River,  and  was  present  in  an  affair  on  the  20th  April  1845.  Served  also 
throughout  the  Kaffir  War  of  1840-7. 

J-cThe  Queen's  Own. — 1  Captain  Cowell  served  the  Kandian  campaign  of  1817-18,  and  was 
engaged  with  the  enemy  on  numerous  occasions. 

2  Captain  Simpson  served  in  the  Austrian  service  during  tlie  Hungarian  war. 

War-wick. — 1  Captahi  Mackenzie  served  the  Gwalicr  camjiaign  of  1843-4,  and  has  received  the 
Medal  for  the  battle  of  Punniar. 

■Wiltshire. — 1  Major  Grove  served  in  the  Peninsula  witli  the  20th  Regt.  and  has  received  the 
War  Medal  witli  four  Clasps  for  the  batt'.es  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Kivelle  and  Nive. 

York. — 1  Captain  Jacson  served  in  the  Kaffir  war  in  1851-52  as  Adjutant  of  the  2nd  Queen's, 
including  the  operations  in  the  Fish  River,  Bush,  and  Waterkloof,  and  the  Trans  Kei  expedition. 

2  Captain  Newcomb  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  clasps 
for  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

3  Lieut.-Col.  Barnett  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  7Ist  Regt.,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Waterloo. 

4  Captain  Armytage  served  with  the  Gtli  Regt.  in  the  Katfir  war  of  1846-7,  at  the  close  of  which 
he  was  appointed  Superindendeut  of  the  military  village  of  Woburn,  on  the  immediate  frontier  of 
the  colony.

— 1  Captain  Scott  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassca,  the  Nive,  and  the 
Adour,  investment  of  Bayonne,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie,  where  he  received  a  bayonet  wound. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  tlie  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  clasps  for  Vittoria  and  Nive. 

Forfar. — 2  Captain  M'Neill  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  lias  received  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  eight  clasps  for  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Corunna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

Ross. — 3  Colonel  Fraser  lost  a  leg  at  the  siege  of  Burgos,  when  serving  in  the  Foot  Guards.  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  clasp  for  Salamanca. 

Dublin  City. — 4  Captain  Russell  was  a  Captain  in  the  98th  with  the  expedition  to  tlic  North 
of  China  (Medal)  in  1842,  and  was  present  at  the  storming  of  the  city  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  as  also 
at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Tartar  entrenched  camps  on  the  heights  outside  the  city  ;  and  he 
was  also  at  the  landing  before  Nankin. 

King's  County. — 5  Captain  Cox  served  as  Lieut,  of  Royal  Artillery  in  Sir  J(din  Moore's  cam- 
paign in  the  north  of  Spain  and  battle  of  Corunna,  from  1808  to  1809.  Joined  the  Portuguese  army 
in  1811,  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Badajoz  in  1812,  battle  of  Castalla,  and  botli  sieges  of 
Tarragona  in  1813,  and  blockade  of  Barcelona  in  1814.  In  October  1814  he  was  promoted  to  an 
Unattached  compa  ny  in  the  Lino,  but  continued  to  serve  as  a  Captain  of  Portuguese  Artillery  till 
the  Briti.sh  officers  \\ere  withdrawn  from  Portugal  in  1819.  lie  has  received  a  gold  cross  for  four 
campaigns  from  John  VI.,  lute  King  of  Portugal ;  also  the  War  Jledal  with  two  clasps  for  Co- 
runna anii  Badajoz.

1815  ;    died,  8  March  1816. 

Sir  Wroth  Acland,  after  serving  as  a  Sub- 
altern with  the  17th  in  England  aud  Jersey, 
and  also  with  detachments  acting  as  Marines 
on  board  Lord  Howe's  Fleet  in  1790  in  the 
Channel  and  off  Brest,  embarked  as  a  Captain 
in  the  Buffs  with  Sir  Charles  Grey's  expe- 
dition to  the  West  Indies  in  1793;  but  was 
transferred  to  and  sailed  with  Earl  Moira's 
expedition  to  the  Coast  of  France.  He  was 
next  stationed  in  Jersey  from  Feb.  1794  until ' 
embarked  for  the  Duke  of  York's  army  in 
Flanders  which,  after  landing  at  Bergcn-op-  I 
Zoom,  he  joined  at  Rosendael  Coast  in  June 
following:  he  continued  with  his  army  dur- 
ing the  winter  of  1794  95,  and  was  at  Nime- 
guen  during  the  bombardment  and  at  the 
sortie.  In  IMarch  1795  he  purchased  a 
Majoritj'  in  the  19th,  and  was  encamped  in 
England  with  Sir  Ralph  Abcrcromby's  army 
destined  for  the  West  Indies  :  in  Sept.  fol-

land in  consequence  of  ill  health  in  Aug. 
1799,  soon  after  which  he  exchanged  into  the 
Coldstream  Guards.  In  July  1804,  he  was 
appointed  a  Brigadier-General  and  employed 
on  the  Staff  in  tlie  Eastern  District.  On  the 
25  May  1805  he  was  Gazetted  to  the  Local 
rank  of  Brigadier  to  tlie  Forces  under  Sir 
James  Craig,  and  wliich  he  accompanied  to 
the  Mediterranaen,  landing  at  Malta,  and 
afterwards  remaining  in  co-operation  with 
the  Russian  Army  at  Naples  in  Dec.  1805. 
In  180G  he  embarked  with  the  expedition 
under  Sir  John  Stuart  from  Sicily  for  Cala- 
bria, and  commanded  the  2d  Brigade,  con- 
sisting of  three  four-pounders  and  the  78th 
and  81st  Regiments,  in  the  battle  of  Maida: 
after  describing  the  routing  of  the  left  of  the 
Enemy's  Line  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  by 
Kempt's  Light  Brigade,  Sir  John  Stuart 
states  in  his  despatch  that  "  Brigadier-Gene- 
ral Acland,  whose  Brigade  was  immediately 
on  the  left  of  the  Light  Infantry,  with  great 
spirit  availed  himself  of  this  favourable  mo- 
ment to  press  instantly  forward  upon  the 
Corps  in  his  front;  the  brave  78tli  Regt. 
commanded  by  Lt.-Col.  Macleod,  and  tiie 
81st  Regt.  under  iMnjor  Plenderleath,  both 
distinguished  themselves  on  this  occasion : 
the  enemy  fled  with  dismay  and  disorder  be- 
fore tlicm,  leaving  the  plain  covered  with 
their  dead  and  \\ounfled."  Being  recalled 
from  the  ^Mediterranean,  and  afterwaids  placed 
on  the  Staff  of  Lieut.-General  Whitelock  in 
Feb.  1807  he  proceeded  to  South  America 
and  landed  at  Monte  Video  :  in  Dec.  follow- 
ing he  returned  with  this  expedition  to  Cork 
and  was  employed  on  the  Irish  Staff  until 
Feb.  1808,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Staff  of  England  and  stationed  on  the  Eastern 
District,  until  embarked  at  Harwich  in  com- 
mand of  re-inf  u'cemcnts  for  the  amy  under 
Sir  Artliur  Wellesley  in  Portugal,  where  he 
landed  on  the  night  of  the  20th  Aug.   and

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commanded  the  8th  Brigade  in  tlie  battle  of 
Vimiera  the  following  day :  in  Nov.  he  re- 
turned to  England  in  consequence  of  ill  health, 
and  being  unable  to  accompany  Sir  John 
Moore's  army  into  Spain,  was  replaced  on  the 
Staff  of  the  Eastern  District.  In  July  1809  he 
embarked  in  command  of  a  Brigade  with  the 
Earl  of  Ciiatham's  army,  on  the  expedition  to 
Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  Siege  of 
Flushing  :  on  the  return  of  this  army  to  Eng- 
land he  was  replaced  on  the  Staff  as  a  Briga- 
dier-General and  employed  in  the  Eastern  and 
South-Western  Districts  until  his  promo- 
tion to  Major-General  in  July  1810;  and 
he  was  subsequently  employed  as  a  Lieut. - 
General,  and  stationed  in  the  Eastern  and 
Westward  Districts, — his  health  having  suf- 
fered so  much  from  the  Walcheren  fever 
as  to  have  rendered  him  incapable  of 
foreign  active  service.  He  received  the  Gold 
Medal  and  one  clasp  for  Maida  and  Vimiera, 
and  was  mentioned  by  name  in  the  thanks 
voted  by  Parliament  for  each  of  those 
battles. 

ADAIR,  Major-General  THOMAS  BEN- 
JAMIN, C.B.,  {deceased)  :— 2nd  Lt.  Royal 
Marines,  I  Dec.  1793  :  1st  Lt.  24  April  1795  ; 
Captain,  20  Sept.  1803  ;  Brevet-Major,  4  June 
1814;  Major  in  the  Corps,  3  April  1828; 
Brevet  Lt.  Col.,  22  July  1830;  Lt.-Col.  in  the 
Corps,  7  March  1832;  Colonel  and  Second 
Commandant  of  Plymouth  Division,  10  July 
1837  ;  Commandant  of  Plymouth  Division, 
26th  Aug.  1839;  retired  on  full  pay,  12  Feb. 
1842,  after  an  uninterrupted  service  of  nearly 
fifty  years. — eighteen  of  which  were  afloat; 
Major-General,  9  Nov.  1846  ;  died  1  July 
1849,  at  Devonport,  after  a  paralytic  stroke, 
aged  67. 

Major-General  Adair's  first  active  service 
took  place  on  board  the  Alexander  74,  in 
which  ship  he  was  embarked  from  the  26 
March  17i36  to  20  Dec.  1800,  having  been 
present  in  April  1797  at  the  blockade  of  Cadiz 
and  at  an  attack  made  by  Spanish  Gun  Boats 
when  becalmed  under  the  batteries  of  that 
place  :  the  following  year  he  was  engaged  in 
the  memorable  battle  of  the  Kile.  Lord  Nel- 
son having  taken  possession  of  the  City  of 
Naples  together  with  the  Castles  of  Uovo  and 
Nuovo  in  June  1799,  the  Castle  of  St.  Elmo 
owing  to  its  very  great  strength  and  formid- 
able position  on  a  mountain  sustained  a  siege 
of  eleven  days'  duration,  when  on  the  12th 
July  the  French  garrison  capitulated  :  the 
Strong  City  of  Capua  was  also  surrendered 
by  the  French  on  the  28th  July  after  a  four 
days'  siege;  thus  the  entire  exjiulsion  of  the 
French  from  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  resulting 
from  these  successful  operations,  was  princi- 
pally effected  by  the  Marines  landed  from 
Lord  Nelson's  squadron,  —  Major-General 
Adair  participating  in  this  service.  Early  in 
1800  he  was  landed  at  Malta,  and  served  with 
tha  Troops  on  that  Island  until  July  :  he  was 


on  board  the  Genereux  74  at  the  capture  of 
La  Diane  40-gun  French  frigate  in  her  at- 
tempt to  escape  from  La  Valetta;  and  he  was 
afterwards  at  the  blockade  and  surrender  of 
La  Valetta.  From  June  1801  to  April  1802 
he  was  on  board  the  Prince  of  Wales  with 
the  Channel  Fleet;  from  June  1802  to  Feb. 
1803  on  board  the  Courageux  at  anchor  in 
Hamoaze  ;  from  June  to  Sept.  1803  on  board 
the  P  lantagenet  vfUh  the  Channel  Fleet;  from 
Aug.  1804  to  April  ISOo  on  board  the  Ardeiit 
attached  to  the  Boulogne  Squadron  ;  from 
Aug.  to  Dec.  1805  on  board  the  Audacious 
on  Channel  Service  ;  from  Oct.  1806  to 
January  1811  on  board  the  Plantagenet  on 
Channel  Service,  at  the  blockade  of  the  Tagus, 
and  in  the  Baltic;  from  Feb.  1813  to  Aug. 
1814  on  board  the  San  Josef,  which  was  one 
of  the  leading  ships  engaged  of  the  British 
Fleet  under  Vice-Admiral  Sir  Edward  Pellew 
when  the  Enemy's  Squadron  made  an  attempt 
to  quit  the  harbour  of  Toulon,  on  the  5  Nov. 
1813.  In  Oct.  1814  he  embarked  on  board 
the  Vengeur ;  and  in  January  1815  he  joined 
the  British  Army  before  New  Orleans  :  com- 
manded a  Battalion  of  Royal  Marines  when 
the  Enemy  were  driven  from  their  position  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  for  which 
service  he  was  nominated  a  Companion  of  the 
Bath  on  the  4  June  1815.  In  October  fol- 
lowing he  commanded  a  detachment  of  the 
Corps  employed  at  South  Shields  during  a 
disturbance  in  that  neighbourhood.  Between 
Nov.  1823  and  January  1827  he  served  on 
board  the  Windsor  Castle,  the  Superb,  tlie 
Ocea7i,  and  the  Wellesley ;  and  he  was  Senior 
Officer  of  a  Battalion  of  Royal  Marines  serv- 
in  the  Tagus  and  Fort  St.  Julian,  from 
Aug.  1825  to  January  1827,  for  which  he 
received  the  insignia  of  a  Knight  of  the 
Order  of  the  Tower  and  Sword  of  Portugal. 
Between  May  1832  and  June  1834  served 
on  board  the  Caledonia  and  the  Asia;  and 
he  was  Lieut.-Colonel  of  a  Battalion  of  Royal 
Marines  stationed  in  the  Tagus  from  June 
1832  to  June  1834.  The  JIajor-General  was 
the  father  of  Capt.  R.  B.  Adair  of  the  Royal 
Artillery,  of  Capt.  C.  W.  Adair  of  the  Royal 
Marines,  and  of  Lieut.  Henry  Adair  of  the 
Royal  Jlarine  Artillery. 

Captain  Charles  William  Adair  served  on 
board  the  Hastings  72,  from  July  1838  to 
Feb.  1842,  and  was  employed  in  the  Medi- 
terranean and  on  the  Coast  of  Syria  :  on 
the  10  Sept.  1840  he  was  landed  with  the 
Detachment  on  the  Coast  of  Syria,  and  was 
present  and  wounded  at  the  attack  on  the 
fortified  position  of  Gebail.  He  has  received 
the  Syrian  Medal.

"The  above  engraving  represents  accurately  a  section  of  a  leaden  pipe,  whicli  was  em- 
ployed for  a  short  time  in  conveying  water  from  a  well  on  the  grounds  of  Mr.  Dick,  of 
Bonchurch,  Isle  of  Wight.  The  original  seciion  of  the  pipe  is  8|  inches  long,  2J  inches 
diameter,  and  5-16  inches  thick.  A  great  part  of  the  internal  surface  is  corroded  by  the 
action  of  the  water  ;  but,  as  shown  in  the  drawing,  four  deep  excavations  have  been  made, 
and  another  is  shaded  out  of  view  by  the  manner  in  which  the  section  of  the  pipe  has  been 
cut.  The  water  has  cut  these  deep  pits  ahiiost  through  the  pipes,  and  not  only  upon  the 
portion  which  we  have  illustrated,  but  has  formed  similar  chasms  throughout  the  entire 
length." — Expositor.
